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MEMORANDUM ON THE "COUNCIL OF UNITAD RUSSIAN PUBLIC ORGANIZaTION 


AT SHANGHAI" ("Soro"), 


The establishing of the Russian emigrants organization 
known as the “Council of United Russian Public Organization at 
Shanghai" (wgoR0" ) was an outcome of the so-called re-unification 
movement in the local Russian community which was started in 
October 1931 following the death of Ii. V. BF. Grosse, Chairman 
of the “Russian Emigrants Committee". 

It will be recalled that since 1920 when the Imperial 
Russian Consulate-General in Shanghai was clcsed by a decree of 
the Chinese Government, Mr. Grosse, former Russian Consul-General, 
continued to remain in charge of the interests of the local 
Russian comnunity on the post of the Assistant Commissioner of 
the Bureau for Russian Affairs which was established by the 
Chinese Authorities in the premises of the Russian Consulate- 
General, No. 1 Whangpoo Road. In 1924 following the recognition 
by China of the Government of Soviet Russia the Bureau for 
Russian Affairs was closed and the building of the former 
Russian Consulate-General was handed over by the Chinese 
Authordties to representatives. of the Soviet Government. 

Mr. Grosse then established, in co-operation with 
representatives of local Russian organizations, a public body 
under the name of the "Committee for Defense of Rights of Russian 
" Enigrants". In 1926, however, the authority of Mr. Grosse to 
represent the local Russian community was challenged by a group 
of Russian organizations. AS a result of this disagreement 
Mr. Grosse supported by his followers formed another public 
body under the name of the “Russian Emigrants Committee" which, 
under his chairmanship, continued to exercise the functions of 
the administrative centre of the Russian community in Shanghai. 


This body has since maintained contact with the Council of 


Russian Ex-Ambassadors in Paris. 
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The opposing faction of the Russian community in 
Shanghai was represented by the "Committee for Defense of Rights 
of Russian Emigrants® of which Mr. N. I. Ivanoff, former consular 
judge, was the Chairman. In 1929 this bedy was dissolved and 
its functions handed over to an organization entitled the "Russian 
National Community" of which Captain NE. Y. Fomin was elected 
Chairman. Organizations under this name were established in 
several towns in the Bar Last by supporters of General Horvath 
whom the late Grand Duke Nicolas appointed the Head of Russian 
Emigrants in the Far Bast. 

Both the “Russian Emigrants Committee" and the 
"Russian National Community" were instituted with the object 
of carrying out similar functions. Although the former body 
undoubtedly predominated, this state of affairs could not be 
considered either satisfactory or normal. 

On October 23, 1931, at a meeting of the Russian 
Juridical Society the situation in the Russian community in 
connection with the death of Mr. Grosse was discussed and it 
was unanimously resolved to recommend that the legal sopcusen: 
tation of the Russian community should rest with a special 
neutral body which will take charge of the work of registration 
of the Russian community, render legal assistance, issue and 
certify documents, certificates of births, deaths etc. This 
resolution was commumicated to all existing Russian public 
organizations in Shanghai and published in the local foreign 
and Russian presse 

On October 26, 1931, a meeting of representatives 
of some 30 Russian organizations, convened at the initiative 
of the "Russian National Community", was held in the premises 
of the Russian Ex-Officers Club, 246 Route Vallon, to discuss 
the question of legal and business representation of the Russian 
community, The resolution of the Russian Juridical Society was 


passed and the "Russian National Community" was authorised to 
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enter into negotiations with the "Russian Emuigrants Comnittee" 
headed by Mre Metzler, former Russian Vice-Consul in Shanghai, 
with a view to establishing a new body on the lines indicated 
in the above resolution. As a result of these negetiations 
it was announced at the public meeting of representatives of 
various Russian jeeanidetiond neld on November 12, 1931, that 
@ preliminary agreement nad been reached between the two opposing 
factions. A committee was then elected to compile the plan of 
the constitution of the body as well as the order of its elections. 
However, after several meetings of the committee it 
became evident that the representatives of the two rival organi- 
zations could not agree on certain points and, consequently, 
nesotiations were vroken off, following which the “Russian 
National Community" decided to carry on the work of unification 
. in co-operation with the so-called Winird element" - organizations 
e and individuals who did not belong to either of the two organiza- 
tions referred to abovee On January 17, 1952, representatives 
of the organizations supporting this scheme held a meeting during 
She course of which it was decided to call the new organization 
"Tne Council of United Russian Public Organization at Shanghai", 
and a set of regulations was submitted and approved. The

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In the beginning of February 1932 the "Council of 


United Russian Public Organization at Shanghai" established its 


yt 
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offices at No.359 Avenue Hdward VII, and thus a new period in 
the history of public life of the local Russian community was 
ovened, 

Paragraph 3 of the “Resulations and Bye-Laws for the 
Council of United R i Pr ic Organizati + Shanchai" ds 
Co a ited Russian Public Organization at Shanghai" reads 
as follows:- 

"The Council adheres in furtherance of its 
“objects and aims to the laws of the present 
"Republic of China as well as to the 
"administrative and municipal regulations 
"in force in the International Settlement 
"and Prench Concession of Shanghai", 

In accordance with the above, a petition was submitted 
to the Chinese authorities on June 30, 1932, requesting their 
permission for the establishment and registration of the "Council 
of United Russian Public Organization at Shanghai”. This petition 
was signed by 34 memoers of the council and was forwarded through 
the medium of Dr. John C.H.Wu (Adviser to the Shanghai Municipal 
Council and legal adviser of "SORO") to the Executive Committee 
of the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Headquarters. 

On August 4, 1932, a reply was received from the local

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Kuomintang Headquarters to the effect that permission for the 
registration of the new body had been granted. 

Taking into consideration that some of the regulations 
governing the activity of Chinese public organizations are not 
applicable within the territories of the foreign settlements and 
May hinder the activity of the "Council of United Russian Public 
Organization", the legal adviser of the Council applied to the 
game authorities for a special certificate of ctegistration. In 
a reply dated October 6, 1932, the Executive Committee of the 
Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Headquarters informed the 
petitioners that pending the promulgation by the Central Committee ' 
of the Kuomintang of regulations governing the establishment of 
Foreign Residents Associations, no special certificate of regis- 
tration (diploma) can be issued. 


On October 18 and 19 the following official notification 


which was drawn up by Dre Wu and approved "by the authorities 
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concerned"®, was published in the "Chen Pao", organ of the 
Kuomintang, the "Min Pao" and the "Ghun Pao" s- 


"The United Russian Organization in Shanghai 
hereby notifies the public of the following:- 
Since some time recently the ebovementioned 
organization has been preparing for its formal 
inauguratione At present, in compliance with 
and by virtues of orders of the Shangtai Special 
District Kuomintang Headquarters, dated August 
4 and October 8, 19352 respectively, granting 
permission for the establishment (inauguration), 
& general mecting will be neld at 4 pem. on 
Sunday Novenber 6 at No.J39 Avenue iidward /il 
for the purpose of the formal inaujsuration of 
this organization. The public is hereby 
specially notified", 


Considering that the registration with the Chinese 


Authorities has introduced the Council into a new phase of its 


activity, and with a view to facilitating the wnification of all 


Russian organizations in Shanghai into this body, the presidium 


of the Council decided to resign from office and to invite all 


organizations, which did not beleng to the "SORO" croup, to send 


representatives to the meeting on November 6 for the purpose of 
election of a new presidium ig accordance with the statute of 
"SORO*, A notification to this effect was published in local 
Russian newspapers or October 20. 

On November 6, at a meeting attended by 39 of the 
total number of 54 members of the "Council of United Russian 
Public Organization", the formal inauguration of this body took 
place, whereupon the following persons were elected into the 
presidiums- |

It must be mentioned that out of 19 organizations not 
belonging to "SORO® only one - a group of Russian emigrants of 
Jewish nationality - sent its representatives to the above 


meeting, the other organizations having declined the invitation 


for various reasonSe 
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In compliance with Chinese law the minutes of this 
meating together with the statute of the new organization were 
be submitted to the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Head- 
quarters and to the Bureau of Social Affairs of the Municipality 
of Greater Shanzhai to be recorded in the registers of these 
institutions. 

The significance of the registration of "SORO" with 
the Chinese authorities was explained by Mr. A. M. Kotenev as 
follows s- 

le The registration of public organizations in China, other 
than commercial and charitable, is a prerogative of the 
Supreme Power which at present belongs to the Kuomintang 
and its organse Thus, the permission for registration 
granted to "SORO", as an act of the Supreme Power of the 
country, is therefore final and conclusive. 

2. By the fact of registration with the Chinese authorities 
*SORO" has acquired the full rights of a public body with 
officially recognised legal status. The Russian community 
in Shanghai is now represented not by one or several 
individuals, but by an institution - to which aim the 
community's aspirations have been directed at all times, 

3e The Russian community has acquired an organ with notary 
functions. Every document issued by the Council in 
conformity with the Chinese laws and within the Council's 
competence, has the force of an official document, of 
which the validity and lawfulness can be disputed only 
in courts. 

4, The responsibility of the presidium of the Council and 
of its executive officers for their acts is the same as 
the responsibility of public officers for acts done in 
their official capacity. 

In connection with the registration of “SORO" with 


the Chinese authorities the activity of this body generally 
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and of Mr. A. M. Kotenev in particular aroused much comment 

and adverse criticism on the wart of the opposing group of . 

the local Russian community represented by the "Russian Emigrants 
Committee", which may be briefly summarised as followss-

On April 30, 1933, Mr. A. Me Kotenev tendered his 
resignation as chairman of the "Council of United Russian Public 
Organization" because of his duties in the Shanghai Municipal 
Council. Dr. S. N. Shendrikoff, vice-chairman, was authorised 
to act in his place pending an election to be held in the near 
futures. 
On June I, 1933, Dr. Shendrikoff forwarded to the 
Commissioner of Police a copy of the Regulations and Bye-Laws 


of *"SORO® accompanied by a letter in which it was oointed out 
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that "SORO" is the only one legally instituted Russian public 
body at Shanzthai entitled to verform acts enumerated in Art.135 

of these Regulations. In view of this Dr.Shendrikoff requested 
that instructions be issued by the Commissioner to all subordinate 
departments and officers that in all cases where Russian 

emigrants are required te produce formal identification papers 
etc. they must produce same certified or registered by "SORO*, 

According to our information similar letters were 
addressed to various authorities and consulates in Shanghai. 

Reference to the Art.13 of the Regulations in question 
shows that Dr. Shendrikoff's letter raises the same issue which 
has been the subject of controversies between "SORO" and the 
"Russian Emigrants Committee", namely - which of the two 
organizations should be recognised as the only body representing 
the Russian community in Shanghai. 

The expression “legally instituted" evidently implies 
the fact that "SORO" is registered with the Bureau of Social 
Affairs of the Municipality of Greater Shanghai as well as that 
"SORO" is a body properly elected by the Russian community in 
Shanghai, while the Russian Emigrants Committee is considered 
py them as a self-appointed bodye 

In this connection it should ne noted that there is, 
so far, no reason to believe that the Chinese authorities 
consider "SORO" as the only Russian organization which can 
exercise the functions enumerated in Art.13 above referred toe 
As a matter of fact, they almost invariably refer to the 
"Russian Emigrants Committee" whenever they wish to get in 
touch with a body more or less representing the interests of 
the Russian community in Shanghaie 
As regards the assertion that "SORO" is a properly elected 
public body, it may be stated that the system according to 
which various organizations are represented in "SORO"* differs 
from ordinary elections in so far as one and the same individual 


is allowed to elect representatives into this body from several 7 
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organizations at the same time. 

Although statistics are not available regarding 
respective total membership of the two rival organizations 
and of the neutral group, it is more than questionable that

In the absence of an authoritative organ which could - 
organize proper elections in the Russian community and unless 
some “force majeure" intervenes, an agreement between the 
Russian Emigrants Committee and the "Council of United Russian 
Public Organization" seems to be the only manner in which local 
Russian organizations can be unified and a body representing 
the local Russian community, formed and recognised as such by 
the authorities of the three municipalities.

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MEMORANDUM ON THE "COUNCIL OF UNITED RUSSIAN PUBLIC ORGANIZATIONS 
AT SHANGHAI" ("SORO"). 


The establishing of the Russian emigrants organization 
known as the “Gouncil of United Russian Public Organizations at 
Shanghai" ("SORO") was an outcome of the so-called re-unification 
movement in the local Russian community which was started in 
October 1931 following the death of Mr. V. F. Grosse, Chairman 
of the “Russibn Enigrants Comaittee". 

It will be recalled that since 192) when the Imperial 
Russian Cconsulate-General in Shanghai was closed by a decree of 
the Chinese Government, Mr. Grosse, former Russian Consul-General, 
continued to remain in charge of the interests of the local 
Russian community or the post of the Assistant Comaissioner of 
the Bureau for Russian Affairs which was established by the 
Chinese Authorities in the premises of the Russian Consulate~- 
General, No. 1 Whangpoo Road. In 1924 following the recognition 
by China of the Government of Soviet Russia the Bureau for Russian 
Affairs was closed and the building of the former Russian 
Consulate-General was handed cover by the Chinese Authorities 
to representatives of the Soviet Governmente 

Mr. Grosse then established, in co-op @wation with 
representatives of local Russian organizations, a public body 
under the name of the "Committee for Defense of Rights of Russian 
Emigrants", In 1926, however, the authority of Mr. Grosse to 
represent the local Russian community was challenged by a group 
of Russian organizations. As a result of this disagreement 
Mr. Grosse supported by his followers fommed another public 
body under the name of the “Russian Emigrants Committee" whiel 
under his chairmanship, continued to exercise the functions of 
the administrative centre of the Russian community in Shanchai. 
This body has since maintained contact with the Council of 2

The opposing faction of the Russian community in 
Shanghai was represented by the "Committee for Defense of 
Rights of Russian Emigrants" of which Mr. N. I. Ivanoff, former 
consular judge, was the Chairman. In 1929 this body was 
dissolved and its functions handed over to an organization 
entitled the "Russian National Community" of which Captain 
Ne Ye Fomin was elected Chairman. Orsanizaticns under this 
name were established in several towns in the Yar Bast by 
supporters of General Horvath whom the late Grand Duke Nicolas 
appointed the Head of Russian Emigrants in the Far Hast. 

Both the “Russian Emigrants Committee" and the 
“Russian National Community" were instituted with the object 
of carrying out similar functions. Although the former body 
undoubtedly predominated, this state of affairs could not be 
considered either satisfactory or normale 

On October 23, 1931, at a meeting of the Russian 
Juridical Society the situation in the Russian community in 
connection with the death of Mr. Grosse was discussed and it 
was unanimously resolved to recommend that the legal representation 
of the Russian Community should rest with a special neutral »sody 
which will take charge of the work of registration of the Russian 
Community, render Jegal assistance, issue ana certify documents, 
certificates of births, deaths etc. This resolution was 
communicated to all existing Russian public organizations in 
Shanghai and published in the local foreign and Russian presse 

On October 26, 1931, a meeting of representatives of 
some 30 Russian organizations, convened at the initiative of 
the “Russian National Community", was held in the premises of 
the Russian @x-Officers Club, 246 Route Vallon, to discuss the | 
question of legal and business representation of the Russian 
Comnunitye The resolution of the Russian Juridical Society 
was passed and the “Russian National Community* was authorised 
to

In the beginning of February 1932 the "Council of 


United Russian Public Organizations at Shanghai" established 
its offices at No.29 Avenne Hdaward VII, and thus a new period 
fn the history of public life of the local Russian community was 
openede 

Paragraph 3 of the "Regulations and Bye-Lavs 
Council of United Russian Public Organizations at Shanghai" reads 
as Tollowst- 

"The Council adheres in furtherance of its 
“objects and aims to the laws of the present 
"Republic of China as well as to the 
“Nadministrative and municipal regulations 
"in force in the International Settlement 
“and French Concession of Shanzhai", 

In accordance with the above, @ petition was submitted 
to the Chinese authorities on June 30, 1932, requesting their 
permission for the establishment and registration of the "Council 
of United Russian Public Organizations at Shanghai", This petition 
was sisned by 34 members of the council and was forwarded through 

the medium of Dre John Ce H. Wu (Adviser to the Shanghai Municipal 
Council and legal adviser of "SORO"Q to the Executive Committee of 
the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Headquarters. 

On August 4, 1932, a reply was received from the local 
Kuomintang Headquarters to the effect that permission for the 
registration of the new body had been granted. 

Taking into consideration that some of the regulations 
governing the activity of Chinese public organizations are not 


applicable within the territories of the foreign settlements and 


may hinder the activity of the "Council of United Russian Public’ 


Organizations", the legal adviser of the Council applied to the

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same authorities for a special certificate of registratiotwte In 
@ reply dated October 6, 1952, the Sxecutive Committee of the 


Shanghai Svecial District Kuomintang Headquarters informed the 


petitioners that pending the promulgathon by the Central Cornmittese

On October 18 and 19 the following official notification

"The United Russian Organization in Shanghai 
hereby notifies the public of the following:- 
Since some time recently the abovementioned 
organization has been preparing for its formal 
inauguration, At present, in compliance with 
and by virtue of orders of the Shanghai Special 
District Kuomintang Headquarters, dated August 
4 and October 8, 1932 respectively, granting 
permission for the establishment (inauguration), 
a general meeting will be held at 4 pem. on 
Sunday November 6 at No.39 Avenue Edward VII 
for the purpose of the formal inauguration of 
this organization. The public is hereby 
specially notified", 

Considering that the registration with the Chinese 
authorities has introduced the Council into a new phase of its 
activity, and with a view to facilitating the unification of all 
Russian organizations in Shanghai into this body, the presidium 
of the Council decided to resign from office and to invite all 
organizationsSywhich did not belong to the "SORO" group, to send 
representatives to the meeting on November 6 for the purpose of 
election of a new presidivm in accordance with the statute of 
"SORO*, A notification to this effect was published in local 
Russian newspapers on October 20, 

On Novenber 6, at a meeting attended by 37 of the total 
number of 54 members of the"Council of United Russian Public 
Organizations", the formal inauguration of this body took place, 


whereupon the following persons were elected into the presidium:-

It must be mentioned that out of 19 organizations not 
belonging to "SORO" only one - a group of Russian emigrants of 
Jewish nationality - sent its representatives to the above 
meeting, the other organizations having declined the invitation 
for various rceasonSe 

In compliance with Chinese law the minutes of this 
meeting together with the statute of the new organization will 
pe submitted to the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang Head- 
quarters and to the Bureau of Social Affairs of the Municipality 
of Greater Shanghai to be recorded in the registers of these 
institutionse 

The significance of the registration of “SORO® with 
the Chinese authorities we explained by Mr.AM.Kotenev as 
followss- 

1. The registration of public organizations in China, other 
than commercial and charitable, is a nrerogative of the 
Supreme Power which at present belongs to the Kuomintang 
and its organse Thus, the permission for registration 
eranted to "SORO", as an act of the Supreme Power of the 
country, is therefore final and conclusivee 

2e By the fact of registration with the Chinese authorities 
"SORO*® has acquired the full rights of a public body with 
officially recognised legal status, The Russian community 
in Shanghai 4s now represented not by one or several 
individuals, but by an institution - to which aim the 
community's aspirations have been directed at all times, 

3e The Russian community haghoquired an organ with notary 
functions, Every document issued by the Council in 
conformity with the Chinese laws and within the Council's 
competence, has the force of an official document, of ' 
which the validity and lawfulness can be disputed only 


in courts,

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The responsivility of the presidium of the Council and of 
its executive officers for their acts is the same as the 
responsibility of public officers for acts done in their 
official capacity. 


In connection with the registration of "SORO" with the 


Chinese authorities the activity of this body generally and of 


Mr. AeMeKotenev in particular Jas aroused much comment and adverse 


criticism on the part of the opposing group of the local Russian

The "formally inaugurated" "SORO" is another attempt on the 
part of one and the same group of unprincipled politicians 
to mislead the local Russian community by staging an 
institution of a quasi-public character, Since 1925 when 
this group challenged the authority of Mre Ve F. Grosse, 
formor Russian Imperial Consul in Shanghai, to represent 
the Russian community, three similar attempts have proved 
complete failurest- "The Committee for the Defence of Rights 
and Interests of Russian Community", “The Russian National 
Community" and "GSORO* - all these ventures were started off 
with a great display of pomp but all died a natural death 
owing to their uselessness, 

After a period of over seven years of activity this group 
has little, if anything at all, to show as regards the real 
work for the benefit of the community. With the exception 
of the military group which joined "SORO" owing to some 
misunderstanding, not a single political or public organi- 
zation conducting real work, supports this group. On the 
other hand, the negative results of their activity for the 
past seven years are enormous. First - desingfegration of 
the community carried out to the limits, and then its 
Y“unification" into "SORO®, rot the old "SORO", but another - 
oné = with a whip of a foreign political party as the

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3e At the oresent moment of the national crisis in China 
the Kuomintang enzaged in the solving of their own vital 
problems and subdivided into several factions, has certainly 
very little interest for our affairse It is hoped that a 
small group of unprincipled politicians posing as the 
"Council of United Russian Public Organizations" will not 
succeed in misleading the Kuomintang into interfering with 
our small, but so important for us, domestic affairse 
Kotenev's political manipulations will then come to naught. 

4. Russian community in Shanghai although divided into various 
organizations has always been loyal towards the Chinese 
authorities. Russian organizations here followed the old 
traditions of Russian public bodies. Above them is the 
Chinese jurisdiction and municipal regulations and bye~ 
lawse Quite of a sudden Kotenev - 2 small municipal 
employee and an insignificant person in the past, started 
@ political game cn a "big scale" and endeavours to 
complicate the situation for the Russian community as 
well as for the Chinese authorities by his attempt to 
wield power over the Russian community at the nands of 
the Kuomintang - a game fraught with very serious and 
dangerous consequences for those who will allow themselves 
to be misled by the selfish policy of Mr. Kotenev and Co. 
What if the left, pro-communist wing of the Kuomintang will 
come to power? . 
Following somebody's instructions, a group of irresponsible 
persons endeavour to lead the Russian community somewhere 
without first asking their consente" 

On April 30, 1932, Mr. A.MeKotenev tendered his 
resignation as chairman of the “Covncil of United Russian Public 
Organizations" because of his duties in the Shanghai Municipal 
Council. Dr.eS.N.Shendrikoff, vice-chairman, was authorised to 


act in his place pending an election to be held in the near futures 
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On June 1, 1933, Dr. Shendrikoff forvarded to the 
Commissioner of Pplice a copy of the Regulations and Bye-Laws 
of "SORO" accompanied by a letter in which it was pointed out 
that "SORO" is the only one legally instituted Russian public 
body at Shanzhai entitled to perform acts enunerated in Art.15 
of these Re;ulations. In view of this Dr. Snendrikoff requested 
that instructions be issued by the Commissioner to all subordinate 
departments and officers that in all cases where Russian emigrants 
are required to vroduce formal identification papers ete, they 
must produce same certified or registered by "SORO", 

According to our information similar letters were 
addressed to various authorities and consulates in Shanghaie 

Reference to the Art. 13 of the Regulations in question 
shows that kim Dr. Shendrikoff's letter raises the same issue 
which fea tae subject of controversies between "SORO* and the 
"Russian Emigrants Comittee", namely - which of the two 
organizations should be recognised as the only body representing 
the Russian community in Shanghaie 

The expression "legally instituted" evidently implies 
the fact that "SORO" is registered with the Bureau of Social 
Affairs of the Municipality of Greater Shanghai as well as that 
"SORO" is a body properly elected by the Russian community in 
Shanghai, while the Russian iimigrants Committee is considered 
by them as a self-appointed body. | 

In this connection it should be noted that there is, 
so far, no reason to believe that the Chinese authorities consider 
"SORO* as the only Russian organization which can exercise the 
functions enumerated in Art.el3 above referred to. As a matter 

of fact, they alkmost invariably refer to the "Russian Emigrants 

Committee" whenever they wish to get in touch with a body more 
or less representing the interests of the Russian community in 
Shanghai. 
As regards the assertion that "SORO" is a properly elected public 


body, it may be stated that the system according to which various 
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organizations are represented in "SORO" differs from ordinary 
elections in so far as one and the same individual is allowed 

to elect representatives into this body from several organizations 
at the same timée 

. Although statistics are not available regarding 
Ecameeeaee total membership of the two rival organizations 

and of the neutral group, it is more than questionable that 

"SoRO" represents the majority of the Russian community in 
Shanghale 

In the absence of an authoritative organ which could 
organize proper elections in the Russian community and unless 
some "force majeure” intervenes, an agreement between the 
Russian Emigrants Committee and the "Council of United Russian 
Public Organizations" seems to be the only manner in which local 
Russian organizations can be unified and a body representing 
the local Russian community,formed and recognised as such by 
the authorities of the three municipalities. 

Dre Shendrikoff's letter to the Commissioner of Police 
may be considered as an attempt to bring "force majeure" to bear 
pressure in favour of "SORO*, 

On June 11, 1933, during the course of a meeting of

Registered at the Bureau of Social Affairs, 
City Government of Greater Shanghai, 
January 10, 1933 (Order No. 7528 ) 
by virtue of Orders of the Headquarters of 
the Shanghai Special District Kuomintang, 
dated December 10, October 8 and August 4, 1932. 
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I. Objects and Aims of the Council. 


1. The Council of the United Russian Public Organisation is 
established for the purpose of unification and co-ordination 
of activities of the existing Russian Public Bodies in Shanghai 
and is a body representing legal and business interests of the 
Russians in Shanghai who are not citizens of the Union of . 
the Soviet Socialist Republics. a) 


2. The Council is also established for the purpose of rendering 
assistance to the lawful authorities in the maintenance of 
peace, order and good government in the territory of Shanghai, 5 
when called upon tor such assistance. 


II. Means of Realisation of Objects and Aims of the Council. 


3. The Cuncil adheres in furtherance of the above aims and 
objects to the laws of the present Republic of China as well 
as to the administrative and municipal regulations in force 
in the International Settlement and French Concession of 
Shanghai. 


4. The Council deliberates and decides, within the limits of 
its competence, ONLY questions of public and business 
nature, PRIVATE AND GENERAL, affecting the Russian 
Emigrants’ Colony at Shanghai, representing it in all phases 
of local public life.

5. The Council, and its Chairman may enter into communicat- 
7 ion with Chinese, Foreign and Russian (non-Soviet) public 
al institutions and private persons in all cases affecting the 
Council and the Russian Colony in Shanghai, when required 

in accordance with these Regulations. 


6. The Council may enter into compacts with Russian 
Organisations existing outside Shanghai and pursuing 
analogous aims.

III. Composition of the Council. 
7. The Council is composed of the representatives of Russian 
: Emigrants’ Public Organisations and Associations now existant 
as well as of those to be formed in the future, of national, :*%

in accordance with the following scheme:— 


ie (a) Organisations of less than 25 members, except as here- 
: | | ( after mentioned, by their Chairman or his deputy. 
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(b) Organisations of from 25 to 109 members by their 
Chairman and one representative. 


(0) Organisations of more than 100 members by their Chair- 
man and two representatives. 


(d) Organisations and Unions founded on the nature of their 
members’ former military service by five persons appointed 
by the Chief of the Far Eastern Section of the General 
Russian Military Union. 


Note:-— In cases where the Organisations and Unions of 
scientific nature have less than 25 members, those organisa- 
tions delegate on the Council two representatives. 


8. The Heads of the Russian Orthodox Church and other 


Christian and non-Christian religious congregations are members 
of the Council and each have the right to appoint one repre- 
sentative to sit on the Council. 


The admission to the Council of representatives of newly- 
established organisations and unions, and the eviction from 
the Council of organisations and unions shall be determined by 
the Council. For these purposes the quorum of the Council 
shall be three-fifths of the total number of its members. In 
the case of admission the question shall be decided by a 
simple niajority vote and in the case of eviction by a majority 
of not less then three-fourths of the members present. 


10. The Council is headed by a Presidium consisting of a 


Chairman, two Vice-Chairmen, a Honorary Secretary and a 
Honorery Treasurer, who shall be elected by the Council from 
amongst its members for the period of ONE YEAR. 


The Council may appoint from amongst its members Sub- 
Committees for the purpose of reporting to the Council. Sub- 
Committees shal] be at liberty to co-opt non-members of the 
Council and non-members of organisations having their repre- 
sentatives on the Council, who are essential to ensure the 
success of the work of these Sub-Committees. 


IV. Funds of the Council. 


12. The funds of the Council are formed of members’ fees to 


be paid by the bodies having their Representatives on the 
Council, and of various sums, voluntary contributions and 
any other income. 
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V. Competence of the Council. 


The Competence of the Council extends over questions and 
affairs connected with the aims pursued by the Council in 
general and in particular as follows:- 


1. Election of the Presidium of the Council. 


2. Amendment and completion of the present Regulations, 
which can only be passed at a meeting of the Council 
with a quorum of three-fifths of the total number of its 
members and by a majority of not less than three-quarters 
of all present at the meeting. 


3. Composition of the Council and questions of its internal 
organisation. 


4. Determination and Approval of the Council’s scheme of 
operation; consideration and approval of reports, estimates, 
financial accounts, etc. 


5. Registration of all Russians, non-citizens of the U.S.S.R; 
their assistance in obtaining official passports and visas; 
issuing to them of certificates and personal papers 
concerning their family, property pcsition, education 
and service; certifying of Russian translations and signa- 
tures. Statistics of births and deaths. 


6. Registration of persons capable of serving in the Munti- 
cipal and Public Utility Institutions; registration of 
unemployed and their assistance in obtaining work. 


7. Questions relating to participation of the Bussian Comm- 
unity of Shanghai in the social functionof the International 
Community at Shanghai. 


8. Organisation of new societies, associations and unions, 
and their assistance in obtaining registration from the 
proper authorities. 


9. Questions of mutual relations between various Russian 
Public Bodies and co-ordination and extension of their 
activities in sponsoring cultural and educational requir- 
ements of the Community, and economic and other forms 
of mutual support. 


10. Questions connected with the support of the commercial, 


industria! and professional activities of various Russian 
organisations, groups and _ individuals of Russian 
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nationality at Shanghai and furnishing them with all 
kinds of informations regarding municipal vye-laws, 
taxation, building permits, opening of factories, shops, 
and other commercial and _ industrial enterprises; 
assistance in obtaining various permits under these 
bye-laws. 


11. Determination of questions regarding lease, purchase, 
mortgage and disposal of movable and real property of 
the Council, as well as of questions connected with 
contracts and obligations required for the realisation 
of the aims pursued by the Council. 


VI. Management of Affairs. 


14. The administration of the Council’s affairs is in the hands 
of an assembly of persons referred to in Section III of these 
Regulations. All questions within the competence of the 
Council are determined by a simple majority of votes of 
those present at the Meetings except in cases expsressly 
mentioned in these Regulations. 


15. Resolutions and Reports of Council’s meetings, as well as 
its financial accounts are published for general information 
either in special Council’s bulletins or in Russian periodicals 
in Shanghai. 


16. The quorum of the Council’s meetings is formed by one 
half of the general number of members of the Council. 
The Meetings are conducted under the chairmanship of 
the Chairman of the Council or in his absence under the 
chairmanship of one of the Vice-Chairmen. 


1%. The Council holds annual, ordinary and extraordinary 
Meetings. Annual Meeting are cailed at the end of each year. 
Ordinary Meetings are called at the dates fixed beforehand 
by the Council, but not less than once a month, the Presidium 
approving the agenda. Extraordinary Meetings, in case of 
emergency, are called either by the Chairman of the Council 
at his discretion or by a written notice addressed to him by one 
of the Vice-Chairmen or by a similar notica of one-fifth of 
the total number of the members of the Council. 


18 The Presidium of the Council forms the Executive Body 
of the Council. It executes all decisions of the Council 
according to their accurate meaning. 
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19. All papers, documents, decisions, declarations issued in 
the name of the Council, as well as agreements, powers of 
attorney and other documents approved by the Council are 
valid only if bearing the signature of the Chairman of the 
Council or in his absence, that of one of the Vice-Chairmen. 


20. All Funds of the Council are to be kept in a Bank on 
acurrent account in the name of the Council, except a sum 
not exceeding Mex. Dollars One Hundred for current expenses 
which is kept by the Treasurer of the Council. Cheques are 
signed by the Chairman and Honorary Treasurer of the 
Council. 


91. The Council has its own seal and a permanent office. 


VII. Audit Committee. 


22. For auditing of funds and financial accounts of the Council 
an Auditing Committee is to be established. The Council 
elects from amongst the members of Organisations and 
Associations having their representatives on the Council, 
but not from amongst those on the Oouncil, three members 
and two candidates to serve on this Committee for a period of 
ONE YEAR. The Audit Committee is presided over by a 
Chairman elected by the Committee from amongst its members. 
Funds and accounts are audited monthly and reports and 
findings of the Committee are submitted to the Council.

In connection with the registration of the Council's 
statute with the Chinese Authorities which will take place 
shortly, I have outlined certain amendments and supplements 
to the statute as, according to my information, its present 
wording will undoubtedly meet with very serious objections, 
Enclosing herewith a draft of the amendments and supplements 
above referred to, I have the honour to x2quest you te examine, 
as soon as possible, the new wording of the statute and to let 
me know your epinion, in order that I may submit a report on 
this matter at the next meeting of the Council. 

At the same time I beg to request you to let me have 
your epinion on the following points which are dealt with in 
the revised wording of the statute st- 

1. Whether it is practicable and desirable that the 

Chinese stamp-duty be paid on certificates and 
testimonials ef registration, identity, family and 
property status, education and professional 
qualifications issued by the Council.

A Summarised translation of a resolution passed by the Governing Board 
of the Cossacks Union in Shanghai on 1188/32 which appeared in the 
" Shanghai Zaria " on August 16,1932. 


THE COSSACKS UNION AND A,M.KOTENEFF, 


The plenary meeting of the Governing Board of the iussian Cose 
sacks Union in Shanghai held in the premises of the Cossacks Home, 
No 311 Route Vallon on August 11,1932,having considered the activity 
of Mr Koteney and his assistants in connection with the formation of 
United Cossacks Association consisting of the poorer class cossacks 
(vide file No D,2882),passed the following resolution:- 


To declare that Kotenev's activity is harmful to the cessacks 
cause and deserves a special censure,as it tends to bring dissension 
into the cossacks family. It is deeply regretted that the spirit and 


character of this activity are similar to those of ths bolsnevist ac= —— = 
tivity in Russia, This will be seen from the following:- 


1, Lies and misleading public opinion form the essence of 
Soviet rule. The same can be said regarding Kotenev's ac- 
tivity in connection witn the formation of the United Cos- 
sack Association ( here follows a lenga&hy and detailed sta- 
tement of facts which,in the opinion of the board, prove the 
above allegation). 


2. Division of the population into classes and inciting one 
Class against the other - is a mean and favourite method of 
the bolsheviks. The same method is being used by Kotenev 
who has divided local cossacks into poorer cossacks and 
others, 


3, Bringing about dissension between the officers and men was 
the leading motive of bolshevist propaganda in the Russian 
army in 1917. The method used by Kotenev is similar, 


4, Mr. Fedoroff,Kotenev's assistant, declared that all cossacks, 
no matter what their political leanings may be, are admitted: 
into the new association. This declaration combined with 
the fact that Kotenev addressed the cossacks méeting of May 
29,1932 with the word " comrades" - is self explanatory and 
comments are unnecessary. 


TherSfore, the following measures have been taken by the Cossacks 
Union in order to protect cossacks interests:- 


1, To infoom 211 cossacks of the above and to recommend the 
exercise of extreme cautionness regarding the activity of 
Kotenev and his followers, 


2, To recommend members of the Cossacks Union to abstain from 
any personal relations: with all organizations of which Ko- 
tenevy is the president,

May I draw your attention to what looks like an error 
in the daily summary of information ? 


The report of Nov.e7th gives the total number of refugees 
in Shanghai as 65,153. 

The report of Nov.9th states that, on the 7th and 8th, 
400 refugees were repatriated, while on thes ame dates 553 
arrived. 


This leaves a balance in favour of repatriation of 67, 
and the total number of refugees on November 8th should 
therefore be 65065. 

nstead of this, the total is given in toeday's report 
as 65,466, which figure looks as if it was arrived at by 
adding the arrivals of the 7th and 8th to the total for 
the 6th, without taking account of the departures, 


May I suggest that, if this practice has been going on 
ever since repatriation began, the total number of refugees in 
Snanghai should now read 62,686, which is arrived at by 
taking the total in toeday's report and deducting from it 
the total number of people repatriated ?

Examinations of the records available have 
failed to reveal any information which would throw 
light on the report that O*Connor was associated in 
‘Shanghai in hotel business with one Condon or Gordon 
or that any person named Conon, Cordon or O'Conner 
had a License for a hetel in Shanghai at any time 
between 1860 and 1860. REmquiries at the American and 
British Consulates and Cathelie Churches have also had 
negative results.

Outline OF “Developmérit Of Settlement’s Law 
Guardians; Early Days And Difficulties Recalled 


Another of the interesting talks 
arranged by the British Residents’ 
Association was given yesterday 
evening at the Assembly Hall of the 
Cathedral. School for Boys, when 
Mr. S. C. Young, Deputy Commis- 
sioner of the S.M.P., outlined the 
development of the Police Force of 
the Settlement and the manner in 
which its growth was identified with 
the history of the city. 

In addressing the large gathering 
present Mr. Young said, in part:— 

It can be said with a considerable, 
amount of truth that the history of 
the Shanghai Municipal Police is 
the history of the International 
Settlement. 

It is of interest to remember that, 
although the British Settlement first 
came into being in 1843, it was not 
until 1854 that authority was obtain- 
ed for the establishment of a Police 
Force, The first Land Regulations 
of 1845 expressly forbade such an 
establishment and only permitted 
the employment of watchmen ap- 
proved by the Chinese Officials of 
that time. However unsatisfactory 
this may have been, it should be 
borne in mind that there were few 
foreigners in the Settlement in its 
early years and_ the Chinese 
residents could be numbered in 
hundreds, 

In 1853 came the Small Swords 
members of the Triad Secret Society 
who captured the Chinese City, and 
the Chinese population was increas- 
ed to approximately 20,000 by the 
influx of refugees. The admission, 
of Chinese to the Settlement was | 
contrary to the agreement then in} 
existence which laid down that no/| 
new Chinese residents could be ad- 
mitted and the original Chinese re- 
sidents were expressly forbidden to 
rent houses to each other or to 
build for the purpos. of renting to 
other Chinese. 

Police Force Created 

It was the situation created by 
the influx of refugees that necessit- 
ated the revision of the Land Re- 
gulations and the creation of a Police 
Force. Land Regulation 10 of the 
revised regulations of 1854 permitted 
the organization “of a watch or police 
force” and thus what you now know 
as the Shanghai Municipal Police 
came into existence. 


The Settlement was at that time | 


entirely British and the Consul had 
complete control. The American 
Settlement had been in existence for 
some time in the area now known 
as Hongkew. In 1863 the British 
and American Settlements were 
united to form the International 
Settlement. It has been said that 


one. of the main causes of the] 


amalgumation was that Hongkew 
had become the home of the un- 
desirable and criminal elements 
owing to the efficiency of the Police 
in the British Setlement. 
Strength Of Force 

The first police force consisted of 
eight men under a Superintendent, 
but this grew to approximately 200 


during the Taiping Rebellion when? 


the Chinese population grew to 
about 300,000 as the result of the 
attack on the Chinese City and the 
ravaging of the surrounding coun- 
tryside by the Taipings in 1860. 
When the Taiping Rebellion  col- 
lapsed in 1864, many of the Chin- 
ese left for their former homes, and 
the pupulation declined to about 70,- 
000. 


Those interested will find that this 


was the time of the first land crisis 
when land values which had been 
greatly inflated tumbled to depths 
comparatively far below anything 
lately experienced. The cconomic 
crisis which resulted led to the ap- 
pointment of the first economy com- 
mission, and this led to the reduc- 
tion of the Force whichthen stood 
at 164 and which up to that time 
had consisted entirely of foreigners. 

In 1865 Chinese Constables were 
recruited for the first time. and we 
find in that year a total of 61 for- 
eigners and 42 Chinese. In 1884 
Sikhs were enlisted principally for 
the policing of Bubbling Well and 


’ Jessfield Roads. From that time the, 
‘ Force has gradually increased and 


in 1916, 30 Japanese were appoint- 
ed. To-day the strength of all 


branches of the Force is 452 for- | 
eigners, 272 Japanese, 555 Sikhs and. 


3,452 Chinese. 
Difficulties Faced 

Shanghai, as many of you know, 
presents difficulties from a_ police 
point of view which exist in no 
other place, and the successful anc 
efficient administration of a police 
force in this area is an important 
part of the Council's service to this 
community. 

The higher control is vested in a 
commissioner who has under _ hirn 
five Deputy “Commissioners of the 
regular police and one Volunteer 
Deputy Commissioner who is respon- 
sible for the control of that useful 
volunteer hody popularly known as 
the ‘Specials.’ 

Four Divisions 

For administrative and executive 
purposes the Settlement is divided 
into four police divisions lettered A, 
B, C and D. A and B divisions 
are situated south of the Soochow

has a Divisional Officer who may 


be either an Assistant Comunissioner }

There are now members of the Association in Chefoo, 
Ershihlipu, Ningpo, Soochow, Tsingtao, Wuhu, Nanking, Foochow, Antung, 
Chinkiang, Changsha, Chungking, and Weihaiwei and there is an affliated 
Association in Hankow. As a result of the recent visit of the Chairman to 
Manchuria, it is expected that there will be considerable additions to the 
membership of the Association in Harbin, Mukden and Dairen. The question 
of the participation of Tientsin appears to depend upon the proposed change

H. G. Simms and P. C. Young, c.B.E., agreed to serve as a London Committee. 
On the recommendation of this Committee, a Publicity Agent and a Political 
Agent were appointed in London. The cost of the London organization— 
exclusive of cables, stationery and similar charges—is £1,000 per annum. 
This organization has kept in close touch with Members of both Houses, with 
British commercial organizations, and with the leading British newspapers, 
and has done valuable work in educating the British public regarding the i | 
problems of the British communities in China. a ; 


FINANCES: The membership fee of the Association was originally fixed at 
$1.00 per annum, but as soon as it was decided to establish the London 
organization, it became apparent that far more substantial funds would be 
necessary, and an appeal was therefore addressed to members for special 
contributions. The result was most satisfactory, the amount received during 
the year being Tls. 30,755.32, which included a grant of Tls. 6,021.52 from 
the Shanghai Information Service. Of this amount Tls. 13,360.16 is now on 
fixed deposit. The expenses of the Association are set forth in detail in the 
statement of accounts. 


CO-OPERATION WITH OTHER ORGANIZATIONS: The Committee 
has throughout the year maintained cordial relations with the Committees 
of the British Chamber of Commerce and the China Association (Shanghai 
Branch), to whom it is indebted for much valuable assistance in securing 
information required for the London Committee, and also with the Outports. 
On several occasions resolutions and memoranda endorsed by all three bodies 
have been communicated to His Majesty’s Government. 


LETTERS AND CABLES: The number of local and foreign letters despatched 
during the year was 615, which included 54 addressed to the London Committee. 
Letters and circulars to the Outports numbered 658 ; eight circulars were 
issued to Members ; at.d sixty-nine circulars were sent to the members of the 
Committee. 


Nineteen cables were sent to and sixteen received from London. 


STAFF: The Association has been permitted to use a portion of the office 
accommodation of the British Chamber of Commerce at a nominal rental, 
and also to avail itself of the services of the Chamber’s Secretariat.

The Balloting List shall contain, in addition to 
the names of the candidates and their respective Proposers and 
Seconders, instructions to the recipient as to the manner of balloting 
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(namely, hy striking out the names of those candidates for whom he 
or she does not desire to vote) and the number of vacancies requgred 
to be filled, the month and year of issue and instructions-as to the 
return of the balloting paper to The Association. 


(c) Each member of The Association shall be entitled to vote for any 
number of the candidates named in the balloting paper not exceeding 
the number of vacancies, provided that only such balloting payers 
as shall have been received by The Association at its office within the 
time prescribed on such balloting papers, not being less than ten nor 
more than fourteen days after the date of the despatch of the same 
shall be taken into account in the ascertainment and reckoning of

(dq) Any balloting papers received thereafter or incorrectly completed, 
shall be rejected, and the ballot shall not be invalidated by reason of

Speech made by Mr. H. G. W. Woodhead, 0.B.5., at 
the inaugural meeting of the Shanghai British Residents’ 


Association, held at the Shanghai Race Club on Thursday, | 


November 12th, 1931, when proposing the following 
resolution on Extraterritoriality : 


“That in view of the present unsettled conditions in 

China, the political uncertainty, and the absence 

of any stable and authoritative Government, 

this meeting of British residents in Shanghai is 

unanimously of the opinion that the acceleration 

' of negotiations regarding the abolition of extra- 
i territoriality is inadvisable, and that this quest- 
i ion, and the kindred problems of the future of 
Shanghai, Tientsin, Hankow and Shameen should 
be reviewed in the light of the obvious inability 
or unwillingness of the Nanking Government to 
implement its Treaty obligations, or to exercise 
effective control over the provincial and military 
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Mr. H. G. W. WoopHEap.—It has devolved upon me 
to propose a resolution on the subject of extraterritoriality. 
It is unnecessary to emphasise to an audience composed 
entirely of Britons in Shanghai the vital importance of 
this question. A false step now would adversely affect 
the welfare and the interests of British residents in China, 
not only of the present but of future generations. Extra- 
territoriality affects almost every phase of our lives in this 
country, domestic, business and professional. A single 
false step now may produce irreparable disaster, and it is 
because I believe that such a false step is contemplated 
by H. M. Government that this meeting is going to be 
asked to express its views on the subject. It is common 
knowledge that negotiations for the abolition of extra- 
territoriality have been taking place between the British 
Minister and the Chinese Foreign Office at Nanking, and 
it has been reported in the Press that a draft treaty has 
actually been drawn up, whilst according to some authori- 
ties it has actually been initialled. This has given rise 
to much apprehension amongst the British residents of 
Hankow and Tientsin lest their interests are to be sacri- 
ficed on the altar of expediency. We have been told 
that the negotiations and the draft treaty that has been 
prepared as a result thereof are in accordance with the 
avowed policy of the British Foreign Office. I propose 
to show you that, on the contrary, they represent a com- 
plete reversal of the policy announced in 1929, and that 
they come perilously near to actual betrayal of our in- 
terests in China. You may recall that, in April, 1929, 
the Chinese Government, claiming that the assimilation 
of western legal conceptions and the incorporation of 
Western legal principles in Chinese jurisprudence were 
making rapid progress, demanded that extraterritoriality 
be abandoned as promptly as possible. What was the 
British Government’s reply ? This is a point I want to 
emphasise as indicating the state of affairs, and so I will 
read the most important passage in the British Govern- 
ment’s reply of August of the same year. It was :— 


*“* His Majesty’s Government would, however, observe 
that the promulgation of codes embodying Western 
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legal principles represents only one portion of the task 
to be accomplisned before it would be safe to abandon 
in their entirety the special arrangements which have 
hitherto regulated the residence of foreigners in China. 
In order that those reforms should become a living reality, 
it appears to H.M. Government to be necessary that 
Western legal principles should be understood and be 
found acceptable by the people at large, no less than by 
their rulers, and that the Courts which administer these 
laws should be free from interference and dictation at 
the handg, not only of military chiefs, but of groups and 
associations who either set up arbftrary and illegal tri- 
bunals of their own, or attempt to use legal Courts for the 
furtherance of political objects rather than for the ad- 
ministration of equal justice between Chinese and Chinese, 
and between Chinese and foreigners. Not until these 
conditions are fulfilled in a far greater measure than 
appears to be the case to-day will it be practicable for 
British merchants to trade and own property throughout 
the territories of China with the same equality of freedom 
and safety as these privileges are accorded to Chinese 
merchants in Great Britain. Any agreement purporting 
to accord such privileges to British merchants would, for 
some time to come, be a mere paper agreement to which it 
would be impossible to give effect in practice. Any 
attempt prematurely to accord such privileges would not 
only be of no benefit to British merchants, but might 
involve the Government and people of China in political 
and economic difficulties.” 


That was what the British Government thought in 
August, 1929. It will be seen that certain very vital 
principles were laid down as essential preliminaries to the 
abandonment of the special safeguards under which we 
live and trade and do our ordinary business in China 
to-day. I will mention only two. The first was the 
elimination of military interference with the functions of 
the judiciary. Recently we have had a flagrant example 
of the failure of the Government to eliminate this inter- 
ference. I refer to the Thorburn case. The truth of 
t;is tragedy—the whole truth—is stil] unknown, although 
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the Chinese Government’s belated statement as to what 
occurred. We should like to know what happened to 
John Thorburn between June 2 and June 8, when he was 
alleged to have been shot by Col. Huang, and whether 
| he was really shot ; because an eye-witness, who gave a 
a statement to the North-China Daily News stated that he 
“| had seen him, bound and bleeding, and crying out in 

i Chinese :—“‘ Save my life,’ on June 10, being led through 
‘ Soochow under a military escort, two days after he is 

supposed to have been shot. That military interference 

has not ceased can be amply proved—another single . 
reference to the Nakamura case in Manchuria will suffice. | 


Secondly, the British Government insisted on the 

suppression of groups and associations who set up arbi- 

e trary tribunals of their own. If you think that the sup- 
a pression of these groups has been effected, I need only 
Ba refer you to the present practices of the boycotting com- 
i: mittees in Shanghai. Most of you are aware that they 

| actually had the audacity to establish a prison and a so- 
called court for the control of Chinese offenders against 

their self-constituted regulations, within the reserved area ia 

oe of the Settlement itself. I do not think I am disclosing - 
te any confidences when I say that the British Chamber of ie 
i Commerce has received frequent complaints of the con- ia 
fiscation of British goods under the mistaken impression | 
thet they were of Japanese origin. 
It is no exaggeration to assert that the very 
abuses which the British Government regarded in 
1929 as constituting insuperable obstacles to the 
abolition of extraterritoriality flourish and continue 
to flourish to-day, and would still flourish even 
if paper safeguards were incorporated in any treaty 
purporting to effect their suppression, and yet what do 
we see the British Government doing? In May this 
year, the Chinese Governmert announced that extra- 
territoriality would be abolished om January 1, 1932, in 
spite of the fact that we enjoy these rights under treaties 
which are still valid. And, instead of insisting on the 
sanctity of these treaties, the British Government under- 
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took negotiations with Nanking which, to the best of our 
belief, have resulted in one surrender after another of the 
vital rights and interests of the foreign communities. In 
1931, as in 1929, the premature abandonment of safe- 
guards such as are now enjoyed would have been not only 
of no benefit, but would have involved the Government 
and people of China in difficulties. 


One of the unfortunate consequences of the 
policy pursued by our Government, as was pointed 
out by a very distinguished Scot who recently left 
Tientsin, was that we have been driven “as our 
only defence against the too precipitate action of 
our own Government to lay emphasis on the worst 
features of the Chinese character, and, when we do not 
wish to be too open, in our condemnation, to blazon 
China’s shame even in the Press of this country.” We 
all know that the Chinese have good points, but they 
have not yet been manifested in the administration of 
justice. Even Chineve propagandists do not now fall 
back on the superiority of Chinese law. In a letter only 
a few days ago, we were invited to become “ fellow 
victims ” in the struggle against the forces of oppression 
and injustice. ‘‘ Fellow victims” mark you. If we find 
it difficult to continue that struggle now, how much more 
difficult will it be when the safeguards which enable us to 
continue that fight have been abolished ? I suggest, as 
others have done, that any resolution adopted to-night 
should be unanimous. It would be fatal to have any 
influential body of local opinion disassociating themselves 
from this new body. We must aim to give reasonable 
views and to secure as far as possible the sympathy of 
those at Home and in other parts of China, so as to secure 
a reconsideration of the extraterritoriality issue. The 
Committee have drafted a resolution which may not 
appear strong enough to some of you, but it does cover 
the main points at issue. The British Government’s 
view appears to be that the situation is such that the con- 
clusion of any new treaty prior to January | next is better 
than having no treaty at all. How can it be seriously 
argued that a treaty must be concluded to supplant a valid 
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treaty abrogated by the Chinese without our consent ? 
I cannot understand that. What possible value can 
safeguards existing only on paper have in such a treaty ? 
They will be torn to pieces when it suits the Chinese just 
as the treaties now in operation are being torn up. Your 
Committee are unanimously of the opinion that it would 
be preferable to have no treaty at all than to make an 
undignified and unwarrantable surrender. For that 
reason the Joint Committee has, amongst other things, 
cabled Home its emphatic protest against the views ex- 
pressed by Sir Harry Fox that the abolition of extra- 
territoriality will assist British trade. It now remains 
only for me to propose the Resolution, of which you have 
copies in your seats, namely :— 


“That in view of the present unsettled conditions in 
China, the political uncertainty, and the absence 
of any stable and authoritative Government, 
this meeting of British residents in Shanghai is

My dear Martin, 

I am writing you on behalf of C. Y. Jones, whom 1 am 
very anxious to see in some decent employment. 

I have known him since 1915, when he came out to France 
to join the lst Battalion of the Kensingtons, of which I was then 
Adjutant, He served as an extremely efficient signalling officer 
until wounded in 1917. He then joined the Indian Army as a 
regular officer, and was a captain on the staff of the North Persian 
Force. He remaindd in the Army until October 1922, when he 
resigned of his own accord, and purchased land in Australia and 
was sheep-farming until he lost nearly all his money in the 
beginning of 1925. He then went home to England, ani in March 
1925 obtained from the Colonial Office a job in Nyasaland. He was 
there as District Comissioner and District Magistrete until 
January 1929, when he was arrested for embezzlement of £100, for 
which he was given one year's imprisonment. 1 gather from Blunt's 
Opinion, who has read all the papers, that according to the Appeal 
Court it was found to be really a case of criminal negligence in 


the keeping of his accounts.

As District Commissioner he had his own prison, and has 
considerable experience as a prison superintendent, apart from his 
own unfortunate experience. He also has certificates that he is 
qualified in Hindustani. 

I feel quite convinced from my ovn knowledge of him that. 
he is never likely to go wrong again. However, his previous 
experience seems to tell against him everywhere, and though I know 
he has made every endeavour to get work he has not succeeded, and 
it is for that reason that he has been doing this rather unpleasant 
job of a kind of a detective, which he dislikes intensely. 

He does not drink, and so far as J know has no vices. 

I know he is applying for the job of a gaol superintendent, which 
he understands is vacant, and personally I believe if he is given 
a trial you would not repret it, as his one object in life is to 
make good. This is not one of those letters written from impore 
tunity; I write it because I really believe in the man and want to 
see him given a chance.

Prior to the outbreak of the lool hostilities on 
August 13, 1937, the censorship of all Chinese language 
newspapers and news agencies (except those of foreign 
registered) was carried out by the Chinese -ress Censorship 
Bureau, Room 306 Continental kmporium mea aaeee Nanking Road, 
under the control of Chen Kuh zune (2 5) and Chen Shun Ss 
a N&y, Aki manuscripts and proofs designated for the 
local Chinese press were submitted to the Bureau for censor- 
ship tat no representatives of the Censorship Bureau were 
detailed to the newspaper offiees in the discharge of their 
duties. 

Following the retreat of the Chinese Forces from 
Shanghai in November 1937, the Chinese ®ress Censorship 
Bureau ceased funct i oniegp “tut the salaries of its staff 
were secretly mintained on balf-pay basis up until April 1950. 

Shortly after the occupation of Shem ha i by the 
Japanese Forces, the Chinese Press Censorship Bureau was 
instituted by the (Japanese) Snanghai Presse Censorship Bureau, 
located in Room 218, Hardoon Building, Hanking Road, which 
waa established jointly by the Japanese Expeditionary Forces 
im Central China and the loeal Japanese Conaulate-General. 
Majer 8. Kaneko attached to the Headquarters of the Japanese 
Bxpeditionary Forces in Central China and Mr. Yo akibe, 


eo Consul and Chief of the Second Jection of the Japanese 
Consular Police were placed in charge, although the actual 


functioning of the routine office work wae carried out 


under the direations of a Mr. ¥.

In a similar manner the "Reformed Government" (then 
located in Shanghai} following its inauguration in Getober, 
1958, detailed one Lieu( 4 )» native of Hankow, to the 
aforementioned Press Sivas for the purpose of examining 
unfavourable references to the “Reformed Government" as 
expressed in the manuscripts presented for censorship. 

Commencing from ¥ebruary 1959 the two foregoing 
representatives detailed by the Shanghai City Government 
and the “Reformed Government" respectively, were placed 
under thedirect control of the Censorship Bureau. 

With the intention of evading this press censorahip, 
@ number of Chinese language pro-Chungking publications 
registered their publimtions in the names of third rower 
metionals ard to a certain extent published articles of an 
anti-Japanese nature and propaganda favrowmble to the 
Chungking Regime, resultant from which the Shanghai Municipal 
Gouneil issued Notification Heo. 6092 dated 1-5-59 relative 
to the dissemination of Political Propaganda, whilst due to

Following the inauguration of the National Government 
of China in Nanking on November 30, 1940, on december 16, 1940, 
the shanghai Frese Censorship Bureau was handed over to the 
jurisdiction of the National Government of China by the 
Japanese Army Authorities. 

In niewes to the request of Mayor Chen Kung-po in 
his despatch of 19-1240, "that the jhnghai Munictpal Couneil 
urge newspepers in the International settlement to send copies 
to the Press Bureau for censorship", the Shanghai Kunicipal 
Council have no power to enforce this request in respect to 
newspapers under the registry of Third Power nationals with 
extraterritorial rights.

MUTINY AMONG JaPsNESE TROOPS «aT HAaNKOW 


A rumour has been current to the effect that 
a mutiny took place among the Japanese troops in Hankow 
two days ago. At first the rumour gained no credence 
at all, but confirmation of this report was received 


yesterday by a reporter of this paper from a recent 


foreign arrival from Hankow and from the officials of 
a certain local foreign Consulate, 

Briefly the facts are as follow :- 

There are in all two Divisions of Japanese 
tyoops in Hankow. Owing to the prolongation of the 
hostilities and the lack of definite date for their 
conclusion, the soldiers have felt dissatisfied vith 
their mission, vith the result that a part of them 
openly revolted and refused to take orders from their 
superior officers. The trouble was not checked until 
the execution of 13 ringleaders of the trouble-makers 
and after strenuous efforts had been made by the Japanese 
military officers in curbing the spreading of the trouble. 
As a result, one of the two Divisions was immediately 
transferred clsevhere, while the other Division was scnt 
to the front in North Hunan. The Japanese authoritics 
are maintaining strict secrecy as regards this incident 
and are prohibiting any disclosure of the facts of this 
affair.

We are informed that the Sel. C. has declared that it 
has no authority to interfere with newspapers and magazines 
published by foreigmers enjoying extraterritoriality in China. 
It se¢us that the S.M.C. has likewise acknowledged this to 
be a fact. However, it is believed that the S.M.C. has a 
right to approach the diplomatic autnorities or the Consul 
concerned when a newspaper or magazine of foreign registration 
does something that destroys: the neutrality of the 
International Settlement or that obstructs the maintenance 
of peace and order. 

Since ite formation this Bureau has been sencing letters 
to Chinese language newspapers of foreign registration 
deeeine ro the fact that they were violating their neutrality 
as nationals of a third Power when they criticise the 
Japanese Empire or the Japanese Army and when they publish 
anything which instigates anti-dapaneseé sentiment among the 
Chinese people. 

This notice is hereby sent to you to show how the foreign 
owned newspapers are violating their neutrality and in the 
hope that you will deal with the foreign owned newspapers 
within your jurisdiction. This Bureau will hereafter send 
a copy of such notices to you in the hope that the S.M.C. 
will adopt suitable measures to deal with the offenders 
according to Municipal authority.

The publishers of all these papers 
are foreigners and the papers are sll registered with foreigm 
Consulates, ~ Actually, however, they are run by anti-Japanese 
Clement se 

Though we have nominally been in control of the 
Chinese Newspaper Censorship Bureau since the fall of Shaighai, 
actually we are still powerless. No satisfactory solution 
can be brought about unless the authorities of the Foreign 
Settlements adopt a sincere attitude. They should suppress 
the publications, within their jurisdiction,of such newspapers, 
irrespective of the fact whether they are of British or 
American or Abyssinian registration, because not only are 
these newspapers instigating the Chinese people to oppose 
the "Reformed Government of the Chinese Republic" but they 
are also inciting anti-Japanese feelings among the people. 
The authorities of the Foreign Settlements should adopt 
drastic and effective measures to suppress the publication 
of these anti-Japanese Chinese newspapers within their 
jurisdiction. 

(Note by editor of the “Hwa Mei Chen Pao" 3 
Since Septemier 16 last year our paper has been banned for 
transmission to Japan. We were notified by Mr. Chapelain, 
Commissioner of the Shanghai Postal Administration, that 
according to a communication from the Tokyo Post Office, 
the “Hwa Med Wan Pao" is now regarded as prohibited postal 


matter and its copies are therefore detained and destroyed). 
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Rumours have been in circuiation to the effect that 
the managements of the "Ta Mei Wan Pao" (KF MAN and the 
“Hwa Mei Wan Pao” (PEMA), two Chinese language newspapers 
incorporated in the State of Delaware, UeS.Ae, have reached 
an understanding with the Japanese officials whereby these 
two newspapers agree to cease publishing anti-Japanese articles 
in their regpective papers. The "Standard" ( CHBFL ); a 
British-owned Chinese newspaper, is said to have declined to 
follow their example and as a result, the office of the 
*Standard" was again bombed on the evening of March 22.

Mr. Wu Pan-noon ( gt ), an editor of the “Hwa

"The management of the paper has informed the 
Japanese that it is willing to sell the paper for $300,000 
but has flatly stated that it is not prepared to change 
its policy. Owing to the publication of an article by 
the paper on March 21 entitled *Which Do You Like To Bet 
A Bona-Fide Resident in the Occupied Area or A Loyal 
and Patriotic Citizen?' (translation attached), Mr. Sheh 
Taao-tai (f% 4¢47 ), Editor-in-Chief of the paper, 
received a telephone message at his home at No.2, Lane 17; 
Rte. Pere Robert, French Concession, on the morning of 
March 21 threatening to assassinate him. The management 
decided at a meeting held the other day by the senior 
staff members of the paper that henceforth it will not 
publish anti-Japanese articles of minor importance, but 
will continue to publish anti-Japanese articles of more

This decision may also mean that the paper has 
mogified its attitude towards Japan. Mr. Ghu Tso-dong

the senior reporter, is said to be receiving a monthly 
allowance from the Japanese. 
In the case of the "Ta Mei Wan Pao," the allegation 

is evidently groundless because articles unfavourable to 
Japan are still appearing in that paper. It will be unwise 
for the paper to change its attitude for its morning edition 
enjoys the largest circulation of all local Chinese newspapers 
in Shanghai despite the fact that it has been in existence 
oniy a little over three months. Wr. Chang Szu-hsu FE AWAD) 
Manager of the paper, who is a graduate of St. John's University, 
was formerly connected with the Publicity Office of the 
Ministry of Yoreign Affairs.

In the occupied areas, politeness 
must be rigidly observed, especidally when reeting with 
members of the Imperial Army.

It might well be said that the oublication of 
anti-eJapanese articles by foreign registered Chinese 
language newspapers in the Settlement is prevalent because 
they enjoy neutrality end have the right to exercise 
impartiality in publishing every kind of news, no matter 
what consequences such publication may have. actually, 
these papers are publishing anti-Japanese articles out of 
ill-will and it is not a case of merely publishing any news 

tnat comes to their knowledge. In some cases, they publish 

anti-Japanese articles in order to increase circulation, 
but whatever their motive may be, the publication of 
anti-Japenese articles tends to encourage and stimulate 
anti-Japanese feeling smong the Chinese population of the 
Settlement. 

A close examinetion and analysis of the papers 
in question will disclose that they harhour strong anti- 
Japanese sentiments, and we fear that any leniency on 
the part of the Settlement authorities in dealing with such 
papers may be due to the fact that the authorities have 

failed to detect the anti-Japanese feeling harboured by 


the papers. 
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From our point of view, the attitude of the 
scettlement authoritiese over such vapers is quite strong. 
We appreciate the fact that the Settlement 
autnorities have been svaring no efforts to restore neace 
and order in the settlement, and we think that the 
settlement authorities will recognize the fact that 
we, the kress Censorzhip Office, are also doing our bit 
in this respect through our work of censoring the 
Chinese newspapers. The foreign registered Chinese 
language newspapers, however, refuse to be censored hy 
us and deliberately publish anti-Japanese erticles that 
heve been prohibited publication by purely Chinese papers 
because they enjoy extraterritoriality. Their action 
tends to stimulate anti»Japanese feeling among the 
Chinese population of the International Settlement; it also 
means that these foreign registered Chinese newspapers 
heve voluntarily ahandoned their neutrality. If we 
reflect what conseouences the voublication of anti-~Japanese 
articles may have on the neace and order of the 
Settlement, we should not leave the matter neglected. 
*hatever efforts you may make to effect the arrest of 
the anti-Japanese terrorists, they will come to naught 
if you do not take action against anti-Japanese papers. 
We will not be far wrong if we say that the recent acts 
of terrorism were partly due to encouragement and 
stimulation from anti-Japanese articies published by 
foreign registered Chinese language newspaperse we think 
that the Police should take action against any paper 
the existence of which detrimental to the peace and order 


of the Settlement. wWe remember the case of the "China 
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Forum," an American registered periodical, which was 

suppressed by your authority. We think 1% is not 

impossible to suppress the existing anti-~Japanese 

foreign registered Uhinese language papers in a similar 

mannere ! 
we hereby reguest you to give consideration 

to this matter end to take adequate steps against the 


papers complained of.

HOW MAY RESTRICTIONS BE IMPOSED ON FOREIGN NEWS AGENCIES? 


Hardly had the amalgamation of the Domeci and Rengo 
News Agencies been effected by order of the Japanese Government 
when Domei published a sensational and false report that the 
two Kwangs had raised the standard of revolt against Nenking. 
The foreign newspapers of Shanghai did not fail to publish 
this false information so that a panic was oreated in financial 
circles. It was not until the following day that the trick of 
the Japanese news agency was understood. It is clear that 
this was an act of bad faith on the part of the Japanese, but 
this state of affairs is also due to the diacrimination 
excrcised by our government in the censorship of the Chinese 
and foreign newspapers. In fact, the e is no need to hide 
the fact that foreign newspapers arc /liberty to create false 
rumours without running the alightest risk. 

Since the enforcement of the censorship of the Press, 
people interested in the situation in our country have fre- 
quently found it impossible to learn the truth in regard to 
events trking place. To satisfy thoir desire, they are 
obliged to read the foreign newspapers towerds which our 
government has adopted an attitude of leissen-faire. It is 
for this reason that the advertisements of a“certain paper 
ere always incrcasing. 

Chinese readers are often misled 
ty believing the sensational news published by the foreign 
presse They pay no heed to the source of the reports and 
the political inclinations of the  agenay issuing these 
reports. When these reports are published in a different 
form in Chinese newspapers, poople will say that thoy have 
been censored. Therefore, we hope the government will 
restore to the Chinese newspapers their freedom. 

Censorship of the Press is not an 
absolutely superfluous measure in abnormal times. The question 
which arises is: how restrictions may be imposed simultaneously 
on foreign and Chinese newspapers. It is regrettatle to state 
that our government accords the foreign press certain facilities 
which are not enjoyed by the Chinese press. The telograms 
dispetched hy Japanese news agencies are never submitted for 
censorship by our governmmont. The same happens in the case 
of Reuter, Havas etc. all of which enjoy so much freedom that 
our governmont cannot place the slightest control upon them. 
The foreign press is most audacious, cgpecially the Japanese 
press which publishes tendentious reports without fear of 
being censored by our government. 

Recently the Peiping correspondent 
of the "Manchester Guardian" wrote in a review called 
"Pacific iffaire" an article on the question of the censorship 
of the proses, criticising the censorship system of our govern- 
nent. Ho, however, emphasized that the reports of ‘the’ 
foreign news agencies in China, capecially the Japanese, but 
also the Havas, Reutor's,Tass, are far from being without 
blemiah. 

Such criticism coming from a 
forcign newspaper correspondent reveals to ue that censorship 
of the foreign presse is indispensable. Consequently we hope 
the Government will, on the one hand, restore to the Chinese 
newspapera their freedom of publication, and on the other, 
place restrictions on the foreign newspapers and news agencies, 
This is the only means to remedy the present state of affairs.

THS FOLICY TOWARDS THE PRESS SHOULD BE AMBNDED 


The autonomous movement in North China was not 
started to-day, but the Chinese Press published reports of 
the movement only on Novemder 25. The revolt of the 
traitor Ying Zu Keng was thus unexpected by a majority of 
Chinese readers. The Central Government has ordered the 
arrest of Ying but the complicated situation in North China 
renders this order ineffective. 

Who then is responsible for this sorry state of 
affaira? Nothing more nor less than the present policy 
towards the Press. 

For several years now, the condition of the 
country has been becoming more and more critical, but the 
Press is muzzled and has authority to publish optimistic 
reports only.e Chinese readers are thus uninformed of what 
is taking place and are astonished when any grave incidents 
are exposede If the general public had been informed of 
it, they would perhaps have made their views known earlier; 
traitore would not have dared to brave this opinion while 
those persons connected with the traitors would heave 
reflected more carefully before acting; the position of the 
Government would have been more strengthened and incidents 
of this nature might have been averted. 

The present policy towards the Press is solely 
responsible for the present situation. Was it not annoumed 
that Dr. Hu Shih was in favour of this autononous movement? 
Dre Hu has since declared that he will energetically oppose 
any movement tending to partition China. Did not the 
Japanese newapapers and news agencies announce that General 
Han Fu Chu was the soul of these seditious movements? 

The categorical denials issued by General Han have revealed 
the truth- 

If the Press had not been muzzled by this 
erroneous policy, many of these traitorous movements might 


not have takon placeée 


Military and diplomatic affairs are generally 
regarded as things which should be carefully concealed, 
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but muzt we go so far as to hide tre activities of 

traitors who are geeking to harm tne interests of the nation? 
Secret diplomacy may be good for a strong nation, but 

it is harmful to the interests of a weak nation. We should 
not leave the people in ignorance. 

Besides, the foreign newspapers, which cre not 
amenable to this ridiculous censorship, never geek to 
conceal the truth from their readerse If thus follows 
that only the Chinese people are unaware of the facts 
and of the incidents which are taking place in their land. 

This censorship has caused the people to lose 
their confidence in tne Chinese Press and one is thus 
obliged to resort to foreign newspapers to seek information 
of the important events that 2re taking place. 

The regrettable situation has enabled unscrupulous 
persons to exploit it to their advantage. As for those 
who have lost their confidence in the Chinese Press and 
who cannot read foreign newspapers they content theiselves 
with soree.ding rumours. 

In the interests of the countrys this ridiculous 
policy towards the Press should be quickly amended. 
Newspavers should be alloweds 
1) To publish reports of any event which may prove 

harmful to the interests of the country and of the people. 
2) To keep the people informed of all diplomatic 
negotiations. 
3) To expose the crimes and offences committed by 
dishonest and rotten officials.

GOVERNMENT SHOULD ALTER NEWSPAPER POLICY 


The “Central Daily News" at Nanking published 
a comment in its paper on November 28, pointing out the 
mistakes of the newspaper policy of the National Governmente 
It states "The situation of China is so grave to-day 
that the National Government should, without delay, alter 
its neWspaper policy. The Kuomintang organ or the 
superior newspaper organ of the Government should consult 
with newspapermen about a set of simple measures regarding 
the censorshin of neWspaperse While laying down certain 
restrictions on the publication of news by newspapers, 
they should allow Chinese newspapers to publish news 
regarding any plot or any person that is liable to 
endanger China, neWs regarding facts or actions bearing 
on the political administration of China and news 
concerning patriotic movements of the people, and they 
should also be allowed to revroduce comments or any 
article of fact published in foreign newspapers". 

Since the enforcement of the newspaper 
censorship policy ty the Government, Chinese newspapers 
throughout the country have acted according to these 
regulationse what is the result? All news that 
Chinese newspapers are not allowed to publish appears 
in foreign newspapers as well as Chinese newspapers under 
the management of foreigners. Chinese newspapers bv 
now are considered mere rubbish. Although Chinese 
readers know Well of the difficulties of Chinese newspapers, 
yet they have to read foreign newspapers or Chinese 
neWspapers under the management of foreigners in order 
to obtain fresh and reliable news, They think all 
neWs even rumours, guesses, and exeggerated reports, 
published in foreign neWspapers or Chinese newspapers 
under foreim manrgrrnent, are reliable and trustworthy. 

For this resson, cexrtsin foreign newspapers which have 
particular motives wilfully publish rumours to deceive 
the public. 


The present newspaper policy of the Government 
has caused a section of the Chinese people to refrain 
¥rom reading Chinese newspapers. The people are becoming 
submissive and foreign aggression 1s becoming more 
evident, The Government newspaper policy can be, at

It is indeed a deep regret 
that our national spirit has sunkun to . such a depth at 
the present time of national crisis. 

As our newspapers are the chief means 
of conveying news to the public, they ought to prove a 
beneficial institution for assisting pro-Government and 
Patriotic propaganda. This constitutes the principal 
reason Why the verious nations of the world are all 
adopting the policy of centralizing the control of 
newspapers. Althcugh such a system also prevails in 
this country, it is, however, carried out in a totally 
different manner from that followed in other countries. 

In this country newspapers are not allowed 
to disclose important Government and political news, 
There is , therefore, no doubt that the weakness of our 
national spirit is principally due to the adoption of 
this "dumb" newspaper policy. 

Our nation is at present facing a great 
crisis.

aa CENSORSHIP AGREED. 


The "Central China Daily News" at Nanking 
has published a comment regarding the new policy, presenting 
many good views to the Authorities, What is said in the 
comment is very precise and sincere. We can say that 
every word in the comment represents the opinion of the 
press circles throughout the country. The utterance of 
this opinion is made for the good of the general situation 

of the country and the newspaper enterprises themselves 
&as well, 

The important points in the comment stress 
“The Government orgens which supervise the publication of 
newspapers should consult with the newspaper concers on 
a simple measure governing news; besides fixing a few 
explicit restrictions, all reports of facts should be 
allowed to be printed in Chinese press.... It is believed 
that three months henoe, civil administrations ond diplomatic 
developments will reach a new status." We are of the 
opinion that, if our wise Authorities, especially the 
officiels of the press censorship organs of the Government, 
are willing to consider this sincere proposal broad mindedly, 
they will have to accept the opinion in good part. 

During the present time md grave situation, 
the Government should naturally direct, control, and some- 

times restrict the publication of certain news; but the 
so-called "direction", "control" and "restriction" should 
not be unreasonable. That is to say, for the benefit of 
the country, all measures for the control and restriction 
of news publication should be clear and simple, Suppose the 
censorship rules sre too complionted end confused, those in 
the c&pacity of pressmen will find it hard to comply with 
them. Thus, spenking on the principle of new policy, the 
rules will cause more confusion in the newspaper system. 

Take the present facts for instance, all 
ciplomatio and military news are to be kept confidential, 
Newspaper reporters should have some common Imowledge end 
understending or at least they should have a thought for the 
nation. When they see things which should not be reported or 
published, they shovld not publish them imprudently even if 
the Government has not pltced a restriction on such news, As 
to what is mentioned in the comment of the "Central China 
Daily News", all acts which tend to endanger the country or 
are destructive to rules ond principles, if confirmed, should 
be disclosed to the public as early as possible so that the 
Government and the people may Imow to take precautionary 
measures. Speaking positively, patriotic movements of the 
people and the foreign opinion or criticisms should be allowed 
to appear in the newspapers as much as possible in order to 
encourage our people. By so doing, the newspaper concerns can 
then find an effeotive means to serve their country, and the 
latter will obtain assistance and aoeration from newspapers. 
If severe restrictions are further continued ond all the facts 
are not allowed to be reported in either a positive or 
negative way, then what is to be reported in the newspapers? 
Aa newspapers have lost their real value, the Government 
authorities will elso lose their opportunity to co-operate 
with the press.

THE FOLICY TOWARDS THE PRESS SHOULD BE WDED 


The autonomous movement in North China was not 
started to-day, but the Chinese Press published reports of 
the movement only on NovemDder 25. The revolt of the 
traitor Ying Zu Keng was thus unexpected by a majority of 
Chinese readers. The Central Government nas ordered the 
arrest of Ying but the complicated situation in North China 
renders this order ineffective. 

Who then is responsibie for this sorry state of 
effairs? Nothing more nor less than the present policy 
towards the Press. 

For several years now, tne concition of the 
country has been becoming more and more critical, but the 
Press is muzzled and has authority to publish optimistic 
reports only. Chinese readers are tia uninformed of what 
is taking place and are astonished wnen any grave incidents 
are exposed. If the general public nad been informed of 
it, they would perhaps have made their views Imown earlier; 
traitora would not have dared to brave this opinion while 
those persons connected with the traitors would heve 
reflected more carefully befcre acting; the position of the 
Government would have been more strengthened and incidents 
of this nature might have been averted. 

The present policy towards tie Press is solely 
responsible for the present situation. Was it not announced 
that Dre Hu Shih was in favour of this autonomous movement? 
Dre Hu has since declared that he will energetically oppose 
any wovement tending to partition China. Did not the 
Japanese newspapers and news agencies announce that General 
Han Fu Chu was the soul of these seditious movements? 

The categorical denials issued by General Han have revealed 
the truth- 
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If the Press had not been muzzled by this 
erroneous policy, many of these traitorous movements might

The regrettable situation has enabled uuscrupulous 
persons to exploit it to tneir advantage. As for those 
who have lost their confiderce in the Chinese Press and 
who cannot read foreign newspapers they content tneiselves 
with spreading rumours. 

In the interests of the country, this ridiculous 
policy towards the Press should be quickly amendcd. 
Newspapers should be allowed? 

1) To publish reports of any event which may prove 
harmful to the interests of the country and of the people. 
2) To keep the people informed of all diplomatic 
negotiations. 
3) To expose the crimes and offences committed by 
dishonest and rotten officials. 

Thus may the confidence of the public be 

regained by the Press and the country be saved fror danger.

What is said in the 
comment is very precise and sincere. We can say that 
every word in the comment represents the opinion of the 
press circles throughout the country. The utterance of 
this opinion is made for the good of the general situation 
of the country and the newspaper enterprises themselves 
ag well. 
The important points in the comment stress 
"The Government organs which supervise the publication of 
newspapers should consult with the newspaper concerns on 
a simple measure governing news; besides fixing a few 
explicit restrictions, all reports of facts should be 
allowed to be printed in Chinese pross.... It is believed 
that three months hence, civil administrations and diplomatic 
developments will reach a new status." We are of the 
opinion that, if our wise Authorities, especially the 
officials of the press ccnsorship organs of the Sovernment, 
are willing to consider this sincere proposal broad mindedly, 
they will have to accept the opinion in good part. 
Turing the present time md grave situation, 
the Government should naturally direct, control, and some- 
times restrict the publication of certain news; but the 
so-called "direction", “control” end "restriction" should 
not be unreasonoble., That is to say, for the benefit of 
the country, all measurcs for the control and restriction 
of news publication should be clear ond simple. Suppose the 
censorship rules »re too complicated and confused, those in 
the otpacity of prvssmen will find it hard to comply with 
them. Thus, speeking on the principle of new policy, the 
rules will cause more confusion in the newspaper systeme 
Take the present facts for instance, all 
ciplomatic end military news are to be kept confidential. 
Newspaper rovorters should heve some common knowledge snd 
understending or at least they should have 2 thought for the 
nation. When they sea things which should not be reported or 
ve published, they should not publish them imprudently even if 
the Government has not picced & restriction on such news, As 
to what is mentioned in the comment of the "Central Chine 
Daily News", all acts which tend to endanger the country or 
are destructive to rules and principles, if confirmed, should 
be disclosed to the public as early as possible so that the 
Government and the people may lmow to take precautionary 
measures, Speeking positively, patriotic movements of the 
people and the foreign opinion or criticisms should be allowec 
to appear in the newspapers as much as possible in order to 
encourage our people. By so doing, the newspaper concerns can 
then find an effective means to serve their country, and the 
latter will obtein assistance and cooperation from newspepers. 
If severe restrictions ore further continued ond all the facts 
are not allowed to be reported in either a positive or 
negative way, then what is to be reported in the newspapers? 
As newspapers have lost their real value, the Government 
cuthorities will also lose their opportunity to co-operate 
with the press.

Nevertheless, news which cannot be published 
in Chinese newspapers can be freely reported in the foreign 
press without restriction, in our territory. The secrecy 
of the news cannot be maintained any way. Furthermore, 
foreign-owned newspapers often publish exaggerated reports 
which deviate from facts thus giving rise to the circulation 
of false news, Therefore, it will be expedient to allow 
the Chinese newspapers to publish such as a means to 
correct misconceptions thereby reducing a great deal of 
the local nervousness and simultaneously checking all 
ill-intending propaganda which is disadvantageous to us. 
This advice is based on our experience; we hereby dedicate 
it to our Government,

How Japanese Pressure and Chine 
Killing the Chinese 


N the issue of The Review for Oct. 19 there 
appeared an editorial discussion of the censor- 
ship situation in China wherein Prof: Hubert 

S. Liang of the School of Journalism of Yenching 
University told of the deplorable conditions now 
prevailing and urged that the censorship should 
either be made efficient or abolished entirely. 
Prof. Liang referred to several recent cases 
where the Chinese newspapers were not permitted 
to publish important news for periods ranging up 
to ten days and longer after the news had already 
appeared in the foreign newspapers in the port 
cities. One case referred to the detention of a 
high Chinese official within the Japanese Embassy 
compound in Peiping, an incident of far-reaching 
significance in that it was the first instance of 
. Japan’s asserted right to arrest and punish Chinese 
_ officials in North China who do not carry out the 
" dictates of the-Imperial Japanese army. No Chin- 
ese newspaper was permitted to print a line about 
this case despite the fact it received prominence in 
the foreign papers in China and also abroad. 
Another recent case was the Japanese ultimatum 
at Hankow compelling the Chinese authorities to 
dismiss the local garrison commander. The 
Japanese sent a half dozen gunboats to Hankow 
and threatened to bombard the Chinese city but 
the readers of the Chinese newspapers knew 
nothing about these stirring developments due to 
suppression of the news. The first knowledge 
that the people of Shanghai had of the incident 
was the receipt here of a brief message through a 
foreign news agency from Tokyo telling of the 
dispatch of Japanese warships to Hankow. The 
Japanese demands for the dismissal of Chinese 
officials at Hankow had been presented nearly 
three weeks prior to the publication of the news in 
Shanghai but had been suppressed by the censors. 
Since the, most important political and 
military developments in China, covering 
the period from the Japanese seizure of 
Manchuria in the fall of 1931 to the 


present have had to do with Japanese aggres- 


sion, it is obvious that the chief inspiration 
behind the censorship is the Imperial Japanese 


; Army which desires to keep its activities on the 


Continent shrouded in secrecy. One of Japan’s 
latest demands concerning the suppression of all 
“anti-Japanese” activities is concerned with this 
important element of publicity and if the Nanking 
Government should consent to this it would result 
in the complete suppression not only of all publica- 
tions regarded as antagonistic to Japanese aggres- 
sion, but also would prevent the public utterance 
of any statement regarded as critical of Japanese 
policy. 

There are few Chinese who realize the extent 
to which this Japanese-inspired Chinese censorship 
has already been established in this country. Last 
summer when Nanking was compelled to agree to 
the closing of all Kuomintang branches in Hopei, 
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Chahar, and Suityuan Provinces this carried with 
it the immediate closure of the Kuomin Jih Pao 
newspapers in all of the leading cities in these 
territories, including Kalgan, Peiping, Tientsin, 
Suiyuan-Kweihwa and Paotow. In many _ in- 
stances the Kuomin papers, being official 
organs of the Party, had become the lead- 
ing papers of the cities where they were 
published, having circulations ranging from 
5,000 to 8,000 depending on the size of 
the cities and towns where published. But 
they were suppressed, in accordance with the 
demands of the Japanese warlords and no other 
paper has been permitted to start up in their 
places. The situation in Shantung Province is 
almost as serious, although the Kuomintang party 
still functions in a limited manner. Several months 
ago a mob of Japanese reservists and rowdies in 
Tsingtao raided and smashed up the office of the 
Kuomintang paper in that city. The paper never 
resumed publication and recently the Kuomin paper 
in Tsinan, capital of the province, was discontinued 
as a result of Japanese objection to articles publish- 
ed in its columns. In some places new papers 
with outright pro-Japanese editorial policies have 
been started, edited nominally by some aged 
literati, but, one may be assured, with a Japanese 
loitering somewhere in the background, who pays 
the bills. The editors of two papers of this type, 
published within the Japanese concession at Tien- 


_tsin, were murdered last summer by Chinese 


students. In some places such as Foochow in 
Fukien provinces the local paper,Mim Pao entirely 
owned by Japanese, but published in the Chinese 
language, has become the leading newspaper in 
the port. 

At Shanghai, the Japanese have not attempt- 
ed, in recent years at least, to publish papers in the 
Chinese language, confining their activities to the 
English-language press where they control the 
policy of one daily and two periodicals, one a 
monthly and the other a weekly. But recently 
there have been rumors of negotiations for the 
purchase of a leading Chinese daily. Sometime 
ago the Japanese newspapers in Shanghai began 
publishing sections or supplements in the Chinese 
language. These Chinese sections were subsidized 
by the Manchukuo government through the 
medium of the Kwantung army’s representative 
stationed in Shanghai. They generally specialize 
in news and editorials depicting the glories of the 
puppet state under Japanese army rule.

DISADVANTAGES OF THE CENSORSHIP. 


The Chinese Government, which has 
established an extremely severe censorship over the 
Press, to-day realizes the disadvantages of such a 
measure. 

Some days ago, the "New Life Weekly" 
published an article entitled "Gossip about the Emperor 
of Japan" (7 Gossip about Emperors) which was considered 
by the Japanese as offensive to their sovereign. 
the person of the Emperor, to the Japanese Nation, is 
sacred and semi-divine, the Japanese Authorities have 
made representations to the Chinese Authorities and 
demanded an apology for the insult. 

the offence of lese majeste is not 
to be found in the Criminal Code of the Republic of 
China. Nevertheless, in every country throughout the 
world, an Ambassador or a Minister can draw the attention 
of the Authorities to any attacks on their sovereign by a 
publication. But the affair is never permitted to go 
far in any country which enjoys freedom of the Breese 

For many years, the French Republic 
was allied with the Czar. Our revolutionary newspapers 
were not always very courteous towards the Czar of Russia. 
If our memory serves us well, several prosecutions were 
instituted against some of the pamphleteers whose 
vehemence went so fer as to border on instigation to 


murder, 

In a country where the freedom of 
the Press is considered an essential right, the 
publications and the authors of articles can only be 
prosecuted according to the conditions laid down by 
the lew. All that the Government can do when a writer 
offends a foreign sovereign is to bring him before the 
Court and if the offence is proved the legal penalties 
will be imposed. 

But the situation is not the same 
in a country where there is no freedom of the Press, for, 
every article which appears is censored in order to be

has seized all the seditious copies of the "New Life 
Weekly" and charged Doo Zoong Yuen, the manager of 
the periodical, before the Chinese Court.

But the Japanese are not interested 
in any satisfaction to be given by the Courts. They 
are insisting on the political aspect of the affair, 
that is to say, on the fact that the censorship had 
authorized the publication of the offending article 
and are demanding political reparation. Nothing 
official has been revealed regarding Janan's demands. 
Well-informed Japanese circles would simply say that 
the affair will be easily settled. 

In the meantime, we learn that the 
Central Committee of the Kuomintang has resolved to 
dismiss the Chief and the staff of the Censorship 
Bureau in Shanghai. 

For the Japanese investigation has 
unearthed the secret. This notorious censorship 
directed against the correspondents of the foreign 
newspapers is not a Government censorship but a 
Kuomintang censorship! We were right when we 
qualified the censorship as illegal. 

It was already illegal because it 
was being imposed by the official Chinese Authorities | 
on foreigners who enjoy extraterritoriality; it is 
doubly so because of the fact that the censorship is 
established in the Foreign Settlements. 

But what makes matters worse is that 


the same as if the Executive Committee of the Radical- 
Socialist Party in Paris had sent its representatives 
to the Exchange Bureau to supervise the messages of 
the British, American, Italian, German, Russian and 
other correspondents to their newspapers. In such a 
case, the Diplomatic Corps would have lodged a protes 
with the French Government which would hastily put an), 
end to the illegal censorship established by the | 
Radical-Socialist Party. 

But in China, it is the Kuomintang | 
which is exercising the right of censorship. One can 
only regret that the foreign Ministers in China have 
not yet found a collective formula of protest which 
would have created respect for the rights of the 
foreign Press. 

We know that the Japanese have demanded 
that Nanking give a guarantee that such an incident would 
not occur again. 

In that event, will the censorship he 
reinforced or will it be abolished? Or will other 
measures be taken? 

In any case, if there had been no 
censorship in existence, the incident would have been 
a simpje case of private rights. As it is, the 
arbitrary existence of this censorship has permitted 
Japan to make out a case of International Law.

, Nanking in 1934, the Shanghai Newspapermen's Association 
jl and various newspapers at Tientsin and Feiping sent 
ah . many telegrams to the Congress with a request that 
a “ vigilance should be exercised in the censorship of 
, J the press. The Congress referred the matter to 
the Central Executive Committee of the Kuomintong, 
the i.ilitary Affairs Commission and the Executive 
Yuan to be dealt with, 

The Military Affairs Commission and the 
Executive Yuan have issued the following joint 
circular order to various Provincial and City 
Governnentst= 

"The newspapers at Tientsin and Shanghai 
sent telegrams to the Sth Plenary Congress held in 
1954 containing the following demandsz— 

1) That the censorship of the press be carried out 
in accordance With the measures promulgated by 
the Government and with strict vigilances 

2) That punishment on newspapers or neWspaper-reporters 
be not carried out with abnormal procedures 

3) Taat newspapers Which have been banned or ordered 
to close down by the Government Authorities or 
reporters who have been given certain punishment, 
be allowed to resume business provided that they were 

not reactionary. 

"The censorship of the press must be carried 
out in aompliance with the revised measures of the 
Government as well as with the Press Law. Item 1 

of the Appendix to the measures for the censorship 

F of the presse contains clear stipulations and Articles 

: 36, SV, 39, 40 and 41 of the Press Law point out 
thet newspapers violating the Press Law may be 
prohibited from publication and the publishers, 
editors etc. of these newspapers may be sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment of less than a year. 
Therefore, newspapers Which have heen banned or 
ordered to close down by the Government or reporters 
who have been given certain punishment should be 
allowed freedom. 

"With reference to the protection of freedom 
of speech, the Government has ordered on several 
occasiong the various organs concerned to act in 
accordence With Government orders, There are many 
newspaper organs in the country conducted lawfully, 
yet there are also unsound organse These latter 
organs are liable to commit crimes for they are in 
the habit of disclosing military or diplomatic secrets 
of tiie Government, or disseminating rumours wilfully 
for the purpose of disturbing the public, or utilizing 
the vosition of a newspaper to impair the reputation 
of others in order to pay off a grudge. The Government, 
of course, should make every effort to render support 
to excellent newspapers, but it must take action 
against those whose motives are beyond the law.

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THE FREEDOM OF ‘THE PRESS 
(From our Special Correspondent) 
Nanking, January 25. 
Yesterday morning the Central Political Council 
examinaione of the most interesting questims of the present 
time: the censorship of the press. - 
As the result of a petition submitted by the "Ta 
Kung Pao" ("The Impartial") of Tientsin and of the Newspaper- 
men's Association of Shanghai, demanding greater freedom 
for the Chinese Press ~ a petition which was presented to 
the recent Plenary Congress of the memters of the Kuomintang - 
the Central Political Council yesterday fixed the two 
following principles regarding the freedom of the Press:- 
i. The Press will henceforth be authorized to publish 
"mild criticisms" of joint acts of the Government and 
of the Party. 
They will’ not be allowed to publish reports touching 
@n military or diplomatic questions held to be secret 
or which may be prejudicial to the national interests 
of China. 
2. Newspapers may not publish information relating to 
propaganda if such information is contrary to the Three 


Principles of the People. 


Detailed regulations relating to this censorship 
have already been drafted by the Executive Yuan and by the 
Natio.al Military Commission. 

It is common knowledge that the opposition, at the 
head of which stands Hu Han Min, had insisted on this freedom 
of the Press in the three fundamental conditions and 
preliminary conditions which it had submitted for a 


rapprochement between Nanking and the South-West. It is

pernaps to please the Opposition thet the Central Political 
Council yesterday adopted this decision. 

It wuld be interesting, without doubt, to make 
a rapid survey of the manner in which the variois censorship 
organs in the cities controlled by the Nanking Government carry 
out their work. 

At Nanking, every publication, umier pain of 
being banned or conYiscated, must be submitted to the 
censorship prior to being printed. 

At Shanghai, apart from a so-called censor ship 
bureau to which ali Chinese newspapers must submit their 
proofs before publication, there is in existence a Supervisory 
Committee for all other periodical publications, drawings, 
pamphlets or books of any kind whatever. The editors 
were bound, and ame still bound, to submit to this 


Commission proofs of their publications and to Becure their 


approwal before printing. 
wre my ve vue practice of censorship in foreign 


countries, Chinese censorship requires editors to replace 
with proper words or phrases the words or phrases which 
had been deletec by the censors. Apparently, the Chinesa@ 
authorities do not desire the public to be aware of the 
existence of this censorship, for the "white spaces" would 
have revealed too conspicuously the paasage of the blue 
pencil over the original "copy". The Bureau of Supervision 
of Publications in Shanghai frequently compel editors to 
retouch cartoons. 

In principle, one must not criticise Fascism. 
It is, above all, forbidden to say openly that the competent 
authorities are favourable to Fascism. One must above all 
abstain from publishing any declaration emanating from the 
Opposition which critieizes, evem so slightly, acts of the 


Government. In order to avoid the fate which has @& fallen 


a krge daily newspaper in Shanghai which has found itself 
deprived of postal facilities for having published, several 
months ago, a harmless report thst General Han Fu Chu, 
General Yen Sih San and certain other Gererais of the North 
had issued # appeal demanding "national unification", one 
must not publish any report that is liable to wound the 
sensitiveness of the leaders. One is at liberty, however, 
to publish anything it likes regarding social matters but 
on condition that it does not contain any reference to the 
inilitary authorities. One may express. discreetly. one's 
opinions on the acts of the Yovernment but it iaust be done 
diplomatically: for instance, one may say that the Chinese 
administration, takexas a whole, can be changed, but that 


the present administration is above reproach!

' Censorship and CENSORSHIP. 


(Leading Article) 

Readers will recollect that recently Hu Han Min, 
the political leader of the South-West, in the course of 
an interview granted to this paper, declared tnat he had 
submit ted three conditions for his reconciliation with 
Nanking. The first of these conditions was the suppression 
of the censorship of the Press. 

Is it to appease the Opposition in Canton and to 
facilitate an alliance between the South-West and the 
Central Government that the Permanent Committee of the 
Central ixecutive Committee has taken this step, not to 
abolish the censorship but to define the principles on 
which thus censorship is based? 

One section of the order reads: "All reports 


reiating to the Party and to administrative affairs and 


all opinions expressed in good faith are allowed to be 


; 4 
published on the condition that they do not betray diplomatic 
and military secrets and they do not harm the policy of the 
Party or of the govermuent. The newspepers must refrain 
from expressing opinions that are contrary to tnose of the 
xuomintang. 

In the first place, for an opinion on any affairs 
concerning the Kuomintang and the government to be prim ed 
in the rress, the author must be of good faith. This 
anxiety is ream nable. 

In the second place, no military or diplom tic 
secrets are to be disclosed. in principle, this prohibition 
need not trouble anybody for we do not believe that journalists 
possess aS many secrets as fa dly informed people suppose they 
do. Most of the military or diplomatic information which 
they may possess pve furnished by tne authorities themselves, 
conseguently what they «now is what the government wants them 
to know, especially so in China. Real diplomatic or military 
secrets are procured by spies and these people do not work for 
newspapers. 

In the third place, a rewspaperman laust not write 
anything that is harmful to the policy of the Kuomintang 
or the Government. This is something more severe and it 
will be interesting to learn if this will please the South- 
Weste 

As for us, we will confine ourselves to a criticism 
of the decision of the Central Executive Committee. In our 
opinion the question of the censorship of Chinese newspapers 
concerns the Chinese only. We would, however, like to make 
this remark: Most of the large Chinese newspapers in Shmghai 
and in North China are located in foreign settlements; they 
have submitted to government censorship because a very large 
number of their subscribers live outside the settlements as 


well as in the interior provinces. In order to be able to 


reach them, it is necessary for papers to be in agreement 


a 


with the autnorities. 

we would like to voice a strong protest ayainst tha 
iileyal as well as absurd censorship which the Chinese 
authorities are exercising in an international settlement 
on pelegrams which the correspondents of foreign re wspapers 
are daily sending to Europe and America. 

This censorship is illegal on several countse Avove 
all it is veing exercised in am international settlement 
when the right of censorship in the settlement? belongs to 
the authorities of the settlement. In establishing their

censors on Edward VII, the Chinese Authorities have taken 
the place ot the authorities of the International Settlement 
without having rirst consulted with them as well as without 
having been authorised to do so py @ Consular Body. 

The censorship of telegrams sent but by foreign 
newspaper correspoments to European and American rmewspapers, 
is, in cur view, illegal because it is contrary to the 
principle of extraterritoriality, a right which most of 
the correspomients enjoy. 

The Chinese authorities realize fully that censorship 
is not defensible so much so that they are keeping it a secret. 
They nave overlooked, however, that foreign newspapers are 
sent out to China and that each correspondent can easily 
ascertain whether his telegrams havebeen mutilated, delayed 
or even falsified. They also seem to have overlooked the 
fact that the editors of the newspapers in foreign countries 
will tbe surprised that a telegram sent from Shaghai at 1 am. 
on January 1 does not reach Parts until noon January 1, thaé 
is to say, inuch too late for the news to be useful. The editors 
are also surprised to learn that a telegram handed in by the 
correspondent in Sha ghai at 1 asm. January 1 is not despatched 
until 10 a.m. because the illegal censorship bureau had heli 


up the telegram for 9 hours. Perhaps the bureau had been

asleep. This delay in the despatch of telegrans frequently 
renders them useless and results in serious loss for the 
foreign newspapers which have to pay for the telegramse They 
would therefore be perfectly within their rights to demand 
compensation from Chinese authorities. 

We heve said that the censorship on foreign telegrams 
is illegal, we now add that it is absurd. It wili be suffieient 
to publish the parts deleted by the censors in order to convince 
the public of cur assertion and perhaps to amuse them. 

This is a second time that we have had to deal with 
these abuses on the part of the Chinese authorities. We hope 
that they will examine the objections we have written in regard 
to the censorship of foreign telegrans and that they will take 
@ necessary action to put a end to these mistakes which are 
more harmful to the prestige of the Chinese government than 


the phrases which the censors often delete.

Certainly he will, under the new 
ordinance, have power to stop the 
sale of the paper. 

Undoubtedly the Ordinance is 
mainly aimed at the suppression of 
criticism in the French language, 
and rather strong attacks have] 
been made on existing conditions 
by several local French journals of 
the “mosquito” type. It is unfor- 
tunate that some of these attacks 
are not made with the best of mo- 
tives, but it is more unfortunate 
that conditions exist in the French 
Concession which warrant such at- 
tacks being made. 


Certainly, in France itself no at- 
tempt to suppress the liberty of the 
press as is attempted by the French 
Consul General in Shanghai could 
succeed for a moment, but we are 
informed that the regulations which

> The following Consular Ordinance 
has been promulgated by M. E. 
Koechlin, Consul-General for France,

It has been the policy of tne vunicipal Council for 
many years to endeavour te kecp the Settlement free from 
activities likely to affect adversely the Republic of 
China and other nations which contribute tc its welfare. 
{he maintenance of this policy h&s become increasingly 
difficult in recent years, and tappenings during the 
past two months have brought matters to something approach= 
ing a crisis. 

The disclosures in the Pan vacifie Trade Union 
Secretariat Case (Houlens' case) showed that the Settlement 
was being used as s base for activities aininge at causing 
Communist upheavals in various parts of China, danan, Korea, 
Formosa, Honskong, the i:hilippine Islands, Indo-China 
and the Dutsh wayt Indies, and other discoveries showed 
that propaganda emanating from the Jettllerent was finding 
its way tc surope ond America. Sor some months previ us 
te the +.v.T.U. Secratariat ease the Govermnents cY the 
countries mentioned were very concerned about intrigues 
and provacgeanda originating in Shanghai ana it is quite 
conceivable that strong pretests might have been made by 
ther: either to the Chinese Government or unicipal Counmeti 
if means had not been found to cheek the undesirable 
activities. 

There is growing evidence that the "Reds" are rapidly 
recovering from the cheek they received wnen their archives 


were captured last Summer and that they will soon be

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bolder than ever before. "Red" hencbills are already 
on the increase and a "ed" newspaper in the English 
lancuage is appearing weekly. 

It is true that subversive activities in 
Shan nei can never be effectively checked ithout whole} 
hearted and efficient co-operaticn from the Chinese 
Government. However I suxcest that everything possible 
should be done to ensure that no allegation cf negligence 
in this matter can be made wainst the kunicipal Councile 

As @ means te this end I recommend that the 
kunicipal Byee.aws be altered te authorise the ‘ unicipal 
aOlice tc raintain in the Settlement effective control 
over all political societies, labour unions, schcols 
and printed -atter of a1] serts. 

The necessity for these byeelaws is evident from 
the fact that such regulations are in force in the #rench 
Concession and Uhinese territcry and that tne Chinese 
Authorities have in their efforts te raintsin peace and 
order among Chincse subjects in the Settlenent found it 
necessary on several occasions to endeavour te apply these 
regulations in the jurisdiction of the Municipal Councile 

I nave recommended that the nov regulations be 
incorporated in the bye-luws in preference to any schere for 
the extension of bureaucratic laws to the settlement for 
the following reasons ie 
1. The Chinese local Sitherbties and lews made by them 

are liable to fail at critical times when their co-operation 


and use is most needed.

TRANSLATION OF AN ARTICLE ENTITLED "THE TOWNS OF TSENG CHENG 
AND _TUNG KWAN DURING THE CURRENT CHINESE COUN TER@O FFENSIVE 
PUBLISHED BY THE TA MEI WAN Pao 


Since their withdrawal from the East River area 
in Kwangtung in the middle of December 1938, the Japanese 
have been holding a straight line between the towns of Tsang 
Cheng and Tung Kwan which, by reason of ita convenient land 
and water communications, constitutes an ideal outer defensive 
circle for the Japanese army. 

Traffic on the railway between Canton and Kowloon 
and river routes between Canton and the principal towns has 
been resumed by the Japanese in co-operation with Chinese 
traitors for the tramsportation of Japanese troops. Passengers 
travelling on therailways are exceedingly few and for this 
reason not much profit ia being durived. 

Some 2,000 Japanese toopa are constantly stationed 
for garrison duty in the town of Sing Toong Teeng the position 
of which is of strategic importance because it commands all 
lines of commmication between Canton and such cities and towns 
as Tseng Cheng, Shek Loong, Shek Dong, and Ning Kwan. 

Some 500 men of the Japanese Artilery Regiment are billeted in 
the village of Teu Taiung situated midway between Canton and 
Tseng Cheng. The stationing of these men there is to check 
the activites of the Chinese guerrilla units who have often 
staged surprise attacks upon the Japanese military trucks 
travelling along the highway, 

In order to confuse the attention of the operatives 
of the Chinese Seoret Service and to conceal their weakness, 
the Japanese have been continuously shifting new troops 
between Canton, Teeng Cheng, and the Bocca Tigris Forte. 


Gonsiderable Japamese reinforcements have arrived 


at Tseng Cheng, Shek Loong, and Tung Kwan in consequence of 
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the general offensive launched by the Chinese Commander of the 


Bast River areas, These Japanese reinforcements are reported 
to have come from Formosa. Their morale and fighting ability 
are poor and it is expected that they will be put out of 
action before long by the Chinese columns at present converging 
on the town of Teeng Cheng from three sides, 

It is a well know habit of the Japaese to utilize 
local bad elements to ferm automomous or Maintenance commissions 
after occupying a district, and the same method was followed 
at Tseng Cheng and Tung Kwan, where ridiculous posters, such 
as “Down with the Chiang Kaieshek Regime", “Good Citizens 
will be Spared", etc. have been posted every where. An 
autonomous commission was established by drug merchants at 
Shek Loong after the invaders had entered that t own, A 
number of branch commissions were formed in the neighbouring 
towns. As soon as these commissions were established, the 
inhabitants were required to apply for "Good Citizens 
Certificates" weich were issued on payment of a fe ranging 
from $1.00 to few cents. In addition to the payment of this 

fee, the inhabitants were also forced to defray the e xpenses 
incurred by the various puppet organizztions, The inhabi tants 
of Tseng Cheng are being compelled to pay $2.00 a month each 
towards the upkeep of the local autonomous organizations. 

Shortage of food atuffs is being experienced at 
Tseng Cheng where the Japanese have seized all the food they 
could lay their handa on. Japanese military notes are being 

circulated in considerable amounts in the occupied areas. 

The inhabitants a& Shek Loong are forced & accept these notes 
atthe rate of §.00 military note for $1.40 to $1.70 local 
ecurrencye 


Numerous opium dens and gambling houses have 


been established throughout Shek Loong, Tseng Cheng, Tung Kwan 
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and Tai Ping. With a view to pdisoning the minds of the 
children, the Japanese have established a primary school at 
Shek Loong where the Chinese children are given lessons in a 
Japanese or Chinese text compiled by them. 

The atrooities committed by the Japanese in areas 

along the East River have left an indelible impression on the 
people in those regions and will not be easily forgotten. 
The Japanese are themselves fully aware of this and are doing 
everything in their power to strengthen their control over 
the areas they have invaded. They are spreading many rumours 
with the objeat of undermining the unity of the people. At 
the instance of the Japanese, the puppet officials have 
despatched representatives to villages in the district to 
induce the village elders to attend meetings convened to 
sonsol iat control over the rural areas. While many of the 
ities elders have complied with the r quest of the puppets 
to proceed to the towns, nay have defied the puppets and 
bought additional arms and ammunition to atrengthen the defence 
of their respective villages and to put up a stiff reais tance 
in the event of an attack by the Japanese military. They 
Would rather sacrifice their all than become slaves, 

The active Chinese guerrilla units operating 
mysteriously in the vicinity of Tseng Cheng and Shek Loong 
have often struck terror into the hearts of the Japanese 
military authorities. Te Japanese have been resorting to 

massacres of intellectual youths in the hope of wiping out 
potential guerrillas but even in this they have had little 
BUC CEBBe The only result achieved through other means was 
increase in the slaughter of innocent people who were put to 
@ cruel death on guspicion of being Chinese spies and secret 


agentSe The Japanese have not succeeded in finding a way to 


put down the guerrillas for the latter have become more active 
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as time goes on. and the Japanese troopa are in constant fear 
of surprise attacks. 


The Headquarters of the Japanese military is 
situated in T eng Cheng Street It is rrounded on three

sides by/wire barricades. The Chinese inhabitants, including 
the puppets, are not allowed to enter the town at night. 
Copies of a proclamation have been posted everywhere warning 
good citizens not to approach within 6 kilometres of the tw 
of Tseng Cheng; violation of this warning will render the 
offender liable to arrest and execution as a Chinese “rye 
Qunthe LE 
Since the general countereoffensive was alunehed 
by the Chinese sometime ago, large bodies of Chinese troops 
have already taken up positions in preparation ear for a 
vigorbus attack against Teeng Cheng, Poklo, and Thng Kwan. 
At night, machine gun fire and the booming of heavy gums and 
hand grenades could be heard from the direction of Shek Loong 


or Kwan Cheng. This place is only 30 miles from the front 
lines, but the people are chim. The Chinese morale is exceed 
ingly high and even the women and children have nothing byt 
hatred and anger for the Japanead weit tools, the traitorse 
Several days ago, a number of traitors were arrested at Liao 
Poo and executed.

CORRESPONDENCE FROM PAOTAO (SUIYUAN) 

When the second stage of the sacred war of 
resistance umm opened, Japanese army found itself aink 
deeper and deeper in the "mud pool ". 

After the occupation of Canton and the Wuhan, 
the Japanese had intended to invadethe south-east and north- 
west provinces in order to cut the two international routes. 
However, a large part of the Japanese forces has been held 
up by the guerrillas in Shanse, Hopei and Shantung provinces; 
therefore, the Japanese have had to postpone their plans to 
invade the north-west. The crack Japanese armies in Suiyuan 
have been dispatched to the communication lines in Shansi, 
Hopei, and Shantung provinces to deal with mobile units 
while puppet organs have been established in the rear for 
“pacification” purposes and also for “economic aggression". 

Some 800 or 900 Japanese soldiers under the 
command of Amanaka, Chief of the Sp @ial Service, are 
defending Kweisuan (Suiyuan). The majority of the one 
thousand mounted soldiers undert he command of Yui Te Chien, 


puppet Defence Commander of the North-Western Border areas, 
are stationed along the Pingsui (Peiping to Suiyuan) Railway, 


and a small detachment is at Tsao Er Shane Many units af 


the Japanese Army are stationed in Paotao, western end of 
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the Pingsui line and vicinity; they are as follows i 

600 infantrymen under the command of Unezawa. 

400 cavalrymen and 500 infantrymen under the commantof 
Yoshida, equipped with & small calibre field guns and 
twenty trucks. 

300 men of Akada Detachment equipped with 7 armoured cars. 

300 infantrymen of the @sugi Detachment equipped with four 
armoured cars and two aeroplanes. 

Teai Sing Woo, Commander of the Second Regiment 
of the puppet Second Division,is undertaking the defence of 
the city wall of Paotao. The puppet 4th Division is at Dah 
Jui Wan; the puppet 6th Division is at Kuyang; the puppet 
Autonomous Army is in the vicinity of Kuyang, and the 3rd 
Regiment of the puppet lst Division is at Han Kow Tse 

The Japanese and puppet forces in Suiyuan are 
very weake To cover this weakness, transfers of troops are 
taking place constantly. In erder to show that Kweisuan 
and Paotao are “happy lande underthe Kingly Doctrine", the 
Japanese troops, when entering these two cities, forced the 
shopekeepers to open their doors and to resume business;under 
threat of being sentenced to death if they failed to do as 
ordered. 

The cities being under Japanese controlg the 
notes of the Manchurian Bank were circulated in the market. 
These notes were later altered to “Manchurian Central Bank" 
notes, and then to “South Charhar Bank” notes. The notes 
were altered several times and the inscriptions and seals 
thereon have become illegible. The notes of the "Mongolian 
Border Bank” and those of the "Peking Federal Reserve Bank" 
were also put into circulation by means of force, while the 
use of legal tender was prohibited. 

The people, however, are secretly keeping legal 


tender notes and are unwilling to use illegal notese 
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JAPANESE ARMY EXTRACTS MONEY FROM THE PEOPLE 


Upon entering Paotao, the Japanese troops 
seized the legal tender in the vaults of the Central Bank 
and the Bank of Communications and confiscated the property 
of the two bankse The "South Charhar Bank" and the“Mongolian 
Border Bank" were then established in their placee 

Shop~keepers and residents had deposits with 
the Central Bank and the Bank of Communications amounting to 
$800,000 but the two puppet banks issued notes equal to only _ 
about one»third of the total deposits. Those who have more 
than $10,000 on deposit are not allowed to draw out any moneye

superfluous commodities frem their home country at cheap

The people must take off their hate and show

The Japanese troops in Suiyuan are attempting 
to create a “Dah Yuan Kuo" by utilizing the dull Mongolian 
princes and Lamas. They are also attempting to deceive the 
followers of Buddhism. Those who have been misled by these 
Japanese tricks are watched and have Japanese subjects 
installed in their offices. 
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THE JAPANESE FORCING YOUTHS TO UNDERGO TRAINING FR

aesenbdled a number of uneducated Mongolian youths and sent 
themto Japan: to be trained in special service activities. 
When they are sent back, they will work for the Japanese 
as spiese The Japanese troops in Suiyuan have also 
requested the princes of all Mongolian banners, the Lamas 
of all large temples, magistrates and merchants to visit 
Japane 

The Japanese military appoint aged Mongolians as 
magistrates to undertake the civil administration on tehalf 
of the Japanese. 

The Japanese military often send agents to work 
among the various Mongolian banners and to exploit the 
Mohammedanse The Japanese have spent a large eum of money 
for the erection of a Mohammedan Church in Tokyoe A 
number of Mongolian youths, who had been educated in Japan, 
have been sent by the Japanese military to collect military 
intelligence at Kans, et ee They are 
disguised as merchants and travel/on camels. Mongolian 
Lamas are also employed by the Japanese to work as spies in 
Inner Mongolia and Outer Mongolia.

The Chinese forces at Chung Diao Shan and on the east. 
side of the Tungpu Railway, Shanei, have been attacking Fushan, 
Yih Cheng, Kong Hsien, Wen Shi, Hsia Hsien, Teang Tien, Yung 
Chen, Ka Hsien, Zoen Tsang Taung, and Nai Lee Ling, etc., with 
successful results. Serious fighting occurred at Fushan, Yih 
Cheng and the ficinity of Wen Hai. Bang Taung Poh, Chinese 
RemeAtel Commander, was killed at Fushan while Tsang Tsung Chi, 
another Regimental Commander, was killed in the vicinity of 
Yih Cheng. The Japanese lost 7,000 men. Many wounded 
Japanese soldiers are at An Yih,Ling Fung and Hou Mah, while 
more than 1,000 corpses of Japanese soldiers were transported 
northward from Wen Shi on the 20th. 

The Japanese forces at Ling Fung have been reinforced 
by 5,000 to 6,000 men while the Japanese forces at Fushan and 
Chu Ao have been increased by 4,000 or 5,000 men. 

The Japanese troops at Yoong Cheng are defending the 
various strategic points while Chinese forces are attacking then 
from the raliway zonee 

During last week, about 8,000 Japanese troops 
proceeded southward along the Bah Tsing Highway but were attacked 
‘yy Chinese troops at Feng Sz Ling, Tsang Tien, Koo Cheng and 
Zah Ban, and other placese They lost one-fourth (2,000 men) 
of their strength during the engagements. Subsequently, they 
retreated towards the east of Ts Mung Kou via Nan Kwan Tsung. 
On the 2let, the Chinese attacked Nan Kwan Tsung, broke two 
lines of barbed wire entanglements, captured two block houses, 


killed more than 50 Japanese guards, and seized 12 machine 
gone and rifles. The Japanese attempt to invade South-Eastern 


Shansi was thus frustrated.

4,000 or 5,000 Japanese troops at Kung Hsien. The Japanese 
troops at Yung Chi and Foong Ling Doo appear to be ready to 
withdraw to places further north.

service of the Chengtai Railway has been stopped by the Japanese 
so that the trains may be used to bring up reinforcements 


from the NortheEastern provinces to Shansi. Southern Shansi 
will therefore be the scene of hostilities on a large scale 
in the near future. 

During the past two weeks, the Japanese troops 
sustained 7,000 casualties in Southern Shansi and 2,000 in 
Eastern Shahsie Including the casualties at other places 


in Ghansi, the tatal Japanese losses in Shansi gould be around 
10,000.

It is reliably reported that Mr. Wang Ching-wel 
had secretly arrived in Shanghai on or about April 24, The 
Japanese Army despatched a high official to meet Wang here. 
The meeting place is kept secret, even the Japanese high 
officials in Shanghai had no advance information. It is 
very difficult to secure information about the eonference 
between Mr. Wang and the Japanese official, but ateording tod

(Kao an telegram of 14/12/39); 

The Chinese army engaging the Japanese army 
outside Nanchang captured Zu Hsi and approached 
“wu Hsi and many other important points. At avout 
9 p.m. 12/12/39, a section of the Chinese arny 
entered Nanchang city and conducted street 
fighting with the Japanese army, which suffered 
heavy casualties. Many Japanese camps and godowns 
were burned down by the Chinese army and the 
fire caused a great confusion and disorder in 
the city. 

(King Hwa telegram of 14/12/39): 

At 7 pem., 13/12/39, the Chinese army entered 
Hangchow city by way of Wu Lin Men and Chang San 
Men and conducted serious street fighting with 
the Japanese army, while the Chinese army 
previously hidden in the city joined the engagement. 
Fire broke out at many places, the most serious 
being at the Kwang Hwa Match Factory. 13 puppet 
organs were destroyed by the Chinese army. 4A 
certain Yu, Chief of the 3rd regiment of the pupnet 
Pacification army, who led 30 men, rebelied. In 
this engagement, about 100 Japanese soldiers were 
killed. 

(Hancheng telegram of 14/12/39): 

On 9/12/39 a division of the Chinese army 
which penetrated toward Taiyuan and defeated the 
Japanese army in the suburbs, entered the city

and the Japanese army was strongly attacked. 

Many sapanavesectanase were killed and many rifles 
seized by the Chinese army. When the Japanese

(Editorial ):- 

Following the withdrawal of the Chinese army 
from this city, the Shanghai Settlements have become 
an isolated island and the surrounding district has 
become a hell of gambling dens and whole-sale opium 
hongs. This place is aptly called the “badlands", 

Since the blockade of communications between the 
Settlements and the surrounding districts, the only 
available way to the “badlands" is the extra-Settlement 


roads area in the Western District. 
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Lately the French Concession Authorities have 
opened the iron gate at Sin Kai ‘yo and it is learned 
that some other gates will be opened shortly. As the 
Location of Nantao is more convenient to traffic than 
the Western District, according to yesterday's issue 
of newspapers, heroin organs have now been increased 
fourfold and the house rental in Nantao District is 
also reported to have been considerably increased. 

It is the usual practice of Japan to sell noxicus 
drugs in her colonies. Owing to the interruption of 
communications during the past we were not clear about 
the condition of the narcotic business in Nantao 
district. According to a certain foreign reporter 
who visited Nantao on the first day the gate was opened, 
the price of heroin is 10 cents per package. Heroin 
smokers are seen lying dead on the streets and alleyways 
every day. The heroin is transported from Ting Hsing, 
North China, to Shanghai by the Japanese, by which they 
can make good profits monthly. Now the Ta Tao Police 
are collecting taxes from these narcotic organs monthly. 

The intention of Japan is not only to profiteer; 
her main ambition is to use the narcotics to poison the 
people instead of killing them by warfare. 

The Japanese Government always considers that the 
peoples of Chaosen, Formosa and China are fond of 
smoking narcotics, but in realty, all narcotics in 
China are encouraged by the Japanese who compell the 
farmers to plant opium and employ Japanese to sell it, 
and in addition they have opened many narcotic organs 
to induce people te get into the habit of smoking. 

Van Shih Poh, editor of "The Japanese Spy", said: 


"It is rather expensive to kill human beings by bullets,

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bombs and artillery and it is an intelligent policy 
to poison them by narcotics." 

The present noxious cultural propaganda policy 
enforced by the Japanese in the occupied area is 
to make the Chinese people forget the existence of 
their mother country, their race and the war, and to 
induce them to pleasure; thus the many amusement 
resorts, brothels, gambling dens and narcotic selling 
organs in operation in the "badlands"™. 

Narcotics can only harm our body, which is visible, 
but the indecent cultural policy can poison our spirit, 
which is invisible, so that the latter is more severe 
than the former.

CHINESE ARMY CONDUCTS BIG SCALE OFFENSIVE: 
JAPANESE SUFFER HEAVY CASUALTIES, — 
(Chungking United Press telegram of 14/12/39); 

According to the Chinese political spokesman today, 
the Japanese rear communication and sea lines at Nanning 
have now been interrupted by the Chinese army which 
causes the Japanese army to face the pathway to death. 
At Nanning there are two ways leading to sea lines, gne 
from Ching Chow via Shiao Tung and the other from Fang 
Cheng via Dah Su Yu. These two places are near 
Tatong, 50 kilo. from Nanning. 

The Chinese army captured Tatong on 8/12/39, Sltiao- 
tung (north of Chingchow) on 10/12/39 and Dah Su Yu 
(north of Fangcheng) and Tongpao on 12/12/39. The 
Chinese army are holding important positions and attacking 


Chingchow and Fangcheng at the same time. 
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There is one division of the Japanese army at 
Nanning who are busily engaged in defence works and 
constructing a big aerodrome there in order to make it 
a base for their air force in Nanning. According to 
the Chinese political spokesman, there are only four 
divisions of Japanese troops in the Central China area, 
one division stationed in Nanchang, one in Yuehchow, 
the third in Pu Yih and the 4th in central Hupeh. 

The Chinese army captured various important points 
such as Yuehchow, Yang Lo Sze, Ho Sheng Chiao, Hsien 
Ning and Tungcheng. The attacks made by the Japanese 
in south-western Shansi proved another failure. In 
this engagement the Japanese suffered about 5,000 
casualties. 

it is reported that the Japanese made attacks on 
Chung Tiao San Mai (Mountain) 9 times but all proved 
failures. On 3/12/39 the Japanese started their 10th 
attack on Chung Tiao San Mai and on 6/12/39 they 
penetrated to the east of Chung Tiao San Mai. However, 
on 7/12/39 the Chinese conducted a big attack which 
caused the Japanese to retreat. On 9/12/39 the Japanese 
were defeated and Chung Tiao San Mai was recaptured.

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ANTECEDENTS OF ANHWEI PUPPST OFFICIALS 

Nii Ta-iong alias Ni Tao-liang 
AP, AFR SAB) > puppet Chairman of 
the Anhwei Provincial Government, is the 
nephew of the late warlord Ni Tsi-chung 
(9%, BoP) whose house was destroyed by 
the revolutionary troops under the command 
of General Chiang Kai-shek in 1927. In 
1935 Ni Ta-long (or Ni Tao-liang) attempted 
in vain to carry out his traitorous scheme 
with some other traitors (who are now his 
subordinates in the Japanese sponsored 
Anhwei Provincial Government) and was 
arrested by the government authorities 
and only released through the efforts of 
an influential person. He has invested 
a lot of money in the opium and heroin 
business and is the owner of more than 
20 opium and drug dens in Pengpu. 

Tang Siao-hou (4 A PE) , president 
of the Great People Society (Anhwei Branch), 
(formerly commissary general of the late 
warlord Ni Tsi-chung) was previously 
appointed as the president of the Peace 
Maintenance Association in Pengpu in 1938. 
He is now acting as the president of the 
Finance Department of the Anhwei Provincial 
Government. He is a man of fortune and 
skilled in immoral gains.

Fu_Chung-shih ( pe. La )}, Secretary 
general of the Anhwei Provincial Government, 
is a henchman of Tang Siao-hou who employed

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New Scientific Technique 
Used In Criminal

Recent innova- 
tions introduced in International 
Settlement police work, have made 
many. knights of the gun, blackjack, 
‘and mask, and all their ilk look to 
lother fields for less precarious 
means of livelihood. 

Where Work Begins 

The layman. whose knowledge of 
police work includes only that 
gleaned from witnessing beggars, or 
an occasional more serious mal- 
factor, being ignonimously led by 
‘a burly minion of the law in the 
| direction of the station house, is 
grossly ignorant of the intricate 
workings of the body that affords 
somparatively air tight protection 
70 residents of the International 
Settlement. It has been truly said 
-hat the police are psychic in their 
inalysis of crime and detection of 
criminals. Where the. layman's ob- 
servations end, police work reaily 
begins. The machinations of 
science, delicate in detail and too 
convicting for argument in sum- 
ming up crime and placing blame 
where it rightfully belongs, are 
fighting a winning, one-sided battle 
against illicit gentry, from the 
moronic to genius classes. 

With the interlocking nature of 
police activities, the absorption of 
lone department ‘cy a secorid, and 
that in turn by a third, and the 
innumerable avenues of intelligence 
connecting each unit of the entire 
system with every other function 
of the police, it is difficult to begin 
at any logical beginning and pro- 
ceed in any orderly fashion through 
ithe. maze:.of, paling aeprk toa de-. 

finite summary of the: protective 
system. 


"MO. System : 

One -of. the most effective, means 
jot ie aaeenks crime is the “Modus 
o andi,” or. to polite;: 

0. ™ which is at present in use 
at police headquarters’ of the 
Shanghai Municipal Police. The 
MO. “has had unprecedented . suc- 
cess in | land Yard. and Wake- 
field. Through the “1.0.” criminal 
apprehension throughout the entire 
country is facilitated. 

The Modus Operandi is a cata: 
loguing system, which records all 
known facts in a crime. The finger 
print department. which formerly 
worked independently, add their 
intelligence .to the vast records 
boing kept on all criminal perform- 
ances: of consequence within the 
limits of the International Settle- 
pments. Every observed detail. of 
che criminal’s appearance finds its 
.way into the records, and every 
i cnown method of working is cata- 
flogued, each “job” ‘being recorded 
\under. its specific classification. A 
tsingle crime may appear under a 
|dozen or more heads. If, for in- 
stance, the perpetrator of a burg- 
‘iary was seen to have a scar on his 
left check and limped on his right 
eg, he would be identified under 
che following categories: . 

_ | Identification Marks 

Sears: A minute description of 
gcars is kept. The -scars of every 
arrested criminal of importance are 
recorded. Likewise, scars of crimin- 
als, who have. evaded arrest, but 
Jwho haye been observed committing 
; their ‘erimes, ate also catalogued. 

Linfps: The limp would be traced 
tHrough a. list of. descriptions of 
offenders, who limp. This.list des- 
aribes in detail their deformities. 

Burglars,._ _Whose names appear

right check and limp in right 


leg, would be traced through 
individual histories, in which 
every offender is described minute- 
ly. With these two charac- 
teristics known, the unknown 


quantities could easily be recogniz- 
ed from the criminal biographies 
that line shelves in police head- 
quarters. 

Catalogues Maintained 

Catalogues are also maintained 
covering such details as: teeth— 
missing, protuding, gold, etc.....; 
body deformities....low shoulder, 
twisted hip, ete. ....; mnose,... 
broken, Roman, arched, ete. ....; 


speech .... dialect, stutter, stam- 
mer, ....;  pockmarks; tattoo 
marks; names and aliases; cloth- 


ing; asserted profession; and all 
conceivable detafls that might mark 
a man from the rest of humanity. 
Tt requires only a few known quan- 
tities to give the police hint as to 
the identity of the man; the un- 
knowns are all found in the sus- 
pect’s personal biography, which is 
maintained in utmost detail, in- 
cluding pictures, in another section 
of the catalogue. 

Unmentioned in the above, yet 
so important a classification that 
it in itself is a long story, is the 
category of methods of “pulling” a 
job.. Detectives... present. evidence 
showing that criminals are school- 
ed in a certain way of operating, 
and that they seldom deviate from 
this method. It is true that cer- 
tain burglars will elect to climb a 
drain in preference to walking 
through an open door. It is their 
way of working, and they are 
bound to stick to it. Because of 
this fact, a large number of crimes 
may be traced to a certain criminal 
because of his individualistic way 
of operating. Through their re- 
cords police may successfully ac- 
cuse an offender of perpetrating a 
series of similer offenses. 


Information Recorded 


Old detectives, who could put 
their finger, an; the. one who “pulled | 
a.job” fifteen minutes after thef 
act was committed, did so through 
intimate knowledge of criminals in 
their province. Unhappily, this re-| 
sult of many years’ experierice was 
lost when “the: detective dled on :1est } 
office. ‘With the advetit of “Modus 
Operandi,” hawever, the intelligence | 
of every inidividual is récorded, and: 
police become no.Jonger depehdent 
upon the memory or experience: = 
individuals. 

In the police catalogues are 
hund«eds_ of 
crimes. Many of them are being 
operated by certain individuals who 
meet the sdme déSeription in every 
reported -perférmance’ of their 
special branch of crime. With cap~ 
ture police will be able to lay blame 
for all similar crimes at the feet of 
these “specialists.” 

Among the more common “speci- 
alists,” are the burglars who in- 
variably: climb telephone poles, 
drain pipes, or trees in effecting 
entry; who rent adjoining: premises 
in new buildings and break through 


the wall or cross over the roof to 
‘victims’ quarters; who use adhesive 


paper in creaking windows ... the f 
paper is plastered to the window or 


screen: and the burglar smashes it 


without noise pf dropping or crash- 
ing glass; who conceals himself in 
a shop during business hours, and 
when every body has-gone home, 
he proceeds to break out with his 
loot....which is far easier than 
‘breaking in; who operates on For- 
eign—Chinese boundaries so that 
he may evade possible pursuers by f 
outrunning them to a point out-. 
Side their jurisdiction; who bores 
around, rather than through, locks; 
and who bores through, rather: than | 
around the same appliances. There 
are far too many other individual- | 
istic flares to be here mentioned.

Scotland Yard and ths methods 
used by this great institution in 
ccmtatting crime formed the sub 
ject of an interesting speech deli- 
vered by Mr, R. BE. Dennis, Chief 
of the 1s lniciDa une 

Olice, y meeting 
The sain Rotary Club resent. 
Mr. D:innis remarked in opening 
that since his arrival in T.entsin 
quite a number of Britons had 
approached. him and asked what 
was Scctland Yard. He estimat- 
ed that at least 50 per cent of the 
Eritons in North China did not 
know what Scctland Yard réally 
was, so it was hardiy surprising 
that many non-Britishers were in 
the dark as regards the institu 
tion. 

Scotland Yard was the Head- 
quarters of the Metronolitan Folice 
Force in London. ‘lhere was an- 
cther force existent in London and 
they exercised full control over 
what was reputed to be the richest 
sguare mile in the world—the City 
of London. In this area the City 
of London Police nh€ld sway, and 
this fore: had nothing whatever 
to do with the Metropolitan Police, 
nor had the Metropolitan Police 
any power in the City of London. 
All the rest of London and the 
Hom: counties, however, were 
policed by the Metropolitan Police, 
and,Scotland Yard was responsible 
for that district. The Metrcpolitan 
Police had no pcwer over any of 
the other police districts in Great 
Eritain. ‘Ihsre were occasions, 
however, when they wé€re invited 
to assist in solving ssrious crimes 
in other districts. It might seem 
ctrange that in big cities such as 
Firmingham and Manchester Scot- 
land Yard had no control, but the 
fact remained, they only assisted 
in investigation when invited to do 
so, 


Appointed By Crewn 
At the head of the Metropolitan 
Folice was the Commissioner cf 


i' Folice of the Metropole, and he 


was a man appointed »y ths 


.| Crown. It was partly due to this

connection with politics that Scot- 
land Yard had so much publicity 
in the press. Two or three de- 
cades ago Scotland Yard was com: 
paratively unhzard of, but today 
onei could net pick up a magazine 
or paper which did not contain 
some mention of crime and the 
name of Scotland Yard linked 
with it, This was duc in a large 
extent to the publics demand 
for sensation. And so, with publi- 
city from the modern press and 
through the appointment of the 
Commissioner, Scotland Yard had 
kecome almost a household word. 
During the past twenty years or 
s0 this publicity had becn found 
far from helpful, particularly when 
it referred to the comings and go- 
ings of officers from Scotland Yard 
in connection with certain crimes. 

Appointments of Commissioners 
had, in recent years, aroused a 
considerable amount of criticism, 
Myr. Dennis continued. Prior to the 
Great War the Commissioner was 
always a Civil Servant of great ad- 
ministrative ability and was gen-

Medus Operandi Bureau 

Touching on the work of Scot- 
land Yard, Mr. Dennis said that a 
vety valuable aid to Scotland Yard 
deiectives was the fact that many 
crimes had their own p:culiarities. 
It had occurred to the Criminal 
investigation Department that if 
they were to classify these crimes 
and keeo comprehensive records 
they) could work on a system of 
elimination, To this end the 
Eureau of Modus Operandi was 
created. 


The conduct of any investiga- 
tion should, of course, be direct- 
2d largely to the method by which 
the crime was carried out. It was a 
known fact that criminals, and es- 

rectally thieves, follow at least for 
prcienged periods the “modus 
cperandi’ which afforded them 
their first success. Thieves will 
select the Same type of property 
(tieyeics, jewellery, clothing. cloth, 
ate.), the sam: type of victim, or 
the same typs of premises for re 
current crimes, and it was by their 
predilection for such things that 
they might be identified. Such 
a recognisable similarity of con- 
duct was most common in larceny 
cf various kinds, but it was to be 
found in other types of crime— 
fergery, false pretences, offences 
against decency, etc. The recogni- 
tion of it as a means of identifying 
and tracing criminals was a great 
step forward in the his-ory of 
criminal investigation, It was as 
the cutcome of many years of 
patient observation that the pres- 
ent dav “modus operandi” register 

at Scotland Yard was developed 
inte the valuabie. crime index that 
it has become. 

Fatal Burglary 


He would try to give his 
listeners an idea of how the 
system worked. Late on a Novem- 
Ler evening. about 6 p.m., in 1928.

It appears 
that the man with the gun un- 
bolted the door and shot the 
unfortunate man at the head of 
the stairs at point-blank. range. 
The thief must have then moved 
the body, for it was-lying across 
the top of the stairs, gone down 
the flight and bolted,

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CRIMINALS AND PASSPORTS 


Trade “Non-Existent” in England: Scotland Yard’s 


Way With 


It appears that the murderer of 
King Alexander entered France 
with a forged passport. It is, there- 
j fore, reassuring to learn, through a 
responsible police officer of con-: 
siderable experience, that the forg- i 
ing of British passports is “practical- 
ly non-existent.” 

First, the big international crooks; 
{do not use passports—it is much too! 
idifficult for them to steal and “doctor” 
British passports successfully-—and, 
second, international terrorists find. 
it almost impossible to get into 
Britain, with or without passports. 


Why they cannot enter the country , 
is the secret of the Special Branch - 
of Scotland Yard, who exist solely 
to baulk the political offender, and 
very wisely they decline to publish 
the exact details of their methods. 
The official with whom a representa- 
tive of “The Observer” spoke re- 
membered in a long experience only

“When the distinguished visitor 
arrives there will be the usual 
crowds along the route he is to take, 
and, incidentally, it would be im- 
possible for him to be left unguard- 
ed.

To England Without Passport 


Curiously enough, the only crooks 
who seem to use passports are con- 
fidence tricksters, and their passports 
are usually in perfect order. The 
rest slip jnto the country in two 
ways: (1) By means of coastal and 
tramp steamers, working their pass- 
age and slipping ashore when a row 
has been started and attention 
diverted or in some similar way, and 
(2) by using the return halves of 
excursion tickets from England to the

some householder complained to the 
police that a woman had called at 
his place of residence and produced 
a letter from a clergyman, telling 
her that if she came to Salford she 
could be reunited with the child 
she had not seen fur two years. The 
M.O. system would enable the in- 
vestigating officer to turn up all 
the women in London who have 
ever been convicted of that trick 
before and, fortified with a descrip- 
tion of the woman, the detective 
will have little difficulty, if she 
is still in London, in running her 
down. 


Giving Themselves Away 


It is an axiom of criminal investi- 
gation that most bad criminals cap- 
ture themselves. Especially is this 
the case with murderers. Thomas 
Neill Cream, one of the most cold- 
blooded murderers we have had in 
fifty years, was a remarkable ex- 
ample of this. He was a man who 
had had some sort of medical train- 
ing; and his practice was to induce 
women to take a pill or a bottle 
of strychnine, Cream could never 
resist writing letters. Sometimes he 
wrote them pretending to be a de- 
tective; sometimes he wrote accus- 
ing perfectly innocent people of the 
murder. In fact, this was a mania 
of his, all sorts of people of high 
and low degree coming under the 
accusation. The man’s vanity was 
such that even at the inquest on 
his victims he wrote to the coroner 
indignant letters, telling him where 
the medical evidence was wrong. 
But, as I say, his chief mania was 
accusing people who had nothing 
whatever to do with the crimes. 
Eventually. the search narrowed it- 
self down to Neill Cream, and final- 
ly he was arrested, convicted and 
hanged. There is no doubt whet. 
ever that he was a systematic poi- 
soner, both in England and America. 
He had been found guilty in the 
second degree of the murder of 2, 
woman in Chicago, and had served 
ten years. 

Seddon was a murderer who would 
have escaped all consequence of his 
act if he had not been so mean 
that he refused to give even a small 
portion of the money which his vic- 
tim had left to one of her rela- 
tions. Crippen would have escaped 
detection if he had not run away and 
emphasised his own guilt, Arm- 
strong would have escaped punish- 
ment if, after a successful murder, 
he had not attempted another, which 
drew attention to the curious cir- 
cumstances of his wife’s death. Al- 
though he had been privately warn- 
ed that the police were investiga- 
ting the matter, and that he would 
be arrested on the morrow, when 
he was taken into custody they 
found in his pocket a small package 
of arsenic. A murderer who had 
buried the body of his victim in 
the centre of a chicken run, after 
watching the fruitless efforts of de- 
tectives to discover the body by 
digging all round his farm, joking- 
ly suggested that they should dig 


_in the run, which they did, and 


found the terrible evidence they 
sought, But with all the assistance 
which murderers give to their can- 
tors, it requires a keen analytical 
brain to utilise the opening which 
a criminal has offered. 


An Aid to Truthfulness 


Some day it will be recognised that 
the protection of the people is of 
infinitely greater importance than 
the private rights of citizens, and

the method which has been tried 
with success in America will be uni- 
versally adopted. This is known 
as “the scoplamin method.” The 
man to be questioned is given an 
injection of scopolamin, which is 
a drug used to induce what is com- 
monly known as twilight sleep. He 
is placed in a dark room and ques- 
tioned. Under the influence of this 
drug the brain is incapable of in- 
venting, and questions asked are 
invariably answered truthfully. So 
far it has not been employed to 
bring crimina!s to justice, but it 
has established the innocence of 
more prisoners than one serving 
Icong terms for offences of which 
they were not guilty. ‘American 
justice demands, however, that no 
man should be convicted on any 
statement that he makes under such 
an influence, ane judges are chary 
of countenancing this system. 
Nevertheless, it is infallible, and 
some day a realist will come along 
who will consider that it is mucn 
more important that the truth should 
be known and the guilty punished 
than that a misguided sense of fair 
play which can only favour’ the 
guilty should be satisfied. In the 
meantime Scotland Yard pursues its 
breezy and intelligent way without 
the aid of dope or bludgeon. 
Between Scotland Yard and its 
criminals there is a peculiar rela- 
tionship which it is difficult to de- 
fine, and which I think I have illu- 
strated best in the Sooper stories 
I have told. There is a great deal 
of good-natured badinage between 
them. On the one side a spurious, 
even humble respect; on the other 
an invincible scepticism. The res- 
pect is mixed with a considerable 


amount of private vituperation. 
Most habitual criminals know that 
the detective officer will go far out 
of his way to do them some legiti- 
mate turn. They know he will say 
what there is to be said in their 
favour, and that he is the means 
of communicating with their friends 
and relations, providing the message 
is a legitimate one. The criminal 
knows, too, that when a detective 
officer says he will notify relations 
and attempt to obtain bail, he will 
keep his word, and there is no real 
resentment at his anti-crimina] acti- 
vities. The number of known crim- 
inals who violently resist arrest 
is very small. To ‘go quietly’ is 
the unwritten law of their world. 
It is only the amateur who has to 
be carried to the station. 

It is true to say that every man

who is known to get his living con- 
sistently by dishonest means is 
known personally to the police, and 
with the assistance of the criminal! 
index it is possible to get imme- 
diately into touch with the suspect, 
On the rare occasions when known 
criminals commit murder their 
chance of escape is remote, Every 
year in this country there are be- 
tween a hundred and two hundred 
murders. It has never been below 
a hundred and never above’ two 
hundred. It is also a fact which is 
not generally known, that one mur- 
derer out of every four commits 
suicide. Mr. Arthur Locke, in some 
interesting statistics on the subject, 
has called attention to the fact that 
only one person under the age of 
sixteen was convicted in ten years 
until after the War, when there 
were five convictions during five 
years, probably due to causes aris- 
ing out of the War. In this country 
crime remains at a fairly low level, 
and the gunman is unknown. 


Should Scotland Yard Tell? 


The crimes which are on the in- 
crease and with which the police 
find it most difficult to deal, are 
cases of false pretences. These have 
increased to a very considerable ex- 
tent, a fact which the public should 
recognise, because it is the aver- 
age householder and the average 
citizen who are victimised. This is 
the only type of criminal with which 
the average man or woman is 
brought inte contact. Beware of the 
people who call on you wtih a 
pathetic story that they need money 
to get to their home in some dis- 
tant part of the country owing to 
some domestic catastrophe which 
has overtaken them, or to look for 
work. Usually they pretend to come 
from some town with which their 
victim is associated. They take a 
great deal of trouble to prepare 


their story so as to make it plausi- 
ble. Beware, too, of the lady who 
is selling her jewellery owing to 
domestic misfortune; also of old 
soldiers who served in the same 
regiment as you. I have often won- 
dered why the police do not publish 
the sub-divisions of their M.O. card 
in relation to this particular offence, 
so that the public can be put on 
their guard against tricks, which 
though old and well worn enough 
are quite new to the person who is 
caught by them. 


In conclusion, let me say _ this 
about Scotland Yard. In all the 
world there is no machine quite as 
efficient or as free from outside in- 
fluences. Lord’s son and cook’s son 
get exactly the same treatment at 
its hands, and that treatment is in- 
variably fair.

Russian Navigation School has been established to prepare 
young men for service on board ships. fhe course will be 
of three years duration. 

Teaching will occupy from 7 to & months during the year with 
an interruption during the summer when practicel teaching 
in navigation on board a ship or in a special camp will 
take place. (Some of the Russian cantains employec with 
various steamship companies have consented to take purils 
on board their ships for training) 

Students upon admission to the school must be 16 years of 
ege and above and physically frit (strict medical 
examination will take rlace). 

The lectures will be given during the evening. At the 
end of every quarter refresher courses will be held. 
Examinations will be held before representatives of the 
administration of the school and steamship ccmpanies. 

The uniform of the school will be similar to that of the 
Imperial Russian Navy and on the ribbon of the cap will be 
printed in Russian, "Russian Navigation School". 

Fees for tuition is $15 per month for the lst year, 220 
per month for the end year and $ 5 per month during the 
4rd year. 

The motto of the school is "Country and Fleet", and the 
students are not allowed to participate in any political 
movement nor are the men to be members of political parties. 
They must devote their whole time and attention to their 
studies and remember that their mother country needs the 
services of expert seamen and not politicians. A know- 
ledge of science is the best way to serve the country. 

In rreparing themselves to be seamen the students are 
obliged to study and acquaint themselves with the 


traditions of the Russian Navy and Mercantile Merine.

Whilst he was leading 
a labourer's life his determination to take revenge on the 
Japanese became very strong whenever he was humiliated by 
Japanese labourers. He waited for a chance to take his 
longeoherised revenge. As he could not secure the necessary 
weapong he came to Shanghai last winter and called on the 
Korean Provisional Government and promised to carry out his 
plan. He secured a job in a Japanese shop, the Bishokai Come 
pany in Hongkew, under the assumed name of Z Kinoshita 
(Japanese name) in order to turn away the watchful eyes of 
the Japanese Polices In the middle of December he received 
two bombs and $600 from the Korean Provisional Government 
and immediately proceeded to Pokyo to carry out his plan 
on January 8.

was engaged in arms dealing, drug trafficking and a cinema film venture. 
Subsequently the informant discovered that Crawley had removed to Harbin, 
from Shanghai, where he had been under suspicion regarding the “ Golden- 
ag!’ murder case of 1922. fhe story she subsequently heard was to the 

effect that Goldenbetg had been a partner of Crawley in an illegal venture 
selling the film rights of a cinema film,"Way down Zast" after the origina: 
had been stolen by them and conied. 
The copy was sold to a Japanese named Takamura? ot Tokio, who paid the 
sum of $ 40/50,000.00 for the sole rights. His cheque for that amount pas- 
-sed into the hands of Goldenb@rg,who cashed it on the day before his 
murder wes discovered. 
Crawley was informed by one, Ramus, ( Now a Cinema siagnate in Ladrid) 

at Goldenberg was about to " double cross" him, and it is believed by 
the informant that eee ae him at his home above the Viftoria Cinema. 
The next morning Crawley discovered Goldenberg dead in his room. 
‘the Money was missing, also a ring which the victim always wore, which 
contained a distinctive diamond of very high cut.

On the same date informant complained to Dr: sellett, and was examine

He told her that the only chance she had of getting justice was to bee 

-sSray the whole of Crawley's secrets. this she refused to do to Nich- 
“olson. dhe states that Nicholson knows that Crawley shipped a consign- 
-~ment of Opium to U.S.A. by the U.S.S. Chafmont during 1930, ( the retus 
-urn trip after bringing Crawley's Slot iachines.) 

Nicholson is said to have a.sisted Crawley to import a cargo of pianos, 
and gramophone records which were subject to Customs search, which 

Crawley characterised as veing "to ave. as he had been too snart for 
them. Crawley also buys pawntickets relating to jewellery. 

During Oct: I93I. a lady, subsequently discovered to be urs Leubbert, 
wife of Leubberts Pharmacy proprietor, took two tickets re diamond 
rings to sell to him. Informant was alone & gave a receipt for them 
but Mrs Leubbert was stayed a while and was very inquisitive regarding 
informant. 

She returned and saw Crawley, but did no business with the ticket. 
Later informant drove them to various pawnshops, on their pretexfof vei 
viewing jewrllery, but none was bought. The object beiag apparently 
an excuse to discuss other business whilst having a legitimate reason 


for being together. 
It is suggested that Leubbert does a mysterious import business, 


(which we have heard rumours before) and Nicholson ( forementioned) 
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is an associate. 

irs Leubbert subsequently visited Crawley 2t his home on Oct: 3I.st: & 
had a confidential conversation, regarding vhich nothing is known. 

On the night of the 9-II-31. Crawley agwin assaulted informant, and con- 
“tinued to do so through the night, so that in the early morning of the 
Io, th. she ran away in her night attire, being unable to obtain other edkc 
clothing, and took refuge with the wife of a i-r Quinell (late Sap't) 
formetiy of the Stadium, at Wo 295 Rue Bougeat, where she nov resides. 
un the Io-II-31. yuinell observed a foreigner in plain clothes patrollin: 
outside the house, and on accosting him, was inforued that he was a mem- 
-ber of the International Police. He remained there until the Iith. “e 
are unable to account for him. te is described as being British and ab- 
-out 6. ft. tall. 

Crawley often patrols the vicinity in his h/fCar, and is said to be al- 
“Ways armed. (vie have heard of this vefore) 

Regarding the opium smuggling on U.S. Naval vessels, there is some cor- 
-roboration of this. The U.S. Marine Corp's Provost Martial is at presen 
conducting enquiries regarding marines known to be visitors of Crawley, 
owing to information having been receivedgthat harines returning to U.s. 
yn transports carry contrabaad for him. the P.k. has certain evidence 
and often confers with us regarding Crawley. 

D.P.S. Crdgden heard the whole of informant's story except the indecercy 
complaint. We have been asxed to see informant for more details. 

We shall do so, and chec up this report, which may contain slight 
discrepancies, as it has been trancribed from rough notes only. 
Informant's motive in giving these details to us, she states, is not 
merely revenge, but to assist the Police to put Crawley where he cannot 


harm her, 2s she fears for her life and dare not leave her room to obéad

On the night of August 12th, 1931, one McHenry, chief boatswain 
of the U. S. S. Chaunont, then in port, visited the hore of Paul S. 
Crawley, 41 Verdun Terrace and there was introduced to a Russian woman, 
here referred to as Mrs. X, who was a close personal friend of Crawlsy's 
comnon-law wife, Lucy Crawley, alias Lucy Ivanoff. 

The party of four had sore refreshments in Crawley's house 
after which they took a package containing one bottle of whiskey am 
55 ~ 3 tael tins of opium in Crawley's motor car to the river front at 
or adjacent to the Custam Jetty. Here b.cHenry hired a launch am the 
four proceeded to the U. S. S. Chaumont in mid-stream, opposite the 
French Buni. MpHenry together with one cr both of the women went aboard 
the Chaumont and deposited the package containing the opium in his cabin. 

They returned finally to Shanghai where the four went to the 
Blue Pavilion Cafe on Avenue Joffre and had some dinner on the front 
verandah upstaira. Later in the evening the party separated and McHenry 
took Mrs. X to her homw,. 

The opium contained in the package which was put aboard the 
Chaumont was purchased in the raw state in two different places in French 
Town. The raw opium consisted of two balls and one brick, which would 
$ indicate that it was two-thirds imported opium and one-third native opium. 
This raw opium was cooked and prepared for smoking by Mr. Sih, said to the 
the son of the late Chu Pao San, at his residence #838 Avenue Joffre. The 
tins containing the opium were obtained by sh Li of Tongshang Road and 


Paul S. Crawley from a small shop in a lane off Rue du Consulat. These 
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tins were rede specially to order and were patterned after the style 

of tins used for packing Macao opium. Lucy Crawley personally packed 
the opium in the tins am: soldered them up. The tins were then tied 

in eleven bundles of five tins each and the whole enclosed in newspaper 


wrapping with an outside wrapping of brown paper.

Mrs. Friman, who state they know nothing about "Jim”™ or Bowhill. 


"Jim" was connected with Knight Crawley apparently in arms and 
ammunition and evidently knows Paul S. The following letter was

On arrives in Shane ai I first stop ed- t the Plaza 


Motel, Lt on instructio.s from EZabich went to live in his 
home, 374 Liangse koad, flat 45 for reasons of more convenience 
in the preparation of the work. 384 weeks later Babich's 
flat s...e under observation and he suggested that I should 
no¥e into flat No. 44 next door, whilst he Bimsel? went to 
live in weihaivei Road. 

During the first 6 months of my sojourn in China-Shanghat 
I did not apply any concret information as required in 
accordance with the specifications laid down for me, consequently 
instructions arrived fro: the said 0.6.PeU. Economic Bureau 
to the effect that I should immediately proceed with the real 
work oftherise I will be recalled to Moscow and punished. 
These instructions compelied me to begin the gssigned work, 
but its progress was slow and inc¢mplete under the guidance 
of Babich. Moscow seeing that the work did not advance 
sent out to Shanghai a Mr. Marhoff, who had previously wrked 
on similar lines in Peraia and England. With Marhoff's 
arrival the "active group" Was re-organized and includeds- 
Marhoff, Babich, myself and one Mr. Zanegin as ae candigeee. 
At the same time a Bureau of Party Fucleus inoluding one 
Nemoudroff (who is now in fientsin), Babich, Zanegin, Yakimenko 
and myself was formed. 

The first misunderstandings with Babich and Levin began 

in August 1934 when it transpired that Levin was about to sell

tele rai Was, tuerefure, despatédhed to Loscow. When Loscaw 
did not confirm Levin «nd Sabich sent a second telegram stating 
that tucy could sell at Gegl.60 and this was ta:ing place 


when I hed a Chines: fime the "Hwa Yu " Comuany offering me 


Gegle7> per case. water a lot ot trouble with Levin and 
Babich and my statement to tien that I shall desp§@ch a 
telesram on my own accusing them of bribery, they got a scare 
and allowed me to conclude an agreement with my firm at GegIe75 
per caso. All documents, certified telegrams and lettermin 
connection with this shady business are in possession of my 
lawyer Xr. Franklin Chu. 
The second tro1ble with them started when we had to sell 
sone cenent, in whioh instance they wanted to act in a manner 
siuilar to the first casee From this last transaction they 
could have realised for themselves G.$I0,000.00 whilst from 
the first transaction Levin and Babich could have got the sum 
of Ge$25,000.00. Babich in particular asked me not to raise 
any objections, premising to give me a share from these profits 
or a chance to make something on @ther sales. When I refused 
to enter into any such agreements, they began to threaten me 
with drowning, deportation to the Soviet Union or dealing 
otuerwise with the assistance of ¥r. Kozlovsky, who, according 
to Babich was coing to be appointed Ambassador to China in 
lieu of Lr. Bogomoloff. - | 
In citing the above two instances, I want to point out |

that I could have had a very large sum of money had I agreed

LMarhoff was very nice to me, but 


latter vhen he had sent his wife to Koscow and remained glone, 


he went alrost daily to Babich, where I was often invited by 

him too, but declined, firstly because I regarded Babich as 

a briber and a dishonest man and secondly due to my ille 

health I could not take part in the revelries which were indulged 
in et Babich'ts house, when his wife, like a drunken prostitute,. 
used to undress and appear naked. 

All the foodstuff required for the above revelries such 
as caviar, wines, vodka, confectionery supplies, e’ .. were 
taken from the *Centrosojus* stocks without payment and when 
Mre AeSe Ribin, in charge of these stocks, mot wishing to be 
responsible for the goods taken free of charge, told Marhoff 
about it, the latter dismissei him so that Ribin is no longer 
connected with the "Centrosojus"®. 

The chief cause of bad relations with me was that 
Marhof. had every reason to anticiryate that I might take his 
Place in the "Centrosujus"® both in wusiness and party matters 
in view of the possiblity that I might have been regarded

as a matter of discifiine, reported this my statment to Marhoff. 
The latter shortly afterwards called me in and said that having 
received information from someone about my indignation and 
intentions, by which he suspected desertion, I was to wgin 
getting ready to return to the Union. 

The following case made me realize that might happen te 
me should I go back to the Union. A certain Mr. Greenfeld, 
sent to Shanghai from Moscow, was recailed supposedly to ; 
Viadivostock in connection with extension of work in textile 
trade, but was immediately arrested and sent to Moscow, where 
he was tried and executed for the only reason that he was said 
to have intended visiting relatives in London. This intention 
of Mr. Greenfeld's was ascertained from his and his relatives* 
letters, which had been secretly intercepted and read overe 
These letters were brought to the "Centrosojus® by a Chinese, 
were hended to Mr. Babich first and then to me for informations 
and were later returned in their original form to the same 
Chinese who subsequently forwarded them to Greenfeld. Por this

This 
aroused my indignation and whilst still regarding my life 
unsafe I immediately left for Shanghai and on arrival proceeded 
straight to the Police with a view to rehabilitating myself 
as far as possible in connection with the accusation launched 
by the *"Centrosojus"® with regard to me.

Wisning to assist my husband, Vlauinir Alexandrovich 
Morison, whom the heads of "Centrosojus", a Soviet institution 
under the cover of the British flag, want to accuse of 
embezzling $25.000.00, I consider it my duty to make the 
following statement to show that my nusband did not take the 
money and to reveal the real reasons which compelled him to 
escape from his former colleagues and Join the ranks of White 
emigrants, never to return:- 

As an honest man, who ‘loves hie country, and having 
become convinced how people who call themselves the “"Labourers® 
and Peasants Government® trample down the people's interests, 
and also bow Soviet bureaucrats, who have attached themselves 
to various Boviet institutions in the people's name, are doing 
their "business", he left them. He had to run away in order 
that they would not take the law into their own hands. With a 
view to explaining all that happened, I, Adelina Yakovlewna 
Morison, residing at 436 Avenue Joffre, find it necessary to 
give below the history of our life. 

I met ny husband in Moscow in 1928 quite accidentally, 
never thinking then that this mexn would be my saviour, at a time 
when, two months later, I was threatened with deportation te 
Nearim, a6 a Class enemy of the Soviet Rulers. I ap an 
architect's daughter aud my first pusband was an officer, I 
was retreating with hin with the White troops in Siberia when 
he was killed between Petropavlovsk and Cheliabinek. I then 
proceeded, together with many otbs*s, into the interior of 
Siberia and eventually reached Haroin where I remained until 
1924.Whilet in Harbin I got marr.ed a second time and, having 
obtained permission, we both went t: Voscow, My husband cane 
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there at unce unaer the observation of G.P.U., who per- 
Becuted hiu fur tes years, Suvseyuently cruelly doing away 
With sig family and deporting nia for 10 years, only for 
dCi a menwer of a weuithy tamily. I was niding for nearly 
two years under Varlous assumed names, ay my fate would 
have been the same were 1t not for Merison. When the time 
came that I should at any moment be apprehended, + came to 
him and tole him everything; he showed great solicitude 
towards me, protected we for a time from deportation, found 
me Work, made me a member of the Union and in about a 
year's time married me. He was taxing a great risk then, 
Tre more I got to know Morison, the more I became convinced 
that he was not like other Soviet workers. He always tried 
to make things easier for others and I noticed, on several 
occasions, how he suffered under the turrible circumstances 
which surround everybody out there. I once told my husband 
that I wanted to run away over the border, but he disadvised 
me to do that. Shortly afterwards, however, ne told me 
that he would try and do so legally. 

In January 1932 my husband V.A.Morison and I arrived 
in Shanghai where he was appointed to Centrosojus. We came 
from Moscow via Harbin and Dairen, stopping over for half 
a day in Harbin, where my husband had to report at the 
Soviet Consulate. In Dairen be also visited the Soviet 
Consul according to instructions received. When leaving 
Moscow Morison was appointed to take charge in the Shanghai 
Branch of Centrosojus of several departments:- (1) Textile 
(2) Wines (3) Chemical (4) Miscellaneous (the Sale of glass- 
ware, medicines, gramophone records, eto.) However, after 
having vieited the Harbin Sov’set Consulate, he was released 
from having charg. vf all other departments except the 
Chemical in view of the speocia. political work with which 
he was ontrusted, 


My husband is a Chemist by ocofession. Two years prior 


ere cnet ees a tema ne Meee eer anes Lae a 
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to going abroud he »raduated in Chemistry froa the Moscow 
Technicul School. The tem in the Technical School was $ 
years; it wus uw. anterucuiary educational instita@tion be- 
tween a schovl of end grade and a high school. Graduates 
from the Technical School, after a practical course, joined 
the Hign School. 

We arrived in Shangiai together with one V.I. Holin, 
a cotton thread specialist, also sent to the Shanghai Cen- 
trosojus office. He was recalied to U.S.8.R. two months 
later i.e. in March 19352 for having got corrupted in the 
bourgevis surroundings and maintained relations with the 
Woites. On arrival in Shanghai we were met at the wharf by 
the following Centrosuvjous representatives:- Ivan Nikifire 
vich Babich, assistant manager of the Tea Department, Albert 
Yakovlevich Weinerman, member of the Textile Department, 
Alexander Sergeevich Ribin, also employed by the Centrosojus 
and a specialist in fur and other lines, which I do not 
remenber, We stopped at the Plaza Hotel in Rue Montauban,

where we remained for two months. From there we moved into 


I.N. Babich’s flat in No.574 Kiangse Road, flat 45, Bank 
Apartments. Babioh's flat consisted of 3 mooms, of which 
we ocoupied one having gfoint dining room. Babich was 
officially known to be assistant manager of the Centrosojus 
Tea Department, but did not ccnoseal the fact that he had 
charge of more importunt policial work. In the course of 
conversation with Sergei Semenovich Tseluhoff - assistant 
manager of the Dalbank, who was also engaged on political 
work, and was a member of the Dalbank only ag a screen, 
Babich said: "You know that I have more important work 

than tea. It is noteworthy thet Babich's official pay is 
G.$165.00 whereas actually he drow G.§$230.00, hie real pay 
as well as that vs othe. importint communist workers not 
being made known to the generai Cantrosojus staff. We stayed 


with Babich for about a month, #hen they sold the flat on 
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the yPounds thut pulice employees were living in the 
vuilding and they were afraid of veing watched, as it 

was difficuit, under the circumstances, to engage in cons- 
piracies, Tue flat had been bought by Babich for about 
$700.00, but sold by his wife for $1100.00 to a Chinese, 
when most of the valuable articles marked on the list 

were replaced vy her with specially purchased cheaper 
articles, Mrs. Babich comes from an ecclesiastical fami- 
ly, ane is about 36 years of age, but usually tries to 
appear younger and tuo conceal her real age. She has been 
a member of tne Party since 1919 or 1922 and often boasts 
of the fact that she lad been shooting Whites herself. 

She is said to Lave graduated from a Teacher's Institute. 
Mre. Babich has the reputation of being a "Soviet Mesga- 
lina*; she is found of drinking and being wicked and is 
said to report all those who do not respond to her ad- 
vances of affection. Sue keeps her husband in terror and 
on eccasions, when angry, is known to have locked him up 
for the whole night in the kitchen. Babich put up with 
it all because his wife knew a iot about his financial 
tricks, which she could have revealed to the Communist 
Party. Mrs. Babich always tried to have the leading part; 
she and Mre. V.A. Rover, whose husband was former local 
representative of the Tass News Agenoy, 19 Museum Road and 
at present 38 Avenue Edwurd VII, were at the head of the 
local Women's Department. Mre. Babich made efforts to 
include me in the Gomaunist nucleus, but I declined taking 
any part in active work, giving the excuse that I had to 
eook myself owing to my husband's i11 health and the need 
of good food, to which she always replied: "That is of no 
importance, engage a cook®. In her opinion, wives of 
Boviet employees - Party :mbers - had to help their hus- 
cbunds by watching others and reporting them just like other 


members of the "Section". 
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When making Suggestions that I shoulu Work as a menber 
of the "Gection", Mrs. Buvich used to say that under those 


circumstances ai:uue I] cousu anu should make friends with 


the Whites with a view to finding things out. Generally 
Speaking Soviet employees abroad are prohibited froa asso~ 
ciatins with the Whites and all foreigzners, as well as to 
reud Bmigrants' newspapers, have clothes made in E:sigrants’ 
siiops or vuy things in them with the exception of a few 
Sucn a8 Sna@inin, for instance, whe deals in Soviet goods. 
Other stures allowed to be used were those of Klebanoff, 
Polonaky and a few more, We were also advised to consult 
only sur own doctors suah as Dr. 8.8. Shpiloerg, 49 Nanking 
Road, Room 17, residing at 65 Dennis Apartment, Bubbling 
Well, and Dr. A.A. Shishlo, Hankow Road and Dr. I.G. Lob- 
zovaxy, 7 Peking Road, as Dentist. When my husband was 
operated on by Dr. Rosenzweig, who was not one of our own 
physicians, he was reorimanded, 

The other active women of the "Section" in addition to 
Mrs, Babich were Mihereva, tne wife of A.V. Mihereff, a non- 
party member and a tea specialist. AS a result of her re- 
ports on him to the effect that he might get "corrupt" here, 
he wae transferred from Shanghai to London, they said, al~ 
though he was innocent of any offence. The wife of Oshanin, 
Secretary of Soviet Embassy, also an ardent memovor of the 
"“Section®. She was entrusted, apparently on the grounda of 
ceports despatohed to the Cent-e, to keep an eye on the lives 
of the wives of Soviet employees, so as to see which of them 
had got corrupted under the influence of living abroad as 
the bourgeois olasas, stc. Mrs. Oshanin, in carrying out her 
task, used to visit Soviet wives and openly search their 
possessions on tne pretex® of mse curiesity. Sometimes a 
dDlanket cover or wy other trirfis were given as an excuse 


tu prevent this by the owner. it ie of interest that Mre, 
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L. OShanin is wife by appointment or the Communist Party, 
Oshanin'ts real wife and child being in Moscow as avidently 
his former wife was not sufficiently active in Party 
matters. Babich's wife was a cowardly member of the "8ec- 
tion", On one oocasion she had to hand a parcel, containing 
gecret papers, to one Timofeeff, a Soviet courier, officially 
employed as carge superviser on Soviet Commercial Pleet 
ateamers. When in ghanghai Timofeeff stays at 10 Hankow 
Road, Mra. Goversal: ’s English Boardinghouse. Babich then 
said to me that she was being followed and asked me to 
take the parcel, but I refused. Next morning Babich took 
the parcel to the market and passed it on to someone there. 
Not so long ago at a meeting held by Soviet wives 
inoluding Mrs. Oshenin, Kovaleff, Weisman, Lifanoff, Kos- 
loff and othere - a total of 8 or 9 ~ the case of one Mrs. 
Silantieff-Teiman, wife of J.5. Teiman, am employee of the 
“Gousneft®, was discussed. ‘@he was blamed for complaining 
of her husband's treatment of her as she was not a Jeween, : ES 
of relating about his sadism and sexual perversity, ates. % 
At first they wasted to advise her to ge avay to s.6 


but I disadvised them. mrs. Silantictf-teinee 1 ute $ 
Shanghai when in May 1935 her ‘nuadent was teeneigared te au 
U.8.6.R. 

Whilst watching Soviet wives agaimet possibly . 
*oorruption", Mrs. Oshanin herself, dressed beantituliy, 
like all other wives of Soviet di plomats.. Thies oe ne 
"special dressing", which term was introduced by Mra,” 
Kolontai, the Soviet Ambassador, when at one of the: patie. ee 
ings in answer to an enquiry with regard to her expensive 4 
Clothes, diamonds and other valuaoles, she explained mas 
it was all only “special drees.ng" similarly, te leg 
and top hate of deviet sale 43. plomate. 

The female members of ths “Seotion® Paton a0¥ 
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emigrants, but Soviet employeee and theic families as well, 
Mesdumes Rover and Babich at one tine kept a watch on Mra. 
Kovaleff, wife of A.P. Kovaleff, in charge of the Fish 
Departaent of Centrosojus vecause she was taking English 
lessons, whilst i vssuing in Srulevich boarding house, from 
aman named Ivanoff, I think a lawyer, who was not very 
reliavle and was suspected of being purposely sent by the 


Wnoites. She was forbidden to continue taking lessons from 


him, 

Mrs. Kovaleff is a Cossack woman by origin, a Party 
member, very coarse and immoral. At one time her nam was 
associated with one 3.8. Tseluhoff. During the civil war 
she was in the ranks of the Red Amy. 

There are women members of the "Seotion"® amongst the 
Bmigrants too; one a Jewess or an Ammenian, 56 years of age, 
was pointed out to me as such; she often leavea Shanghai . 
Heads of the local Soviet insti tutions who are active mane 
bers carry on extensive work in corrupting Russian emigrants 
by bribing them, thereby making use of the poverty of one 
kind and lack of scruples of the other. Active members are 
informed of everything that is discussed at any time at the 
meetings of emigrant organizations, whem junior agets at~ 
tend under the guise of comission agents. The more prominent 
members of these, I remember, are one Dobrishman, euployea 
by a large foreign firm; he is a Russian Jew and bought 
fish from Centrosojus for that firm through Kovaleff and 
was also on good terms with Babich and Levin, to shom he 
made extensive presents. Another ardent member of the 
"Section® is one named Sheilman - the owner of Globe gos. 
pany in the Continental Building, Nanking Road. 

The Bmigrants’ Committrce is regarded by Soviet agents 
as the most powerful of all «migrant organisations, whilst 
the newspaper "Slovo" is considered the most hostile of 


White newspapers, but at tus tam time aleo genuinely 
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idealistic, It was mentioned that in Harbin, Lembioh at 
one time used to receive a sibaidy from the Soviet and 
utilised this woney to build a country house. When an ar- 
ticle of anti-Soviet nature, appeared, people laughed and 
said “they have not been oiled*. The Soviet opinion is 
that emigrants will never get united owing to the egoism 
of some and the provocation of others in the pay of the 
Soviet. There are in Shanghai, according to Soviet in- 
formation, over a hundred White emigrants well off finan- 
cially, who only live for their own pleasure and do not 
contribute towards the military active White organisations 
operating in Soviet Russia. Pprovoocaturs exist everywhere. 
Chekists at first always allow the Whites to arrange their 
plans within the territory of U.8.8.R. and then cruelly 
punish them. Sometimes Chekists come under the guise of 
refugees from the concentration camps of exiles and then 
begin their provocative work here. 

The oare Soviet employees have toe exercise is shown 
by the fate which befell Michael Borisovich Greenfeld, whe 
on false report of a "Section" member was recalled te ¥.S. 
B.R. supposedly to diséuss matters in connection with the 
extension of the Textile Department in the Ghemghai Gen- 
trosojus, of which he had had charge. Ou esrivel in Viadi- 
vostock he was arrested and was rumoured to have been aot. 
He was accused of planning to join the ranks of deserters 
and of corresponding with his brother residing im London. 
The “Section® member who reported him, was a weal thy euigrent 
merchant. one of the accusations brought ageiast hin wes 
the fact that he lived in the house of the divorced wife 
of Vidumeky, manager of the Nanking Theature, at 86 Park 
Apartaents, 455 Rue Lafayette. fidumsky, according te 
Soviet information, was employed by the French Polide. This 
was discovered when bis daughter once said thes hep, catthe

had a revolver in him and was working in the Prench 
Police. Kvuzloff, manager of the Boonomic Department 
of Centrosojus and Lifanoff, his assistant, also lived 
there and were asked to leave. In view of camspiracy 


the departure of Greenfeld was postponed to Spring, when 


the wives would be gone to summer resorts. Kozloff and 
Lifanoff both have perfect knowledge of the Chinese 
language, having graduated from’the Lasareff Institute 
in Moscow. Koszloff in particular speaks it well. They 
both receive frequent visite of and have meetings with 
Chinese communists, many of whom speak Russian well as 
they studied in U.8.8.R. On the occasion of a visit 
to Kozloff's house I met 2 such Chinese and was intree 
duced to them. Kosloff was later reprimanded for this 
breach of conspiracy. Meetings with Chinese Gomuniste 
often took place im public places such as Ginemns and 
Had Alai. Lifanoff ia a very active end reliable comin 
niet worker he utilises even meal amen, to. ment agente. 


waall eyes, very pale sna ‘worn ont, weaving mar 
clothes, is working in the Boonoaie ) Dopartaeit an adie uo eee 
Kosloff, This Chinese 1b « worker om political 14a vy 
i remember when I was leaving Controso) ue after. ae 
running away of my husband, he was instructing. ‘ewe seer 
Ghinese to keep a watch on me. . es, 
When Babich and his wife moved to 135 Wed Bad wa os 
Road, flat 15-0, they asked us to come and stay we. . 
them again, but my husband declined the offer fearing os 
the bad, corrupting inf] uence of Barien's wite os ite aoe 
because that place was ome ::f the centre of ccamunict 
Work. The group of “active' mmbere « dentens. oof Leta, 


pe istest work namely VA. Raver, 4. 
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Agency, A.I. Levin, Munager of Centrosojus, and M.M, 
Markoff, his Buccessur usually met at Babich’s. Such 
meetings were, as a rule, disguised as parties at which 
eating and drinking was indulged. They avoided meeting 
too often. Sometimes they met in the theatres as if by 
chance, When we stayed with Babich in Kiangse Road va- 
rious meetings were very often held there. Visitors came 
in different lifts and some through the courtyard and by 
the back stairs. My husband used to ask me to leave the 
house about one hour before, without saying anything, but 
I knew very well myself what was happening. On returning 
home I was always prepared that I might find everybody 
under arrest. When under the influence of fear for my 
husband's fate, I used to say “What if you get arrested" 
he always answered back "Well, let it be so, a good thing 
too" apparently hoping thereby to get rid of the oppressive 
Soviet work. owing to the conspiracy we kept the servants 
half a day only. When Nemidroff arrived and there ms 
some urgent work to be doze, meetings were often held at 
10 Hankow Road under the guise of parties. On those econ 
sions we, the non-party women, were told to enjoy ourselves 
Whilet the men conversed. a - 
Heads of Gentrose juss Babioh, meres Kovalett ct wae” : 
others recklessly spent the people's property “tatraittes te “ 
them on service for their om meots, Vine, cantar hint” 
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the Party leaders for Soviet parties. The taviee were 
literally laden with wines, caviar, and other moeesecis 


ourrency. 
Meetings are also often arranged in the 
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meetings of the Political Bureau are often held in the 
office during business nours, when iuportant wuesations 
are decided. Meetings are also held on board Soviet 
stuamers including Chinese communists when many of the 
latter come as cargo coolies. 

Having refused to go and stay with Babich we took 
up resideuce at 3 Carter Road, wu boarding house, under 
the management of Mrs. Glusnkoff. We vory quietly there 
and had meals served in our own room, but still in about 
one and a half months time we were told to leave the 
place "as it was not considered suitable®. We, Soviet 
employees, were recommended to live in foreign boarding 
houses such as Mre, 1.Gomersall’s at 10 Hankow Road, 
M-me M. Pasche, 47 Rue Amiral Courbet and II Yuen Ming 
Yuen Road. Formerly we were not allowed to live in the 
French Concession at all, but were always advised to have 
our own homes, We took flat Wo.44 at 374 Kiangse Road, 
with the assistance of Babich, who had lived im that | vd 
building before. We bought our furniture at auctions, 

After we arrived in Shanghai a change took place im 
my husband, he became nervous, lost in thought most of 
the time, and showed displeasure with his comrades seeking 
as much as possible to avoid thes. This intrigued theg 
and they began to watoh him. My husband began to neglect 
his political work. Although he talked little of busi- 
ness to me, I mew tnat Babich especially was a source of 
worry to him after he had prevented Babich and Levin te 
ateal & large sum of money, being interest from the sale 


of a consignment of glass. The “active group" thes de- 
creeé to remove Morison, but shortly afterwards someone 
elae had arrived from the Cen ire and stopped the whole 
affair. However, in September 1938 when Michael Marks 
Nemudroff, an employee of th "Sousneft® anf &. 


Communist, had arrived in @anghai and becang 
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the lucal Party Bureau, my husband and he disagreed. 
Nemudroff came to tne fore from amongst factory workers, 
and had previvusly served in tne Red Army. At present 

he is working in Tientsin office of the “Bousneft". 

The trouble with Nemudroff began in the following way. 

The Babich couple, who hated my husband for his revela- 
tions of the fraudulent transactions by Babich and Levin 
entertained Nemudroff and gave hin presenta with a view 

to putting hin up agginst Morigon. Lately they were 
joined in their campaign against Morison by one fim Ale- 
xeevich Zanegin, a prominent employee of Centrosojus, an 
ambitious, but not very clever wan, who always wanted to 
ve first. His quarrel with my husband was chiefly due 

to employment competition; he resented Mr. M.N. Markoff's 
good attituac towards ny husband. oa Natanovioh Markoff 
(a pseudonym) is a Jew, native of Biga or Vilna and a 
professional revolutionary. At one time he was engaged 
in subervise work in Latvia and was later employed in 
London and Persia, later still holding an important post 
in Turkestan. His wife is Geman and a cinema operator. 
She went to Moscow recentiy in connection with comaunist 
matters. Markoff trusted my husband and sought his ad- 
vice on party matters when he firat cane. He used to vi- 
sit us sometimes on business. My husband asked me to ge 
out for a walk on those occasions. Upon Markoff's arrival 
Soviet institutions began being cleared of fairly unreliable 
and insufficiently well classed elenents. The following 
were dismiesed:- Grisha Dribensky, one of the eceusations 
against hin being that his sister married a wealthy mer- 
chant named Epstein; Ribin for being an alleged ex White 
army officer; Hartman from thn Dalbank for having « German 
passport in his possession in addition to the Soviet. 
Several more are still due fo: dismissal. Gabvermak is 
holding his position only beuvau'ie there is no substitute

available, 
S.S. Tselunofr is nead of tne Snanghai JUPR. Last 
year he wert fur 81x months to Moscow with a report. 


Tseluhoft praduated in Moscow after aerving in the Red 


Amy. He is a member of the local “active group" and 
Communist Party. In 1932 whilst residing in the house of 
an Englishwoman in Yu Yuen Road he lived with herg being 
reprimanded in connection with this matter he had ‘to 
change resicence, He is known to be, although not a very 
Clever man, an exceptionally reliable and hard worker. 

Ivan HW. Babich is a native of Ukraine, he was formerly 
a political instructor in the Red Army. He is a graduate 
of Middle School and went through a diplomatic course of 
the People's Commissariat of Foreign Affairs in Moscow. 
He is a member of the active group of Cumnunist Party, and 
a@ great patriot of Ukraine. Taking advantage of hia po- 
sition, Babich accepts bribes in money, expensive gifts 
such as watches, cigarette cases and pens. After gra- 
duating from the diplomatic course he was appointed Gon- 
Bul to Mongolia, but not wishing to go to an isolated spot 
he sought Koslovsky's protection, the latter being rormerly 
Soviet Consul in Ghangliai. Babich is fond of boasting of 
his connections. He is under the influence of his wife 
who instigates him to commit service abuses, 

Zanegin comes from the ranks of railway workers; has 
lately been connected with Textile business, but is not 
muoh of a worker. His wife comes from a better fanily 
of Railway people. 

Kozloff ie said to be of good class; he graduated 
from the Lazareff Institute of Languages in Moscow and 
privr to coming to Shanghai oad lived in Harbin. Here 
he is in charge of the Econ..zic Department, His wife is 
& prominent coamunist worker, she speaks Chinese but 


conceals the fact. It is £331 that she was, when in 
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Harbin, connected with Chinese Comiuniots in Party work. 

Lifanorr 18 also a graduate of tne Lazarerf Ineti- 
tute ur Bastern Languages and is a reiiavle Comaunist 
worker. 

Yakimenko comes from a family of industrials of 
emall category. He studied in Moscow. Here he is an 
assistant in the Timoer Department and a member of the 
Bureau. 

Kovaleff comes from a family of fishermen. He was 
a commissar in the Red Army. He graudated from the Tea- 
chers' Insitute in Moscow and was working in cunnection 
with food supplies. At first he took an important part 
in Party matters locally, but his position was undermined 
as a result of disagreement with Levin. 

Levin, according tv his own statement, is a former 
printer and book-binder. He has been engaged in subversive 
work in Harbin and later connected with Centrosojus in 
Shanghai. After leaving Shanghai he hase now lived for 
3 years in Moscow, where he has a home in which his mother 
resides, He will not return to Shanghai. 

Everyone of the Soviet employees, even a non-Party 
menber, is o.mpelled to do some work or other in the in- 
terests of the Soviet, sometimes even being ignorant of 
the fact such as making casual enquiries, etc. 

During the past few months Markoff's attitude to- 
wards ny husband changed because of the latter standing 
aside in Party work and as a result of the intrigues 
against him by Babioh and Zanegin. Markoff evidently had 
offered him to return to U.8.8.R. to give explanations, 
but then the matter seomed dropped. The last two months 
my husvand was very nervous, aa if he feared something 
and the last few days he wae in a terrible state, some 
constant fear purguing him. I once hinted that I noticed 
what was happening with him a:¢ he then replied that he

would gladly run away, but wa» afraid of them, as they, 
the beasts, gave him no peace. 

On May 19, 1933, I was waiting for my hushand to 
come back rrom his English lesson; he was studying in a 
group at Centrosojus, 2 Peking Road, with Mics Pletcher. 
The group included my husband, Kovaleff, Bykoff and Ribin, 
At 8 p.m. he was not back. I waited for him till 9.15p.m. 
and decided that ne must have been detained on business. 
it was raining 80 I took his coat to him, When I came up 
to Centrosojus I found it all in darkness and closed; I 
then went to the Garden, which he often frequented, but 
did not find him there either. I again waited for him 
until 2 a.m. and then feeling very nervous and almost go- 
ing crazy, I went to Kowaleff and woke him up. He told 
me to be calm saying that my husband was probably either 
at Markoff's or at the Centroeojus. I eventually succeeded 
in persuading him to accompany we to Centrosojus; we woke 
up the Boys and they said that my husband had left following 
Kovaleff about 8 p.m. We then phoned Markoff although it 
was after 2 wi. and were told that he was not at home. baie 
Hdever, we went there ourselves and the proprietress also 
told us he was out. J asked Kovaleff to come with me to 
the Police. Although he at first emphdtically refused, he 
finally agreed on cfondition that I would not mention it 
to anyone that he had been to the Police. 1 promised him 
that and we went to the Centrul Station and reported 
Morison's disappearance from May 19 to 20. Kovaleff 


then took me home and told me not to worry, but I went 


round alone to all the principal hospitals enquiring after 


my musband and in the state of excitement lost ay hat ané 
shoes. When I returned home alc ut 6 &.m. on May 20,ané 

opened the front door I found a letter from ay husband 
which he told me that he was g:ing te Markoff oh. bus 
after the English lesson. The \etter was evig 
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into the letter box, but I did not notice it the night 
vefore through being 80 excited und only made the discovery 
around 6 aem. on May 20. Taking the letter I went to Weis- 
man in Honan Road waking him up about 7 a.m. Having heard 
that I had Leen to the Police, he was horrified as to how 
I dared @o so especially in view of the letter telling me 
that my husband had gone to Markoff. ; 

At about 9 a.m. Weisman, Zanegin and I went to the 
Centrosojus. Everyone there expressed indignation at my 
report to the Police, When Markoff arrived he was mad with 
me and shouting said how could I make a report to the Police 
the "fool and a non-Soviet woman" that I was, He then added 
that nothing had happened to ay husband and said that Mori- = « 
son evidently went to Wanking to see Bogomoloff with & Com- _ 
piaint against the Centrosojus and tried to comfort me 
with this. I did not believe him and was still nervous — 


begging then to have pity on me and tell me what happened |

Sereoroff and 
somebody else lifted me. I then got hysterical and in 
tuis state screamed that they had killed my husband and 
that was why they refused to show me his letter, which he 
had probably written prior to his death. Markoff approa- 
ched me and waving his hand before my face shouted: "If 
you are not Quite mad yet we will make you so and you 
will be quiet then". JI was led away from Kerkoff's office 
by force and brought home in Kiangse Road accompanied by 
Yakimenko, Moiseeff and someone else in the Centrosojus 
car, This happened about 12 noon or 1 p.m. From ner- 
vousness my left leg and arm got numb. I was given a 
bath and then put into bed. Latter on Mre. Zancgin, Weis- 
man, Kovaleff and Bykoff came to sce me and trying to 
comfort said that I should get calm and go to Vladivostoeck. 
They aleo said: “He is a scoundrel, don’t you see, you 
will meet him there and have it out". I yot hysterical 
again. I could not believe that my husband had left for 
Viadivostock as there was no steamer going there and he 
could not have gone by any other way. I again recalled 
my husband's recent state of depression. The fact that 
they refused so persistently to show me the letter seened 
only to emphasize that something had happened to him. I 
got frightened at the mere thought of it and said that 
until I see that letter myself and will not be convinced 
that my husband really went to Vladivostock I will not go 
anywhere. They continued to say "We assure you thet he 
has left for Vladivostock and you must go there immediately". 
I refused to do so until I saw that letter. They went . 
away at that leaving me with only two of the women: 
(Moiseeff, Markoff's secretary and a Party worker) ‘and 
Bykoff. These two remained with me until late at night, 

| On Monday, May 22, I went to se: Markoff again, at 
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Centrosujus, and told him that I would not go to Vla- 
divostock until I am shown that letter. He ot angry 
again and striking the table with his fiste shouted at 

me that tuc letter wes not for me and he will not show 
it. I then again told him I won't go anywhere and will 
try and find out by other means #y Lusband'’s whereabouts, 
not believing that he has gone to Viadivostock, 

The same thing happened again, Markoff swore and I was 
finally led away from his office into that of Mre. Moi- 
seeff (the Secretary), when soon after almost all my 
husband's colleagues came in there. I told them that 
Markoff's and their behaviour made me think that they 
had done something to my husband, or else they locked 
him up somewhere prior to being sent away, if not killed 
already. I also added that I would ascertain myself as 
to where they got him to. They became alarmed then and 
began to calm me. I was called again into Markoff's 
office when he promised to show me the words in the letter 
which would prove to me that he (my husband) really left. 
Having calmed down somewhat, I agreed to wait until the 
letter was brought, as they said, from the Rabassy. I 
was sent meanwhile to the house of Serebroff accompanied 
by Mr. & Mrs. Moiseeff and Mr. Kevaleff. Serebroff came 
in shortly and brought the letter. It looked a long 

one - about 2-3 sheets - but was rolled up so that I 
could enly see the words "I have gone back®. I could not 
eee any other Words as Seretroff ahowed me the letter 
from far. The words "I have gone back” were not in ny 
husband's handwriting, I am certain of that. Having asked 
him to, he gowed me the letter closer, but I still haé 
the same opinion; the writing was not that of my husband. 
After sone conversation, When I had asked him te show 
me my husvand's signature and the form of address, 
Geredroff thinking for a long time first then went away 
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asp if tv consult someune, and returning sowed me ny 
husband's signature: "Yours saithfu.ly, V.Murisgon". 

This time it was my husband's handwriting and signature. 
This letter did not consvle me, on the cuntrary it made 
me think still more that some thing haw actually happened 
to my husvand and that ne was not in Vladivostock. Mr, 
and Mre. Moiseeff soon took me home in a car; this was 
about 8 p.m. May 22. (I forget to mention that on Sunday, 
Mey 21, I lay all day ill in bed). During that time from 
moring to night almost everyune of the Centrosojus em- 
ployees and their wives came to soe me expressing their 
sympathy, Consoling me and packing up my things for the 
journey to Vladivostock. The Moiseeff couple stayed 
with me until 10.30 p.m. when three more men came in 
i.e. Yakimento, Kovaleff and a fair haired man, an en- 
ployee of the Dalless", whose name I do not know. Yakie 
menko came alone into my room and said: "I wait to talk 
to you". I got up with great difficulty and we went 
into the bathrvom. "Well, have you calmed down?" asked 


Yakimenko and I answered *How can I get caim when I do 


not know what is what?® He then said: "That's enough, 


believe us we are not fooling you, but wish you your own 


good. To-morrow we will come and take your furniture 


away to be sent to auction and them you can get ready 


yourself. Should the Police come and ask after Morison 


you must say that he hag gone to Viadivostock and that 


you too are going there. I[f the Police ask how do you 


know that he ia in Vladivostook you must say that there 


is a letter from hima to that effect. Ghould you, however, 


let your tongue loose as you did in Markoff's office, I 


have been instructed to tell you"......At this point 

Yakimenko significantly touched his pocket. I premised 
hin not to tell the police anything but what he instructed 
me to do. Staying with mec little while longer, they all 
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left. When I remained alone I began to think more than 
mote than ever that they had done something to my hus- 
band or that he had done something to himself as the 
letter was written by him except the words shown to me, 
I am positive about that. 

on the morning of May 25, Detectives Belvshenko and 
an Engliahman came to me. Asked by thew where my husband 
was I answered in the terms of Yakimenko, adding that a 
letter had been received from my husband to say he had 
gone to Vladivostook amd that I was following hig. The 
Police appeared surprised at my going away so soon, but 
soon left. Really I did not intend to go away at all, 
I only told them that. On the same day my furniture was 
taken away from the flat by the auctioncers, Yekimenko 
took charge of all the papers concerning the fumiture. 


I was being prepared as fast as possible for departure 
by the 8.8. "Lasowsky®. When the s.s. “hasowsky® arrived 
on May 26, I sexed Yakimenko and others not te take ny ; 
bagesge on board the 5.5. *Lesowsky® anti ‘tae. following 
day. At dawn of the following day, * newaves, z ert nd 

house for 436 Avenue Joffre, where t- etti: ate es 
I wanted to rub away before, but eoald. gt oe escatse : 
almost daily up to 1 a.m. I mas being watohed by all the 
Centrosojus employees and their wives in tum. Bven now, 
from time to time, they look for opportunities to meet 
me. When we do meet they try either amiably or under 
threate still to convinoe ma that I ebowls leave for 

Viadivostock. When I refuse they say. ‘hat ZI shall not 
see ny husband in any case as he will be theirs anyhow, _< « 
they also still reproach me for seeing the Police and ; 
tell me to leave off that as both the foreign and Chinese 


aye prone to bribery. Then again ent’ _ be enty 3 
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®Go home - nothing will be done to you for not submitting 
to instructions right away. If you stay here you will 
perish vecause you can't even go to a bar like the White 
officers’ wives. In the Union, however, you can be use- 
ful", etc. etc. 

On the morning of June 12, I called at Centrosojus 
to find out whether anything was further known about ay 
husband, When I came into Kovaleff's office, I hardly 
had time to say tw words when Babich came in and upon 
inquiring how I was, asked me when I was going away. When 
I answered that I did not as yet intend to go away he 
said: “That's foolish. You have caused enough trouble, 
it is time for you to get sensible and go home", Several 
other employees then came in one after another and began 
to advise me to go and stay at the Embassy, where a room 
with bath attached would be provided for Me, so that after 
I had rested there, I could go homes. When I absolutely 
refused to agree to the above, saying that I will not go 
anywhere until I kuow something about my husband, I was 
again scolded and threatened that if I continue having 
anything to d. with the Police, it will mean no goed to me. . 

On the morning of June 13, I learmt that my husband 
had voluntarily come to the Police so as to rehabilitate 
himself vis a vie the charge of enbezzlement drought 
against him by Gentrosojus. My last meeting was with Mre. 
Bykoff on June 17; the latter undoubtedly acting on ine- 
tructions.. The sane things were said again;- friendly 
advices, warnings, threats of starvation, eto. etc. also 
phrases such as “Why don't you have pity on yourself, Ada, 
by remaining here, ‘The Police will be questioning you 
Closely and you do know a lot." I promised her not to tell 
the Police anything, adding also that < was not going 
anywhere and wished to be lett slone ané in peace, #0 
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her please not to come and see me. caymere. We 
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this, but not as friends, 

I became calmer and was able to breathe freely only 
when I knew tuat ay hubcuid was alive aid nut in the claws 
of the Chekists, out had given himself up to the Police 
voluntarily in order to clear up the falseness uf accue 
sations brought against him. It is the usual Siuw een of 
the Chekists to “blacken” the character of the person who 
leaves them. 

I firmly trust that the Court and the Russian and 
Foreign Public will understand and acquit my husband, who 
ig not a criminal as the Comiunista are trying to make 
him out, but a long suffering human being, who, although 
rether late, has understood the peril for Russia and the 
whole of humanity of Soviet communist rule and teaching. 
He has consequently broken away from the past associations 


on the grounds of real conviction.

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MEMORANDUM ON V.A. MORISON AND HIS CASE AGAINST THE 
___CENTROSOJUS, 


Viadimir Alexandrovitch Morison, Soviet citizen of 
Jewish origin, born 1901 at Kiev. He first came to 
the notice of the Municipal Police in January, 1932, follow- 
ing his arrival in Shanghai from Dairen together with his 
wife, Mra. A. Ya. Morison. He is reported to have 
graduated in Chemistry from the Moscow Technical School in 
1929 or 1930. In Shanghai he was appointed manager of 
the Chemical Department of the local branch of the 
Centrosojus (England), Ld., No. 2 Peking Road. Following 
their arrival in Shanghai the Morison couple resided at 
the Plaza Hotel for about two months, after which they 
removed to Flat 45, No. 374 Kiangsi Road. This flat 
they shared with I. HN. Babitch, assistant manager of the 


Centrosojus. In the beginning of May, 1933, they went 
to live at No. 3 Carter Road, from which address they soon 


removed to Flat 44, No. 374 Kiangei Road where they resided 
until the time when Morison decided to sever his connections 
with the Centrosojus. 

Barly in the morning of May 19, 19535, Mrs. Morison 
came to the Central police station and reported that her 
husband had been missing since the evening of May 18. 

From her statement to the press made at a later date it 
appears that she did so being under the impression that 
something untoward had happened to her husband and that 

the local Soviet authorities had something to do with the 
affair. It seems also that her action in reporting the 
matter to the police aroused the indignation of Mr. M. ¥W. 
Markoff, manager of the local branch of the Centrosojus, 
and that efforts were made by rim inmediately to place 
Mrs. Morison on board a Soviet steamer, which was scheduled 


to leave Shanrhai for Viadivostoc: within a few days. 
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Mrs. Morison, however, refused to obey Markoff*s order 
pending some definite inform-tion regarding the whereabouts 
of her husband, and on May 23 secretly removed to No. 436 
Avenue Joffre. 

On May 24, Mr. Markoff reyorted at the Central 
police atation that V. Aq Morison had absconded taking 
with him the sum of $25,000., property of the Centrosojus. 

Nothing wes neard of Morison until June 13 when 
ne came to the Central Police atation and stated that while 
in Hankow he had learned from newspapers of the charge of 
misappropriation brought against him by Markoff and that, 
therefore, he had returned to Shanghai in order to 
surrender to the police and rehabilitate himself in 
connection with the charge referred to above. He also 
stated that while in Hankow he had taken out emigrant’s 
paper 8e 

Morison was brought before the Shanghai Special 
District Court on June 14 on a charge of misappropriation. 
The case was remanded until June 28 when he was gsequitted. 

The reasons why Morison so suddenly severed his 
connections with the Centrosojus and repudiated his Soviet 
citizenship are not clear. The manegement of the 
Centrosojues were unable to prove their allegation regarding 
Morison having misappropriated their money and, on the 
other hand, Morison’s general attitude towards the 
Centrosojus during the whole period following his open 
breach with that concern contradicts hie declaration that 
in breaking his relations with the Centrosojus and becoming 
an emigrant he wae inspired by motives of a political 
nature. 

In the intwoductory par’ of Morison's statement, 


which he made to detectives of the Central police station 


on June 15 ( Appendix " A"), as well as in Mre. Morison’s 
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statement to the press on June 20 (Arpendix " B "), their 
endeavours to represent the whole affair as a purely 
rolitical one, are evident. According to them, Morison 


was charged with a certein secret political work in 


Shanghai, which he was reluctant to carry oute He also 
came into conflict with certain employees of the Centro- 
sojus on account of his opposition to their dishonest 
} handling of business transactions to the detriment of 
the interests of the Soviet government. Therefore, he was 
first made the subject of persecution on the part of 
Markoff and finally was ordered to return to the US&R 
Omrectock 
where, he was sure, a severe punishment egpeetved him solely 
on the strength of the accusations made against him by his 
enemies, Consequently, he refused to obey the order 
and, a8 a revenge, a false criminal charge was brought 
againet him by the Centrosojus in order to blacken his 
character. The nature of the secret political work, with 
which Morison was entrusted, was described in his statement 
in very vague terms, However, he stated that he was 
prepared to make a detailed statement on the general working 
of the Soviet organizations, if his safety was guaranteed. 
As soon as members of the Special Branch were 
allowed to interview Morison, the matter of the statement 


he intended to make was takan up, but he showed a stubborn 
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reluctance to discuss the subject. At first he demanded 
® guarantee that a visa would be granted to him to enable 
him to proceed to a certain country. Hie next exQcuse was 
that he had been advised by a certain party to keep his 
mogth shut. Finally, he said that he was under no 

obligs tion whatever to supply to the police any information 
on the subject in question. After much reasoning he was 


persueded to make a statement on what he knew about the 


aslleged political activities of the local branch of the 
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Centrosojus and their individual employees. However, 

after this statement had been taken from him verbatim in 

the course of two interviews during the period of his | 
detention (June 25 and 26 respectively), he refused to 

sign it. | 

The statement consisted of inform-tion of a general 
character and of details of various Boviet employees' 
past life, which may or may not be true. It did not 
contain a single fact of interest, which could be verified 
or serve asp a starting point for investigation. The 
following detail shows how much this statement could be 
relied upont- 

On being asked if agents of the Comintern of the 
Noulensa type were im contact with local Soviet employees 
engaged in secret political work, Morison replied in the 
affirmative and added that on one occasion I. NH. Babitch, 
when hastily leaving the premises of the Centrosojus, said 
that he had to keep an appointment with Noulens who was 
waiting for him in the Public Gardens. Asked if he 
could remember the date, Morison, efter some deliberation, 
replied that he was certain it was late during the autumn 
of 1932. It will be recalled thet Noulens was arrested 
on June 15, 1931, and that Morison arrived in Shanghai 
on January 18, 1932. 

Following his acquittal on June 28, 1932, Morison 
put aside the matter of the “revelations® and paid his 
full attention to the business side of the affair. 
According to his own atetement, he sent about the middle 
of July, through hia legel adviser, a letter to the 
mansger of the Centrosojus, wiich contained a demand to 
return him the sum of @.$11,4°0 and £700-0-0, which, he 
alleged, had been unlawfully taken away from his house by 


certain employees of the Cen‘rceojus during his absence 


to Hankow, In addition, a compensation for bringing

a falsaacéuuation uw sainst him was ulso demanded, the total 
65um amonntinit to about $70,000, 

A period of correspondence and ne.:otiations between 
the legal advisers of the parties concerned ensued, which 
terminated some time during ‘he earlier part of August with 
the refusal on the part of the manager of the Centrosojus to 
comply with Morison's demand. The latter then instituted 


private criminal proceedings at the Shanghai Special District 


Court against N.N, Markoff and five other employees of the 
Centrosojuss: IN. Babitch, A.Z. Yakimenko, E.A. Sanegin, 

N. Krassovsky, Mre M. Bykoff and Mrs A.Ge Moiseeff, the 
charges being fulse accusation, illegal detention and robbery. 

On August 21 Morison's letter to the Editors of local 
Russian newspapers was published in which he ridiculed Markoff's 
statement to the prass on the subject of the activities of the 
Centrosojus. The letter (Appendix "C*) also contained a 
series of allegations of a very serious nature regarding the 
subversive political activities of employees of the local 
branch of the Centroso jus. With the exception of a statement 
to the Chinese press made by Murkoff on September 2, in which 
he denied the allegations regarding the political activities 
of the Centrosojus, no action was taken by that concern against 
Morison in connection with the matter. 

The case against thn employees of the Centrosojus cums 
up for hearing in the Shangnai Special District Court on 
September 7, was continued on September 18 and October 235 and 
was concluded on October 25, when all accused were acquitted. 
At the same time a counter charve of false accusation filed by 
the @ccused against Morison was also iisamissed. 

According to our information Morison during the period 
from September 7 to October 25 made two statements (Appendices. 
*D® and "B*) to the Chinese filitary Authorities on the 
subject of the political ac:ivi‘ies of the Soviet Government

The 
hearing of the appeal commenced in the Second Branch Kiangsu

periods on several occasions. It was during this period that 
information was received indicating the existence of secret 
necotiations between Morison and representatives of the 
Centrosojus with a view to the settling of the matter outside 
the court. Apparently, these necotiations resulted in an 
agreement having been reached and, consequently, Morison 
withdrew his appeal. 

Although no details of this agreement are available, 
it is understcod that on the condition that Morison would

his alleged disillusionment in the Communist doctrine, 

as it was already mentioned, Morison at various times 
during the period from June 15 to October 20, 1933 made 
altogether five statementss- two to the Municipal Police, one 
to the press and two to the Chinese Military Authorities, The 
statement to the press (Appendix "C*) is, perhaps, of more 
interest than the remaining four, insofar as it includes the 
main points contained in his other statements and also because 
it may be assumed that while openly making serious allegations 
regarding the subversive political activities of the employees 
of the local branch of the Centrosojus, Morison was prepared 
to take full responsibility for his words,

4.- Comnunist literature in Chinese was brouw-ht in Shanghai 
from the U.S.S.Re in the Soviet steamer “Nevastroy" in 
April 1935. 
It is very significant that no action was taken ageinst 
Morison by representatives of the Centrosojus in connection with 


the above allegations. 
Mrs Morison's statement to the press (Appendix "B®) is 


also not without interest as it describes the inner life of 
the local Soviet “ghetto® in 1952-19353, where mutual fear, 
suspicion and espionage prevailed and the possibility was 


abhowred to be ordered to return into the Soviet paradise.

Translation of V.Ae Morison's first statement to the Chinese 
Military Authorities, 


Resolution of the Plenary Session of the Central Committee of 
the Russian Communist Party, held in December 1932 - January 
1933, on reports of Comrades Manuilsky and Bluher on the 
Chinese question. 


Resolution was subseguently approved by the Politbureau 
“The Chinese Section of the Comintern should pay special 
attention to the directing of activities of the Chinese Red 
Armies anl to the rendering material and financial aid to them, 
especially to the strengthening of the Chinese Red Armies by 
providing them with a new and reliable commanding staff and 
political instructors, At the same time a series of reforms 
should be carried out in the Soviet Districts of China with 
the aim of improving the living conditions of the proletarian 
and toiling elements. This will not only strengthen the ideas 
underlying the existence of the Soviet Districts, but also will 
facilitate the spreading of these ideas in non-Soviet districts, 
main}y in the direction towards *he industrial regions of China. 
The realisation of this aim is necessary for the 
increase of the strength of the Chinese Red Armies - the future 
reserves in the struggle against the aggressive plans of Japan, 
with her imperialist tendencies of expansion in China and of 
provoking an armed conflict with the U.S.S/R. This means that 
at the present stage of Japan's aggressive policy the Chinese 
Red Armies must not only exercise their influence in China, but 
also must defend the U.S.3.Re In the event of an armed conflict 
between Japan and U.S.3.R. the Chinese Red Armies should be 
ready to be transferred into the rear of the Japanesw zone of 
military occupation in China. 
In view of the above the Plenary Session of the Central 
Committee decided t= 
Aer to eall from the Chinese Re! Armies certain agents of the 
Comintern whose work has p'oved to be unsatisfactorys to 
delegate new, carefully s¢19::ted workers having good 
experience in military and political affairs. 
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The Comintern is of the opinion that notwithstanding the 
present conflict between the two countries, Japan and 
China bota being Asiatic countries, will eventually come 
to yome ayreemente Only the existence of strong Chinese 
Red Armies can prevent such agreement and the possibility 
of China siding with Japan in the event of an armed 
conflict between that country and the U.S.S.Re The 
success of the Red Movement in China will also stimulate 
the revolutionary ovement in all countries of the Far 
Bast. 

In view of the present Sino-Japanese conflict, in which 
China is the loser, slogans of the national defence against 
the Japanese aggression should be temporarily adopted in 
the Chinese Red Apatow. end at the same time the struggle 
against the Nanking Government as betraying the national 
cause, should ve intensified.

Financial and Material Support for Chinese Red Armies. 

The following is a translation of the second 
report submitted by V.A. Morrison, a former employee of the 
local Branch of Centrosojus, to the Chinese Military 


authoritiest- 


In compliance with a decision of the Bureau of 
Finance of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
the .S.S.R. made on October 26, I93I on the subject of 
work in foreign countries, all funds for the support of 
communist organizations in countires of the Par East (China, 
Javan and Korea) are to be tranaferred, nit by certain 
trustworthy firms as had been done hitherto, but direet to 
the reoresentatives of the Chinese communist organisations. 

This new syatem has been applied to China since 
the end of 1932. The great lapse of time between the date 
of the decision of the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of the U.S.8.R. and the date of its enforcement is dvue 
to the fact that the Chinese communist organisations, such 
as the Chinese Communist Party in the sovietized regions 
have not been able to nominate, within the time designated, 
the reoresentatives to whom more or less large sums of 
money might be entrusted. The delay in the selection of 
representatives by the Chinese communist organisations 
was due to the fact that the decision of the Bureau of 
Finance of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
the .S.S.%. stipulates that all responsibility for the 
remittance of funds to their destination shall fall 
directly on the secretary-general of the Chinese Communist 
Party. This condition is being insisted upon owing to 
the fact that a certain eum of money destined for the 
Japanese Communist Party and which was to have been remitted 
by a trustworthy person----a Japanese---- had been 
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misa:oronriated by the man who later sought refuge in the 


Pnilio»ine Islands. | 

Sarly in the month of Aoril, a sum made up of gold 
@33.000, Mex. $45,000 and Yen 25,000 was remitted to the Chinese 
Comrunisat Party through the intermediary of N.F. Miknailoff, 

a reoresentative of Centrosojus. The largest portion of this 
money was destined for the “red” regions in China. NP. 
Mikhatloff proceeded to Tientsin early in April for this 
puroose. The official object of hia journey was to attend to 
the sale of a stock of U.S.S.R. cotton thread. Shortly before 
the voyage of Mikhnailoff to Tientain, a person named Sereguine, 
manager of the Tientein branch of Centrosojus, asrived in 
Shanghai (February,I933) to inform him that the representatives 
of the Chinese soviet regions were exoected at Tientsin early 
in Avril. Another person named Saneguine, an employee of the 
local branch of Centros.jus, was sent to Tientsin early in 
April to secure information from the Chinese about the amount 
they required. The object of his journey was at that time 
stated to be the sale of U.S.S.R. textile products. 

Upon his arrival in Shanghai, Sereguine, stated that 
an interview could be arranged with the representatives of the 
Chinese Communist Party at Tientsin in the premises of the 
Minii Trading Co., a firm which is working for the sale of 
U.S.S.8. textile products, but after the Journey to Tientain, 
it was found that an interview could be held only at the 
office of the branch of Centrosojus. It was at this place 
where Mikhatloff actually met the Chinese communists in 
question and handed to them the amounts indicated above. 

It iu to be noted that in addition to the sume remitted to the 


reoresentatives of the Chinese Communist Party by Mikhailoff, 


Saneguine also handed to them a sum of Mex. $25,000. 
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75” of the amounts handed to the Chinese by 
Sanevuin? as well as by Mikhailoff consisted of forged 
-anknotes of the Bank of Communications. These banknotes 
had been imoorted into Shanghai on board a soviet steamer 
vhich arrived in Shanghai with a cargo of U.S.S.R. petroieum 
in February, 1933. 

It seems that Miknailoff did not hand the full 
amount of gold $33,090 to the reoresentative of the Chinese 
Communist Party because he did not want to arouse suspicion 
through the appearance of such a large amount of American 
dollars in the soviet regions. About gold $15,000 (all 
counterfeit) were taken back to Shanghai by Mikhalloff and 
handed to the decuty manager of the local bmanch of the 
Dalbanque in the name of Tzaloohoff (Tseloukhoff). 

This last named is the special agent for the diatribution of 
money destined for secret work in China. In I932, this man 
made a voyage to Moscow to formulate a plan for the 
distribution of secret funds for the year 1933. 

At about the same time, money was remitted to the 
Central Committee of the Shanghai Branch of the Chinese 
Communist Party. This took place not long after the 
arrival in Shanghai of Waldmann, reoreventative of the 
Vnechtorg (foreign commerce of the U.S.S3.R.) This 
oerson was formerly a orocurator of Moscow who is at present 
directing, for the time being, the Japanese and Korean 
Sections of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
the 1.S.S.R. 

A conferende, for this purpose, was held with a 
re resentative of the local Branch of the Chinese Communist 
Party (in March, 1933) in house No.47 Rue Amiral Courbert, 
At this conference, were oresent M. Markoff, manager of the 
local Branch of Centrosojus, Morrison (who was, at this time, 


manager of the “Themic 1 Jepartment of this establishment), 


Tzaloohnoff (Dalbanque) and a person named Dunn, the 


revresentative of the Central Committze of the Chinese 


Communist Party, Waldmann gave Dunn certain ins-ructions 
on the policy oo be followed by the Chinese Communist Party 
as a result of the Sino Japanese conflict and in view of 
the voseibility of a conflict between the U.S.S.R. and 
Javan. Waldmann added that he would proceed to Tientsin 
to issue instructions. 

At the close of the meeting, Tzaloohoff, on the 
orders of Waldmann, handed Dunn a sum of Mex. $12,000 
and Yen 15,000. The official reason for this meeting 
was given out as the opening of negofiations for the 
sale of the products of the Soyusneft. 

After the return of Waldmann to Tientsin, he 
had another meeting with Markoff, Tzaloohoff, Morrison 
and a Chinese named Kai Ho who works in the economics 
department of the local branch of Centrosojus and who 
speaks Russian. (This Chinese is short and thin and 
kooks like a Japanese ). Little was discussed at this 
meeting; it was simply pointed out that the work done 
at Tientsin was insufficient. There was a shortage 
of funds and large sums were required for the intensification 
of the propaganda in this city. Waldmann promised to 
bring forward this question upon his return to Moscow. 

At the close of the meeting, everybody left the 
house except Waldmann who had a private conversation with 


the Chinese Kai Ho.

According to the Sing Seng News Agency, 

"lia Li Son", an ex-employee of the Soviet Ruasia Co- 
operative Company, No.2 Peking Road, who mysteriasly 
disappeared about « month ago, has returned to Shanghai 
and sierermianud Rimpel’ t the Shanghai Firet Special District 
Court. Hes disappearance was the outoome of sana 
political disputes. He hae disclosed the fact that 

the Soviet-Rissia Co-operative Company is not a 
commercial body but had been established for secret 
political actitities. 

“ha Li Son" pecently sent the following letter 
to vari oug, newspaper offices refuting the report 
published”a certain local foreign newspaper regarding 
the converwation of “Mokoff"(?79, Chairman of the Soviet 
Co-operative Companys- 

"In one part of the statement made by "Mokoff*, 
he said *"The Soviet Russia Co-operative Company is the 
central federation of the Ruasian Production and 
Consumption Mutual Aid Society. The work of this 
Co-operative Company is beneficial to Great Britain 
as well as to China’. There are many errors in 
his statement. I can prove that thie Co~operative 
Company has conducted many secret activities in 
China and other places because not long ago, I vas 
in charge of the Import and Export Department of this 
Co~operative Company. 

“According to "Mokoff", the object of the Company 
ie to promote trade between China and Russia; and that 
the Company is a Soviet Trust Organization, that for 
the past ten years, the trade between China and 
Ruseia has been in favour of China. ®Mokoff" supports 
this statement by citing a de das of the China 
Zoonomic Magazine which says that the export of 
Chinese goods to Russia excecded the import of Russian 
goods into China during the period 1923 ~ 1928. 

Tpis is a most ridiculous statement. I would like to 
ask "Mokoff" where he had dbsained this magazine and 
why had he not published these figures of Sino-Ruseso 
trade in his record of the work of his Go-operative 
Company. His own commercial report shouhd be more 
reliable than all other reporte. As I was formerly 
a departmental chief of the Co-operative Company, I 
can prove that the imports of Russian goods to China 
have been greater by several times than the expohte 
of Chinese goods to Russia; and that the dumping 

of Russian goods into China has brought no profit 

at all to Russia. 

“I understand full well the commercial plans of the 
Soviet Government in China. On the orders of the 
Soviet Government, thevannual jmports into China of 
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Rusejan commodities like wood, cotton goods, chenicals, 
cauent, fish, leather, furs, wine, and fruite, were 
fixed at over $22,500,000, The only Chinese export 
to Russia is tea which, however, has been decreasing 
year efter year b cause the Russian Government is ordering 
tts tea fran Java and other places. As to the dumping 
policy adopted by Soviet Government, this can be proved 
by recalling the protest lodged by the Chinese Cement 
Trade Association against the dumping of Soviet cement 
into China. which had impaired the Chinese cement trade. 

"The Co-operative Company is exerting all its 
efforts to combat British trade, Brunnen, Mond and 
Company nave been selling chemicals cheap in China. 
The Co-operative Company entered into a certain agreement 
vith thia British Company to work jointly for the 
suppression of the Chinese chemical trade. The Co- 
operative Company planned to eradicate later on the 
British chemical trade in China. According to "Mokoffr®s" 
statement, the Co-operative Company is a purely caamercial 
organization to help British commerce and is registered 
in London under the British Commercial Law, and that 
no political movements are underéaken by the Company. 
This needs no refutation as it has becn abundantly 
proved that it is not a purely camefoial organ. 

"All etaff members of the Soviet-Russia Cooperative 
Company at Shanghai, Tientsin, Hankow and other cities 
in China are appointed by the Moscow authorities and 
act on inetructions from Mosoove These members are 
not selected because of oa knowledge of the Chinese 
market. They are all Communistea working in the G.P.U. 
and most of them had formerly worked in a special 
service organization, That w. wey pekose "Papeky", 
“Yakuchinca®, * lofr® grdey deunt & rn 
"“Vanezango", "wot orf", brirto off", "Ts euff", 
and others had beef detailed to Shanghas.

Y.A. MORISON, ex-Soviet citizen - now citizen 
of U.S.A... was born in 1901 in Kiey af Jewish 
parents. He first came to the notice of tne 
Municipal Police in 1932 following his arrival 
in Shanghai from Dairen in company with his wife 
Adelina Yakovlevna MORISON. <At the time of his 
first arrival in Shanghai he was in possession of 
Soviet passport No.8173 issued in Moscow on 
December 8, 1931. 

Norisen. a chemist by profession, was sent 
from Moscow ostensibly to take over the managership 
of the chemical department of magentrosojus", 
centre of communist activity in Shanchai whieh then 
operated at No. 2 Peking Road. In actual fact his 
his task was of a political nature which involved, 
among other duties, the necessity of keeping 

me - observation over the activities of other Soviet 
lf agents in China. 
approximately a year after his arrival in 
Shanchai Marison quarrelled with his Soviet 
en-employees at Centrosojus* who, satisfied neither 


with business dealings nor with his political 


2 activities. desired to have him sent back to Moscow, 
: In order to avoid compulsory expulsion he fled to 
Hankow but soon returned in order to rehabilitate 
himself following charges of misappropriation 


. esr ee preferred against him by “Centrosojus". Morison, 
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in turn, instituted charges of false accusation 
against “Centrosojus"; both charges, however, were 
eventually dismissed by the Shangnai Special 
District Court. 

Shortly after the trial an attack, alleged 
to have been an attempt at assassination, was made 
upon Marison who. however, escaped unharmed and 
svbsequently stated that his assailant, who was 
not arrested, was a Russian in the employ of 

“Centrosnjus". 

Morison's next move was to institute civil 
proceedings against “Centrosojus”, but when this 
firm offered to pay him certain compensation, he 
agreed to drop the case and leave Shanghai. 

In November, 1935, leaving his wife in 
Shanghai. Morison left for Paraguay where he is 
reported to have travelied in a corrercial capacity 
on behalf of his brother. a U.S. citizen. In 
1938 and again in 1939, he paid short visits to 
Shanghai. on the first occasion stating that he 
was acting on behalf of his brother's firm; the 
“Keystone Readers! Service® of San Francisen. 

His visit in 1939 which was only of a few days 
dur&tion, he desired fnr some reason, to keep secret 
and though he is known to have visited his wife 

she, nevertheless. denied his presence in Shanghai. 


Mrs. Merison is reported to have left Shanghai for 
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the States aboard the s.s. "President Cleveland" 
on 16th. February, 1940. 

Perusal of the records cnncerning Morison 
leave one in no doubt regarding his general 
untrustwortriness. Though he maintained that 
his reasons for severing his connecticns with 
"Centrosojus” were based on political difference of 
opinion. there is no reason to suppose that this 
was the case. In actual fact it appeurs that his 
disagreement was due to quarrells over pecuniary 
-at-ers and net as he alleged, over his disillusion-- 


ment in the Communist doetrine.

I am afraid that such eorrespond- 
ents must be of that mean employ- 
ers class which does not like the 
example of decent wage and leave 
provision set by Shan hai’s biggest 
employing body the .M.C. 

Reductions in salary are nothing 
but income tax in effect if not in 
name and if inevitable should like 
income tax have a tevel of exemp- 
tion and be in every way similar 
to this tax in England as regards 
relief ‘or the family man and be 
graduated to bring the weight on 
to the shoulders of those able to 
bear it. As to home leave I ‘have 
worked under contract for a 
Shanghai firm and salaried home 
leave with passage paid both ways 
was an integral part of my con- 
tract.

At the same time, we are anxious to have you under= 
stand that we have not and cannot take any responsibility in 
settling the dispute between the Japanese owners and the workers, 
as arbitration and conciliation are the proper functions and 
duties of the Burea of Social Affairs. We understand that the 
strike is already under the attention of the said Bureau. Mean-~ 
while we shall do our best to refrain from interfering with ei- 
ther the workers or their facotries.

The telesram was received from Frofessor Vsevolodoff,Faris repre-

It appears from the telegram that this movement has taken a con- 
crete form and that about April 20, the Staff of tne future organization 
will leave for the Far East with General Gaifda at tne head,who will be 
released from gaol on April 7 after having served a senterce of impri- 
sonment for his political activity in Czeenoslovakia.

This declaration is considered by leading in:ssiun cireles in 
Mukden and Harbin as being an outcome of a wrong conception of the nature 
of public work on the part of the association asa whole,as well as on the 
nart of the majority of its individual leaders, ; 

The association came into existence immediately after the 
events in Ilarchurita ir order to utilize the natural impulse of the loeal 
Russian population to unify themselves end participabe in the construction 
of the new state, 

This idea ,quite sound in substance, was however carried out 
in an imrrorer manner. 

Several persons who have no conrections with the large mas- 
ses of emigrants, attempted to bring about the unification on their ow 
initiative and to plece the hussian population before an accomplished fact. 
Several public workers attemptei to exploit the situetion in order to mo- 
nopolize the right to represent the emigrants, 

Nukden, where comparatively few emigrants reside, was made 
the centre ef the new association and Earbin, where the masses of the Rus- 
Sian population are concentrated , w.s left on the boundary, 

No wonder that this attempt met with an opposition on the

. MOSCOW, March 4.— (Transocean) —Revealing the fact 
that Russia is preparing for any overt military move on the 
part of Japan and employing extremely candid language in 
doing: so, Istvestia today broke the reserve hitherto main- 
tained by the Soviet press in commenting on the trend of 
developments in Manchuria.

378 "White" Russian troops, who were fully armed, 

arrived here from Diaren on board the sese "Changchun Maru" 
on the morning of February 25. These troops have been 
well trained by the Japanese and will be used in an 
attack upon Soviet Russia. Owing to the Japanese 
troops in Shanghai having come despondent, these “White” 
Russian troops were sent here to cheer them up and to assist 
them materially. 

Maturity of Japanese Anti-Soviet Plans. 
Telegram from Moscows= The Japanese are organzing "White" 
Russian armies in the Liao-Ning(Fengtien) Province, 
evidently for the purpose of launching an attack upon the 
coast provinces of Soviet Russia in the Far East.

The recruiting is being secretly carried out by a 
White Russian General named Kosmin who is acting under the 
instructions of the Japanese. The registration of 
unemployed "White" Russians through the Harbin Daily News, 
a Japanese subsidized newspaper, is merely a camouflage 
to cover the recruiting of "White" Russian troops in Harbin. 
Although the actual number of recruits is unobtainable, it
